Senate  Chamber,  Columbusy  Ohio, 

Monday,  January  3,  1921. 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  law  for  the  meeting  of  the  General  As- 
sembly in  regular  session,  the  senators-elect  of  the  eighty-fourth  Gen- 
eral assembly  of  the  state  of  Ohio  met  in  the  Senate  Chamber  at  10 
o'clock  a.  m.  and  were  called  to  order  by  Lieutenant  Governor  Clarence 
J.  Brown,  President  of  the  Senate. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  E.  S.  Matheny,  of  Columbus. 

The  President  appointed  senator-elect  Norwood  clerk  pro  tempore,

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  E.  S.  Matheny. 

The  Journal  of  last  legislative  day  was  read  and  approved. 

This,  the  second  Monday  of  January,  being  the  day  for  the  induction 
into  office  of  the  lieutenant-governor-elect,  Mr.  Hopley  moved  that  a 
select  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  escort  the  lieutenant-governor- 
elect  to  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  which  was  agreed,  to. 

The  president  pro  tem.  appointed  as  such  committee  Messrs.  Hopley, 
Pence  and  Norwood. 

The  committee,  with  the  Honorable  Clarence  J.  Brown,  lieutenant- 
governor-elect,  appeared  before  the  bar  of  the  Senate. 

The  president  pro  tem.,  Mr.  Whittemore,  in  presenting  the  commis- 
sion to  the  lieutenant-governor,  Mr.  Brown,  said : 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  as  a  representative  of  the  members 
of  the  Senate  that  I  present  to  you  this  commission  as  lieutenant-governor 
and  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate  for  another  session. 

It  is  a  very  unique  position  which  you  occupy  at  this  time,  being  the 
youngest  man  ever  elected  to  this  office  two  years  ago.  Again  being  re- 
elected, it  being  the  first  time  in  twenty-two  years  that  a  lieutenant-gov- 
ernor has  succeeded  himself.  Because  of  various  reasons  this  is  perhaps 
true.  Another  unique  feature  is  that  as  Heutenant-governor  you  will  pre- 
side over  a  Senate,  which  body,  with  one  exception,  is  cTomposed  of  men 
of  one  political  faith.  In  calling  attention  to  this  I  am  not  doing  so  be- 
cause I  believe  this  lessens  the  T)urdens  or  responsibilities  which  devolve 
upon  this  body.  The  responsibiilties  and  problems  are  great  and  I  am 
sure  that  under  your  leadership  and  guidance  we  shall  be  able  to  solve 
them.  It  is  a  great  honor  to  be  the  lieutenant-governor  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  the  state  we  all  love. 

I  trust  that  we  mav,  with  vou  and  the  members  of  the  Senate,  enact 
here  together  such  laws  as  w^ill  be  satisfactory  and  that  shall  prove  a 
benefit  to  the  people  of  this  great  state. 

I  hand  you  this  commission  with  a  great  degree  of  pleasure. 

Honorable  Benson  W.  Hough,  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of 
Ohio,  then  administered  to  the  lieutenant-governor  an  oath  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  constitution  of  the  state  of 
Ohio,  and  also  an  oath  of  office.  Thereupon  the  lieutenant-governor 
entered  upon  his  duties  as  President  of  the  Senate.  On  taking  the  chair 
the  president  said: 

Mr.  President,  Members  of  tlic  Senate,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Upon  taking  the  oath  of  office  the  second  time  as  lieutenant  gov- 
ernor and  President  of  the  Senate,  I  believe  that  I  come  to  you  knowing 
just  a  little  more  about  the  position  than  I  did  two  years  ago  and  reahze 
just  a  little  more  the  responsibilities  devolving  upon  me.  And  so  simply 
in  a  /ew  words  I  want  to  pledge  to  you  and  to  the  people  of  Ohio  that 
I  shall  endeavor  to  carry  out  the  oath  to  the  best  of  my  ability;  shall  do 
my  utmost  to  be  fair  and  impartial  in  whatever  official  decisions  I  may 
be  called  upon  to  make. 
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I  hope  when  my  term  is  out  and  when  another  man  occupies  my 
position  that  you  may  all  be  able  to  say  feelingly  and  from  the  heart, 
that  I  made  good.

This,  the  second  Monday  of  January,  being  the  day  for  the  induction 
into  office  of  the  lieutenant-governor-elect,  Mr.  Hopley  moved  that  a 
select  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  escort  the  lieutenant-governor- 
elect  to  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  which  was  agreed,  to. 

The  president  pro  tem.  appointed  as  such  committee  Messrs.  Hopley, 
Pence  and  Norwood. 

The  committee,  with  the  Honorable  Clarence  J.  Brown,  lieutenant- 
governor-elect,  appeared  before  the  bar  of  the  Senate. 

The  president  pro  tem.,  Mr.  Whittemore,  in  presenting  the  commis- 
sion to  the  lieutenant-governor,  Mr.  Brown,  said : 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  as  a  representative  of  the  members 
of  the  Senate  that  I  present  to  you  this  commission  as  lieutenant-governor 
and  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate  for  another  session. 

It  is  a  very  unique  position  which  you  occupy  at  this  time,  being  the 
youngest  man  ever  elected  to  this  office  two  years  ago.  Again  being  re- 
elected, it  being  the  first  time  in  twenty-two  years  that  a  heutenant-gov- 
ernor  has  succeeded  himself.  Because  of  various  reasons  this  is  perhaps 
true.  Another  unique  feature  is  that  as  lieutenant-governor  you  will  pre- 
side over  a  Senate,  which  body,  with  one  exception,  is  (Composed  of  men 
of  one  political  faith.  In  calling  attention  to  this  I  am  not  doing  so  be- 
cause I  believe  this  lessens  the  iiurdens  or  responsibilities  which  devolve 
upon  this  body.  The  responsibiilties  and  problems  are  great  and  I  am 
sure  that  under  your  leadership  and  guidance  we  shall  be  able  to  solve 
them.  It  is  a  great  honor  to  be  the  lieutenant-governor  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  the  state  we  all  love. 

I  trust  that  we  may,  with  you  and  the  members  of  the  Senate,  enact 
here  together  such  laws  as  will  be  satisfactory  and  that  shall  prove  a 
benefit  to  the  people  of  this  great  state. 

I  hand  you  this  commission  with  a  great  degree  of  pleasure. 

Honorable  Benson  W.  Hough,  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of 
Ohio,  then  administered  to  the  lieutenant-governor  an  oath  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  constitution  of  the  state  of 
Ohio,  and  also  an  oath  of  office.  Thereupon  the  Heutenant-governor 
entered  upon  his  duties  as  President  of  the  Senate.  On  taking  the  chair 
the  president  said: 

Mr.  President,  Members  of  tlie  Senate,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Upon  taking  the  oath  of  office  the  second  time  as  lieutenant  gov- 
ernor and  President  of  the  Senate,  I  believe  that  I  come  to  you  knowing 
just  a  little  more  about  the  position  than  I  did  two  years  ago  and  realize 
just  a  Httle  more  the  responsibilities  devolving  upon  me.  And  so  simply 
in  a  few  words  I  want  to  pledge  to  you  and  to  the  people  of  Ohio  that 
I  shall  endeavor  to  carry  out  the  oath  to  the  best  of  my  ability ;  shall  do 
my  utmost  to  be  fair  and  impartial  in  whatever  official  decisions  I  may 
be  called  upon  to  make. 
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I  hope  when  my  term  is  out  and  when  another  man  occupies  my 
position  that  you  may  all  be  able  to  say  feelingly  and  from  the  heart, 
that  I  made  good.

All  bills  and  resolu- 
tions, before  they  are  passed  or  adopted  by  either  house,  shall  be  carefully 
engrossed  in  plain  handwriting,  in  printing  or  in  typewriting,  and  the 
engrossed  copy  carefully  compared  with  the  original  bill,  and  the  Journal 
showing  the  amendments  agreed  to. 

Rule  17.  {Bills  —  Ho7v  engrossed  when  amended  by  other  house.) 
When  a  bill  shall  have  passed  one  house,  and  shall  be  amended  in  the 
other,  the  amendments  shall  be  engrossed  upon  a  separate  piece  of  paper, 
and  the  bill,  as  amended,  shall  be  fully  engrossed,  and  both  returned, 
with  the  engrossed  bill  received  from  the  other  house,  to  the  house  in 
which  it  originated.  In  such  engrossments,  sections  of  bills  and  joint 
resolutions  amended  shall  be  engrossed  in  a  plain  engrossing  hand-writing, 
in  printing  or  typewriting.  Whenever  a  bill  shall  be  passed  in  one  house 
and  sent  to  the  other  and  a  substitute  therefor  is  agreed  to  by  such  house, 
in  the  communications  between  the  houses  such  substitutes  shall  be  desig- 
nated and  treated  as  an  amendment  to  the  original  bill,  and  the  message 
relating  thereto  shall  definitely  show  as  in  case  of  other  amendments,  how 
the  original  bill  is  amended. 

Rule  18.  A  bill  or  joint  resolution  having  been  reported  to  either 
house  by  the  joint  committee  on  Enrollment  shall  not  thereafter  be 
subject  to  amendment  or  commitment,  or  other  action  by  either  house. 
But  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  bills  returned  to  the  General  Assembly 
by  the  governor  or  secretary  of  state.  Neither  shall  it  prevent  the  re- 
commitment to  the  Enrollment  committee  by  joint  resolution  of  any  bill  or 
resolution,  if  clerical  errors  are  found  therein  after  the  report  of  the 
Enrollment  committee  had  been  received. 

SIGNING  AND  VETO  OF  BILLS. 

Rule  19.  {IV ho  to  sign;  Proceedings  when  vetoed  by  governor,) 
All  bills  and  joint  resolutions,  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses, 
shall  first  be  signed  by  the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
and  then  by  the  president  of  the  Senate,  the  latter  affixing  the  date  thereto 
and  delivering  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  deliver 
each  bill  so  passed  to  the  governor,  taking  a  receipt  therefor,  and  each 
joint  resolution  to  the  secretary  of  state,  taking  the  latter's  receipt  therefor. 
When  any  bill  shall  have  been  disapproved  by  the  governor  and  subse- 
quently enacted  into  law  over  such  veto,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  constitution,  the  enrolled  copy  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  record 
of  the  proceedings  in  each  house  subsequent  to  the  veto  attested  by  the 
speaker  of  the  House  and  president  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  20.  (Calendar — BUls  of  other  house  shall  have  precedence  on.) 
When  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  have  passed  either  house,  and  been 
sent  to  the  other  for  concurrence,  such  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  take 
precedence  on  the  calendar,  of  all  bills,  joint  resolutions  or  resolutions 
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not  yet  passed  or  adopted  by  the  house  in  which  they  originated;  pro- 
vided, that  such  bills  or  joint  resolutions  shall  not  take  precedence  of 
other  bills  or  joint  resolutions  which  may  have  been  carried  over  from 
an  unfinished  calendar. 

Rule  21.  (Bills — When  not  reached  on  calendar^)  Any  bill  placed 
on  the  calendar  for  third  reading,  informally  passed,  and  which  was  not 
subsequently  called  up  for  consideration,  shall  be  placed  in  its  order  at 
the  head  of  the  calendar  of  bills  for  third  reading  on  the  succeeding  day. 

Rule  22.  {Chairman  of  committees  shall  give  notice  to  authors  of 
bills.)  The  chairman  of  each  committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  shall,  at  some  time  before  the  final  consideration  of  any 
bill  referred  to  his  committee,  if  objection  thereto  be  made  or  material 
amendment  offered  in  committee,  give  verbal  or  written  notice  to  the 
author  of  the  bill,  fixing  a  time  when  he  may  be  heard  by  the  committee. 

Rule  23.  (Yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  amendments.)  The 
yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  in  each  house  on  the  adoption  of  all  joint 
resolutions  and  upon  concurrence  in  amendments  made  by  one  house  to 
a  bill  or  resolution  originating  in  the  other,  and  upon  the  adoption  of  the 
reports  of  conference  committees. 

Rule  24.  (Clerk  to  prepare  calendar.)  The  Clerks  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  shall  cause  a  calendar  for  each  branch  of 
the  General  Assembly  to  be  printed  and  placed  upon  the  desk  of  each 
Senator  and  Representative  before  the  opening  of  each  daily  session 
showing  for  the  day  bills  for  second  reading,  the  bills  for  third  reading, 
and  the  special  orders  of  the  day. 

Rule  25.  (What  calendar  may  show.)  The  calendar  may  also  show 
such  other  information  relating  to  the  business  of  the  houses  as  the  chair 
or  the  clerk  may  desire  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  members. 

Rule  26.  (Question  when  bill  vetoed.)  When  a  message  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  General  Assembly  by  the  governor  expressing  his  dis- 
approval of  any  bill,  section,  or  item  of  a  bill  which  has  been  passed  by 
the  General  Assembly,  the  question  shall  be  presented  in  each  house  as 
follows:  "Shall  the  bill  (or  item  or  items  of  an  appropriation  bill)  be 
passed  notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  Governor?" 

Rule  27.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  clerk  of  either 
house,  the  deputy  or  first  assistant  clerk  of  either  house  shall  be  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  the  department  of  the  clerk  and  shall  perform 
his  duties.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  both  the  clerk,  deputy 
or  first  assistant  clerk,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  or  President  of  the  Sen- 
ate as  the  case  may  be,  may  designate  one  of  the  clerical  force  of  his 
respective  house  to  perform  such  duties.

That 
there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  state,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  law,  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November, 
1921,  a  proposal  to  amend  section  i  of  article  XII  of  the  constitution  of 
the  state  of  Ohio,  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Section  i.  No  poll  tax  shall  ever  be  levied  in  this  state,  or  service 
required,  which  may  be  commuted  in  money,  or  other  thing  of  value; 
provided,  that  any  municipality,  which  has  adopted  a  charter  under  au- 
thority of  article  XVIII  of  this  constitution,  may  provide  by  its  charter 
for  levying  and  collecting  a  poll  or  per  capita  tax  from  each  citizen  there- 
of twenty-one  years  of  age  or  over  regardless  of  property  qualifications. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  at  such  election  herein  provided  for 
the  submission  of  this  amendment  to  the  electors  of  the  state,  this  prop- 
osition shall  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law  and  shall  be  designated  as  follows: 

"To  provide  for  a  municipal  poll  tax  —  Yes." 
"To  provide  for  a  municipal  poll  tax  —  No." 

If  the  votes  for  the  proposal  shall  exceed  those  against  it,  this  amen(^- 
ment  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1922,  and  said  original 
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section  i  of  article  XII  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Ohio  shall  be 
repealed  and  annulled.

Proposing  to  amend  article  VIII  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of 
Ohio,  relative  to  the  creation  of  debts  by  the  state  of  Ohio. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  three- 
fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  House  concurring  therein : 

That  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  state,  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law,  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  1921,  a  proposition  to 
amend  article  VIII  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio  by  adding 
thereto  immediately  after  section  2  of  said  article  a  new  section  as 
follows : 

2a.  "The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund",  created  in  this 
article,  shall  forthwith,  upon  the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  proceed  to 
issue  and  sell  from  time  to  time,  under  such  regulations  as  they  may  by 
order  promulgate,  for  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest,  not  to 
exceed  the  total  sum  of  twenty-five  millions  ($25,000,000.00)  of  dollars 
of  the  bonds  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  bearing  interest  at  not  to  exceed  five 
and  one-half  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  maturing 
in  twenty  equal  semi-annual  installments,  commencing  not  later  than  the 
first  day  of  April,  1923.  Such  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  as  income 
shall  be  exempt  from  all  taxes  levied  by  the  state  of  Ohio  or  any  tax- 
ing district  thereof.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  subject  to  be  paid  out,  with- 
out appropriation  by  the  General  Assembly  upon  the  order  of  the  said 
"The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund",  the  same  to  be  known  as 
"The  World  War  Compensation  Fund".  The  said  "The  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund"  shall  by  their  certificate  filed  with  the  auditor  of  the 
state,  add  to  the  state  levy  for  taxation,  in  the  year  1922  and  thereafter 
during  the  life  of  such  bonds,  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  now  or 
hereafter  provided  by  law,  such  amounts  annually  as  shall  be  nec- 
essary, as  a  tax  levy  for  the  retirement  of  said  bonds,  and  the  payment 
i>f  the  interest  thereon ;  and  said  levy  may  also  provide  for  the  payment 
I  f  the  expenses  of  administration  hereof.  Such  levy  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered in  applying  any  limitation  on  aggregate  tax  rates  now  or  hereafter 
provided  by  law.  Said  taxes  when  received  shall  be  paid  into  a  fund  in 
the  treasury  of  the  State  of  Ohio  to  be  paid  out  without  appropriation 
by  the  General  Assembly  upon  the  order  of  the  said  "The  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund"  for  the  purpose  of  the  payment,  or  retirement  in 
other  manner,  of  the  said  bonds,  interest  thereon,  and  expenses  of  ad- 
ministration hereof.    As  soon  as  may  be,  the  said  "The  Commissioners 
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of  the  Sinking  Fund"  shall,  under  such  regulations  as  they  may  from 
time  to  time  promulgate,  pay  out  of  said  fund  to  persons  resident  in 
Ohio  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  service  who  served  honorably 
on  active  service  in  the  army,  navy,  or  marine  corps  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  or  being  also  citizens  of  the  United  States,  in  similar  forces 
of  any  of  the  governments  associated  with  the  United  States  in  the  world 
war,  with  the  rank  or  grade  of  not  higher  than  captain  in  the  army  or 
marine  corps,  or  corresponding  grade  in  the  navy,  between  the  dates  of 
April  6,  1917,  and  November  ii,  1918,  or  their  heirs  at  law,  adjusted 
compensation  for  their  full  period  of  active  service  to  the  date  of 
separation  therefrom,  at  the  rate  of  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  per  month,  but 
not  to  exceed  two  hundred  fifty  ($250.00)  dollars.  No  paymfent  shall 
be  made  to  any  such  persons,  who  refused  on  conscientious,  political  or 
other  grounds  to  subject  himSelf  to  military  discipline  or  to  render 
unqualifijed  service,  or  who,  while  in  such  seWice,  was  separated  therefrom 
under  circumstances  amounting  to  a  dishonorable  discharge.  The  said 
"The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund"  by  order  shall  make  regu- 
lations ;  providing  for  the  assignment  and  payment  of  the  whole  or  part 
of  any  such  payment  to  a  fund  to  be  retained  by  the  said  "The  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund"  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  main- 
taining, under  such  laws  as  shall  be  enacted  for  that  purpose,  hospitals 
for  the  relief  of  veterans  of  the  world  war;  providing  against  any  other 
sale  or  assignment  or  fees  charged  for  the  collection  of  said  amounts ; 
providing  against  the  enforcement  of  the  claims  of  creditors  as  against 
such  payments ;  imposing  penalties  for  violations  of  such  regulations ; 
fixing  from  time  to  time  limitations  for  the  presentation  of  claims  for 
said  payments ;  providing  for  the  contracting  and  paying  of  the  necessary 
expenses  of  administration  hereof  and  such  other  regulations  as  are 
deemed  necessary  and  proper  for  the  administration  and  payment  of 
said  fund.  The  full  faitli  and  credit  of  the  state  of  Ohio  is  hereby 
pledged  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds.  The  people  of  the  state  of 
Ohio  hereby  declare  tliat  they  have  enacted  this  special  amendment  to 
meet  the  specific  emergency  covered  therel)y  and  they  declare  it  to  be 
their  intention  to  in  no  manner  affect  or  change  any  of  the  existing 
provisions  of  this  constitution  except  as  herein  set  forth.  The  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  self -executing.  Upon  the  retirement  of  all  of  the 
said  bonds  and  payment  of  all  claims  presented  within  the  limitations  of

Whereas,  There  is  reported  to  be  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of 
natural  gas  by  the  corporations  and  persons  having  control  of  the  supply 
and  distribution  of  the  same;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  result  of  this  laxity  and  control  of  the  same  by 
certain  large  corix)rations  a  large  percentage  of  this  valuable  asset  to 
the  people  dependent  on  its  use  has  been  wasted  and  it  has  been  alleged 
that  great  profits  have  been  made  at  the  expense  of  conservation  in  the 
public  interest;  and 

Whereas,  One  of  the  large  companies  in  this  state  is  now  threat- 
ening to  cut  off  the  gas  su  ;pply  from  the  city  of  Cleveland  due  to  a  con- 
troversy'that  has  arisen  over  the  rates  to  be  charged  which  if  done 
will  cause  irreparable  suffering,  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  people  of 
that  community;  therefore 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  That 
three  members  of  the  Senate,  to  be  appointed  by  the  president  thereof, 
and  three  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  speaker  thereof,  shall  hereby  constitute  a  committee  to  make  a  com- 
plete investigation  of  the  natural  gas  situation  in  Ohio,  with  special 
reference  to  production,  distribution,  cost,  selling  price  and  waste  and 
any  other  matters  in  connection  therewith  which  the  committee  deems 
of  public  interest.  The  attorney  general  or  his  assistants  may  act  as 
counsel  for  the  committee  at  its  request  to  assist  in  the  conduct  of  any 
examination  it  may  make.  Such  committee  shall  have  full  power  to 
summon  witnesses,  and  compel  their  attendance,  to  administer  oaths 
relative  to  their  testimony,  to  compel  the  production  of  whatever  books, 
records,  documents  and  papers  as  may  be  necessary  for  complete  investi- 
gation of  the  subject  matter. 

The  committee  shall  proceed  at  once  upon  the  discharge  of  its  duties 
and  shall  continue  its  investigation  through  any  recess  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  make  its  report  thereto  prior  to  its  sine  die  adjournment, 
with  a  statement  of  its  findings  and  recommendations  of  such  laws  as  in 
its  opinion  may  be  necessary  to  provide  regulation  and  correct  abuses. 

The  committee  may  employ  a  stenographer  and  other  necessary  as- 
sistants and  may  hold  sessions  at  such  places  in  the  state  as  it  may  deem 
proper. 
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To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  resolution,  including  payment 
of  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  committee,  and  the  compensation  and 
expenses  of  stenographer  and  other  assistants,  the  committee  is  au- 
thorized to  expend,  from  funds  heretofore  or  hereafter  appropriated  for 
the  expenses  of  legislative  committees,  such  amount  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, not  to  exceed  twenty-five  hundred  dollars.

7.  To  issue  attachments  and  proceed  against  the  goods  and  ef- 
fects of  debtors  in  certain  cases,  except  that  in  Cuyahoga  and  F'ranklin 
counties  the  jurisdiction  and  authority  in  such  cases  is  co-extensive* 
only  with  the  township  for  which  the  justice  was  elected.  In  all  cases 
when  summons  is  accompanied  zvith  an  order  to  attach  ten  per 
cent,  of  personal  earnings  of  the  defendant,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  de- 
fendant shall  be  limited  to  the  tozmiship  for  which  the  justice  was 
elected.

Sub.  S.  B.  Na.  33  —  Mr.  Brand. 

To  improve  and  correct  marketing  conditions  by.  providing  for  co- 
operative marketing. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio: 

Section  i.  That  persons  engaged  in  the  production  of  agricul- 
tural products  as  farmers,  stock  raisers,  dairymen,  fruit  or  truck 
growers,  may  act  together  in  associations,  corporate  or  otherwise,  with 
or  without  capital  stock  in  collectively  processing,  preparing  for  market, 
handling,  and  marketing  the  products  of  their  members;  and  such  pro- 
ducers may  organize  and  operate  such  associations  and  make  the  neces- 
sary contracts  and  agreements  to  effect  that  purpose,  any  law  of  Ohio 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  provided,  however,  that  such  associa- 
tions are  operated  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  the  members  thereof,  as 
such  producers,  and  conform  to  one  or  both  of  the  following  require- 
ments : 

First,  that  no  stockholder  or  member  of  an  association  is  allowed 
more  than  one  vote  because  of  the  amount  of  stock  or  membership 
capital  he  may  own  therein,  and  a  member  ceasing  to  be  a  producer  of 
farm  products  shall  have  no  vote;  or 

Second,  that  the  association  does  not  pay  dividends  on  stock  or 
membership  capital  in  excess  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Section  2.  All  such  associations  or  companies,  when  so  formed, 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  charged  with  a  public  interest  and  use,  and 
subject  to  supervision  and  regulation. 

Section  3.  The  public  utilities  commission  of  Ohio  is  hereby 
vested  with  the  power  and  jurisdiction  to  supervise  and  regulate  such 
associations  or  companies,  as  herein  defined  and  provided,  and  to  re- 
quire all  such  companies  or  associations  to  furnish  their  product  and 
render  all  services  required  .by  the.  order  of  the  commission,  or  by  law. 

Section  4.  Upon  the  formation  of  any  such  company  or  associa- 
tion, and  before  transacting  business,  it  shall  file  with  the  public  utilities 
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commission  a  statement  in  writing  containing  the  following  information : 

First :  Its  name  and  principal  place  of  business,  and  whether  or  not 
incorporated. 

Second :    The  name  and  post  office  address  of  its  officers. 

Third:  The  nature  and  kind  of  agricultural  products  in  which  it 
proposes  to  deal. 

Section  5.  That  if  the  public  utilities  commission  of  Ohio  shall 
have  reason  to  believe  that  any  such  company  or  association  restrains 
trade  or  lessens  competition  to  such  an  extent  that  the  price  of  any  agri- 
cultural product  is  enhanced  beyond  the  cost  of  production,  plus  a  reason- 
able profit,  by  reason  of  such  company  or  association,  it  shall  serve  upon 
the  president  or  chief  officer  of  such  company  or  association,  or  if  its 
president  or  chief  officer  can  not  be  found,  by  a  copy  left  at  the  office 
or  usual  place  of  business  of  such  company  or  association  with  the  per- 
son having  charge  thereof,  a  complaint  stating  its  charge  in  that  respect, 
to  which  complaint  shall  be  attached,  or  contained  therein,  a  notice  of 
hearing,  before  the  public  utilities  commission  specifying  a  day  and  place 
not  less  than  thirty  days  after  the  service  thereof,  requiring  the  company 
or  association  to  show  cause  why  an  order  should  not  be  made  directing 
it  to  cease  and  desist  from  so  restraining  trade  or  lessening  competition 
in  such  article.  An  association  or  company  so  complained  of  may,  at  the 
time  and  place  so  fixed,  show  cause  why  such  order  should  not  be  entered. 
The  evidence  given  on  such  a  hearing  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  be 
made  a  part  of  the  record  thereof.  If,  upon  such  hearing,  the  public 
utilities  commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  such  company  or  asso- 
ciation restrains  trade  or  lessens  competition  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
price  of  any  agricultural  product  is,  or  is  about  to  become,  enhanced 
thereby  beyond  the  cost  of  production,  plus  a  reasonable  profit,  or  is  en- 
gaged in  any  unlawful  practices,  it  shall  issue  and  cause  to  be  served 
upon  the  company  or  association  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided 
for  serving  complaint  an  order  reciting  the  facts  found  by  it,  directing 
such  company  or  association  to  cease  and  desist  therefrom. 

Section  6.  The  public  utilities  commission  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  require  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  such  hearings  and  the 
production  of  the  books,  papers  and  documents  of  such  companies  or 
associations,  and  at  all  times  to  examine  and  inspect  the  books,  docu- 
ments and  papers  of  any  such  company  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in 
case  of  public  utilities ;  and  any  final  order  made  by  such  commission 
under  the  provisions  of  this' act  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  the  supreme 
court  of  Ohio  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the 
review  of  final  orders  made  in  matters  pertaining  to  public  utilities. 

Section  7.  Any  such  company  or  association  which  fails  or  neg- 
lects to  obey  any  lawful  order  of  the  public  utilities  commission  of  Ohio 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars,  and  not  more  than  five  thousand 
dollars.  Each  violation  subsequent  to  the  order  made  by  the  public  utili- 
ties commission  shall  constitute  a  separate  oflfense. 

Section  8.  Upon  the  formation  of  any  such  company  or  associa- 
tion it  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  state  of  Ohio  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  to  the  credit  of  the  public  utilities  fund  to  defray  the 
expense  of  any  such  hearings  or  investigations ;  and  annually  thereafter 
such  sum,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  as  the  public  utilities  com- 
mission shall  certify  to  the  state  treasurer  as  necessary  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  such  hearings  for  the  ensuing  year;  provided  such  com-

All  teachers  who  are  employed  or  who  shall  hereafter 
be  employed  in  any  institution  of  the  state  under  the  control  of  the  board 
of  administration,  shall  on  and  after  January  ist,  1922,  possess  a  certificate 
valid  to  teach  in  the  county  in  which  such  institution  is  located,  with 
the  exceptions  noted  below.  Such  certificate  shall  be  elementary,  high 
school  or  special,  according  to  the  type  of  work  to  be  performed  by  the 
teacher ;  provided,  however,  that  the  certificate  required  in  section  7848-1 
of  the  General  Code  shall  be  required  for  such  types  of  work  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  make  such  certificates 
essential,  and  provided  further,  that  teachers  of  trade  and  industrial 
subjects  which  require  primarily  the  practice  of  the  given  trade  or  in- 
dustrial employment  as  a  qualification  for  teaching  them  shall  not  be 
required  to  hold  teachers'  certificates,  but  such  teachers  must  be  approved 
by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  as  a  condition  of  their  employ- 
ment or  their  continuance  as  teachers  in  such  institutions. 

Sec.  1851-2.  The  courses  of  study  for  the  instruction  and  training 
of  all  persons  in  the  institutions  under  the  control  of  the  board  of 
administration  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction. 

Sec.  185 1 -3.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  inspect 
personally  or  by  deputy  at  least  annually  all  institutions  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  board  of  administration  which  employ  teachers,  and  shall 
make  a  report  on  the  teaching,  discipline  and  school  equipment  in  these 
institutions  to  the  board  of  administration  and  to  the  governor. 

Sec.  7848-1.  City  and  county  boards  of  examiners  may  upon  proper 
examination  issue  certificates  valid  to  teach  special  classes  for  the  deaf, 
feeble-minded,  backward,  and  the  like,  but  such  applicants  must  have 
all  necessary  and  legal  qualifications  for  elementary  teachers  and  in  addi- 
tion such  qualifications  in  such  special  studies  as  may  be  .prescribed  by 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

Section  2.  That  section  7852-1  of  the  General  Code  as  passed

The  standing  committee  on  Agriculture,  to  which  was  referred 
Sub.  S.  B.  No.  105  —  Mr.  Kryder,  having  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, report  back  a  substitute  bill  as  follows : 

Sub.  S-  B.  No.  105  —  Mr.  Kryder. 
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Providing  for  the  licensing  of  ice  cream  plants  and  defining  and  reg- 
ulating the  sale  of  ice  cream. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio: 

Section  i.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act  the  Various  forms  of  ice 
cream  as  a  commercial  product  in  this  state  are  hereby  defined  as  follows : 

(a)  Ice  cream  is  a  frozen  product  made  from  pure,  wholesome, 
sweet  unneutralized  cream  and  sugar  with  or  without  wholesome,  harip- 
less  flavoring,  and  if  desired  the  addition  of  pure  wholesome  milk  solids 
derived  from  inspected  sources  and  not  to  exceed  one-half  of  one  per 
cent  by  weight  of  harmless  thickener  or  stabilizer  and  containing  not  less 
than  twelve  per  cent  of  weight  of  milk  fat.  The  acidity  shall  not  exceed 
three-tenths  of  one  per  cent  and  it  shall  not  weigh  less  than  five  and  one- 
fourth  pounds  per  gallon. 

(b)  Fruit  ice  cream  is  a  frozen  product  made  from  pure,  whole- 
some, sweet  cream  and  sugar  and  fruit  mixture,  and  if  desired  the  addi- 
tion of  pure  wholesome  milk  solids  and  not  to  exceed  one-half  of  one  per 
cent,  by  weight,  of  harmless  thickener  or  stabilizer  and  containing  not 
less  than  ten  per  cent,  by  weight,  of  milk  fat. 

(c)  Nut  ice  cream  is  a  frozen  product  made  from  pure,  wholesome, 
sweet  cream,  sugar  and  sound,  non-rancid  nuts,  and  if  desired  the  addition 
of  pure  wholesome  solids  and  not  to  exceed  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  by 
weight,  of  harmless  thickener  or  stabilizer  and  containing  not  less  than 
ten  per  cent,  by  weight,  of  milk  fat. 

(d)  Egg  ice  cream  is  a  frozen  product  made  from  pure,  whole- 
some, sweet  cream,  sugar  and  fresh,  wholesome  eggs,  and  if  desired  the 
addition  of  pure,  wholesome  milk  solids  and  not  to  exceed  one-half  of 
one  per  cent,  by  weight,  of  harmless  thickener  or  stabilizer  and  contain- 
ing not  less  than  ten  per  cent,  by  weight,  of  milk  fat. 

Section  2.  The  word  ice  cream,  or  a  combination  or  association 
of  the  word  ice  cream,  shall  not  be  used  as  a  name  or  a  part  of  a  name 
of  any  imitation  or  substitute  for  cream  or  milk  or  skim-milk  mixture, 
of  less  than  twelve  per  cent  of  milk  fats  in  ice  cream,  and  ten  per  cent 
milk  fats  in  fruit,  tiut  or  tgg  ice  cream,  in  any  hotel,  restaurant,  or  place 
where  ice  cream  is  sold,  delivered  or  served. 

Section  3.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation,  shall  be  engaged  in  the 
business  of  operating  a  commercial  ice  cream  plant  without  first  obtain- 
ing a  license  for  the  operation  of  such  a  factory  from  the  secretary  of 
agriculture.  Application  for  such  license  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary 
of  agriculture  in  such  manner  as  he  may  prescribe  and  *shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  fee  of  ten  dollars.  The  secretary  of  agriculture  shall 
thereupon  cause  an  investigation  to  be  made  and  if  it  be  found  that  the 
applicant  is  supplied  with  the  facilities  necessary  to  operate  a  sanitary 
ice  cream  plant,  and  the  plant  is  in  a  sanitary  condition,  the  secretary 
of  agriculture  shall  cause  a  license  to  be  issued  which  shall  be  in  effect 
for  one  year  and  may  be  renewed  upon  the  same  conditions  and  payment 
of  the  same  fee,  annually  thereafter. 

Section  4.  The  secretary  of  agriculture  may  suspend  any  such 
license  .temporarily  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  any  regulations  or  order  made  by  him  hereunder,  and  shall  have  the 
power  finally  to  revoke  the  same  for  such  cause.  Before  any  such  sus- 
pension or  revocation  of  a  license  is  made,  the  secretary  of  agriculture 
shall  give  written  notice  to  the  licensee  that  he  contemplates  the  sus- 
pension or  revocation  of  the  same  and  giving  his  reasons  therefor.    Such 
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notice  shall  appoint  a  time  for  hearing  before  said  secretary  of  agri- 
culture and  may  be  sent  by  registered  mail  to  the  licensee.  On  the  day 
of  the  hearing,  the  licensee  may  present  such  evidence  as  he  desires, 
and  after  hearing  the  evidence,  the  secretary  of  agriculture  shall  decide 
the  matter  in  such  manner  as  to  him  appears  just  and  right. 

Section  5.  A  licensee  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  board 
of  agriculture  from  any  such  decision  of  the  secretary  of  agriculture 
suspending  or  revoking  his  license,  within  three  days  from  the  time  of 
receiving  notification  of  such  suspension  or  revocation,  and  such  appeal 
shall  stay  the  enforcement  of  such  suspension  or  revocation  until  the 
decision  of  the  board  of  agriculture.  The  board  of  agriculture  shall 
fix  a  time  for  hearing  such  appeal  and  give  such  licensee  opportunity  to 
be  heard  and  to  produce  evidence,  and  after  hearing  such  evidence,  the 
board  of  agriculture  shall  either  affirm,  or  disaffirm  or  modify  such 
decision  of  the  secretary  of  agriculture. 

Section  6.  Whoever  sells,  exchanges,  delivers,  or  has  in  his 
custody  or  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange  or  deliver,  ice  cream 
not  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  this  act, 
or,  whoever  engages  in  the  operation  of  a  commercial  ice  cream  plant 
without  first  obtaining  a  license  from  the  secretary  of  agriculture  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars, 
and  for  the  second  oflFense  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  7.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  a  commercial  ice  cream 
plant  is  hereby  defined  as  a  place  or  building  in  which  ice  cream  is  manu- 
factured in  quantities  of  five  gallons  or  over  per  day,  for  the  purpose 
of  being  placed  on  the  open  market  for  general  consumption  as  human 
food,  in  hotels,  restaurants,  ice  cream  parlors,  or  amusement  places,  by 
wholesale  and  retail  dealers,  but  does  not  include  private  homes,  clubs 
or  any  gathering  of  a  co-operative,  social  nature.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concur- 
ring, That  the  action  of  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  signing  the  Enrolled  Amended  Senate

"Section  i.  Upon  all  whiskey  or  other  alcoholic  liquor  stored  in 
bonded  warehouses  or  other  places  or  buildings  shall  be  collected  taxes 
at  the  rate  current  in  the  taxing  districts  in  which  such  warehouse  or 
warehouses  or  other  places  or  buildings  shall  be  situated  for  the  year 
in  which  such  state  and  local  tax  is  to  be  paid  and  shall  be  assessed  upon 
its  true  value  in  money.  In  determining  the  true  value  in  money  for 
taxation  purposes  of  such  whiskey  or  other  alcoholic  liquor  so  stored, 
the  value  placed  thereon  by  the  owner  or  his  agent  when  declaring  its 
value  for  shipment  by  express  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  its  true 
value  in  money;  and  in  cases  where  whiskey  or  other  alcoholic  liquor 
is  not  shipped  by  express  and  its  value  for  such  purpose  not  so  declared 
then  the  true  value  in  money  for  taxation  purposes  shall  prima  facie 
be  the  value  last  declared  by  an  owner  who  has  shipped  whiskey  or  other 
alcoholic  liquor  by  express  from  the  same  warehouse  or  other  places 
or  buildings.  In  case  of  removal  from  one  bonded  warehouse  to  another 
bonded  warehouse  either  within  or  without  the  state,  the  value  of  such 
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whiskey  so  removed  shall  be  determined  in  the  same  way  and  shall  be 
subjected  to  the  tax  as  provided  in  this  act.  Delinquent  taxes  shall  be 
assessible  against  such  whiskey  or  other  alcoholic  liquor  for  the  same 
period  and  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  taxes  against  other 
property.  It  is  provided  by  the  terms  of  this  act  that  the  ratio  betweeii 
the  tax  value  of  such  whiskey  or  other  alcoholic  liquors  for  succeeding 
years  and  the  market  value  thereof  shall  never  be  less  than  the  ratio 
between  the  express  value  and  the  retail  market  value  as  reflected  by 
such  present  values  which  ratio  is  now  one  to  two. 

"Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
warehouse  or  warehouses  or  other  places  or  buildings  where  whiskey*  or 
other  alcoholic  liquor  is  stored  to  permit  the  removal  or  shipment  of  such 
whiskey  or  other  alcoholic  liquor  therefrom  until  a  tax  receipt  is  pre- 
sented showing  the  payment  of  all  taxes. 

"Section  3.  Should  necessity  arise,  the  county  commissioners  may 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  resident  deputy  county  treasurer  and  fix 
his  compensation."

economical  relief,  and  to  protect  the  interest  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and 
also  to  investigate  the  feasibility  and  the  practicability  of  stream  legisla- 
tion, by  conserving  the  water,  forestry,  and  kindred  natural  resources 
of  the  localities  and  communities  in  question ;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
a  committee  of  three  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
president  of  the  Senate  and  a  committee  of  three  on  the  part  of  the 
House  to  be  appointed  by  the  speaker  of  the  House,  be  authorized  to 
make  a  thorough  and  systematic  inspection  of  the  sections  of  canal 
property  and  waterways  in  question,  and  to  examine  the  lands,  streams 
and  terrain  in  general  so  as  to  furnish  data  sufficient  for  proper  action  by 
the  General  Assembly  in  formulating  a  practical  policy  in  affording,  if 
possible,  a  relief  from  the  conditions  complained  of ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  be  allowed  its  necessary  and  legiti- 
mate expenses  in  making  such  inspection  and  survey,  to  be  paid  from 
the  fund  now  or  hereafter  to  be  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of  legisla- 
tive committees  and  that  same  shall  be  paid  on  vouchers  issued  by  the 
auditor  of  state  upon  the  filing  of  an  itemized  account  by  the  chairman 
of  said  committee;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  said  committee  be  authorized  and  directed  to  make 
a  detailed  report  of  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  General  As- 
sembly at  as  early  a  date  as  is  practicable.

To  provide  for  a  firemen's  indemnity  fund  in  municipalities  having 
no  such  fund,  and  providing  how  and  to  whom  payments  shall  be  made 
from  such  fund. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio : 

Section  i.  That  in  all  municipalities  having  no  firemen's  pension 
fund  created  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  i,  title  12,  division  6  of  the 
General  Code  of  Ohio,  and  having  and  maintaining  therein  a  fire  depart- 
ment supported  in  whole  or  in  part  at  public  expense,  a  firemen's  in- 
demnity fund  shall  be  created  and  disbursed  as  herein  provided. 

Section  2.  In  all  municipalities  coming  within  the  provisions  of 
this  act  there  shall  be  created  a  board  of  trustees  to  be  known  as 
"Trustees  of  Firemen's  Indemnity  Fund,"  which  board  shall  consist  of 
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the  director  of  public  safety  in  municipalities  having  such  officer,  and 
the  chief  of  the  fire  department  in  all  other  municipalities,  who  shall  be 
the  presiding  officer  of  such  board ;  and  five  other  persons,  members  of  ^ 
the  fire  department,  therein,  who  shall  be  elected  and  serve  as  provided 
in  sections  4601,  4602,  4603,  of  the  General  Code  herein.  The  board 
shall  elect  its  secretary  from  any  of  its  own  members. 

Section  3.  The  indemnity  fund  shall  consist  of  an  amount  of  not 
less  than  three  ten-thousandths  of  one  per  cent  of  the  total  tax  valuation 
of  each  municipality,  but  in  no  case  shall  such  fund  be  less  than  four 
hundred  dollars  {$400.00). 

Section  4.  The  council  or  other  authority  charged  with  the  duty 
of  levying  municipal  taxes  shall  at  the  time  next  occurring  after  the 
creation  of  such  board,  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  levy- 
ing of  other  taxes  for  municipal  purposes,  levy  not  more  than  three- 
tenths  of  one  mill  upon  each  dollar  of  the  taxable  property  in  such  munici- 
pality, provided  that  the  total  of  said  indemnity  fund  shall  be  raised  in 
not  less  than  four  years.  When  the  total  fund  has  been  once  raised  the 
said  authorities  shall  annually  thereafter  make  such  levy  as  shall  bring 
the  amount  of  the  indemnity  fund  to  the  amount  provided  for  in  this  act, 
all  of  which  levies  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  levies  provided  by  law, 
and  shall  not  be  limited  by  any  law  restricting  such  levies;  provided, 
however,  that  should  the  said  council  or  other  authority  at  any  time  fail 
or  refuse  to  make  and  certify  the  necessary  levy  for  the  creation  or 
maintenance  of  said  indemnity  fund  the  said  board  of  firemen's  indemnity 
fund  may  make  and  certify  to  the  county  auditor  the  necessary  levy  for 
such  purposes  and  such  county  auditor  shall  place  the  same  upon  the  tax 
duplicate  and  cause  the  same  to  be  levied  and  assessed  against  the  taxable 
property  within  the  municipality  in  the  same  manner  as  though  such  levy 
had  been  made  and  certified  by  the  council  or  other  taxing  authority ;  and 
the  taxes  when  so  levied  and  collected  shall  be  distributed  and  paid  into 
said  indemnity  fund. 

Section  5.  The  custodian  of  the  other  funds  of  such  municipality 
shall  be  the  custodian  of  said  firemen's  indemnity  fund,  and  before  re- 
ceiving said  funds  such  custodian  shall  give  an  additional  bond  therefor 
with  sureties  thereon  to  the  approval  of  the  said  board,  and  in  such 
amount  as  said  t)oard  shall  designate,  conditioned  that  such  custodian 
will  keep  and  disburse  said  fund,  as  in  this  act  provided,  and  upon  sur- 
rendering said  office  turn  over  to  his  successor  the  amount  remaining 
therein. 

Section  6.  The  .custodian  of  said  firemen's  indemnity  fund  shall 
invest  the  same,  upon  the  orders  of  the  said  board,  in  bonds  of  the  United 
States,  state  of  Ohio,  or  of  any  county,  township  or  municipal  corpora- 
tion of  the  state,  or  upon  such  direction  may  leave  said  funds  with  any 
bank  or  other  financial  institution  of  the  state :  provided,  however,  that 
said  board  may  direct  that  a  portion  of  said  funds  be  so  invested  and 
the  balance  thereof  left  with  such  financial  institution  or  institutions  and 
said  custodian  may  require  security  from  any  such  bank  or  other  financial 
institution  with  which  any  part  of  said  fund  shall  be  left. 

Section  7.  All  accruing  interest  on  said  funds  shall  be  added 
thereto  and  said  funds  shall  be  disbursed  and  paid  out  by  said  custo- 
dian upon  the  orders  only  of  the  said  board  of  firemen's  indemnity  fund. 

Section  8.  The  beneficiaries  of  any  such  firemen's  indemnity  fund 
shall  be  members  of  the  fire  department  or  their  dependents  who  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  paid  the  amounts  following: 
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For  the  total  disability  of  a  fireman,  sustained  while  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties  as  fireman,  the  sum  of  two-thirds  of  his  salary  or  average 
earnings,  which  shall  in  no  case  exceed  eighteen  ($18.00)  per  week,  and 
which  shall  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  said  board  of  firemen's  in- 
demnity fund.  For  partial  disability  such  an  amount  per  week  as  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  board  of  firemen^s  indemnity  fund  which  in  no  case  shall 
exceed  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  per  week.  Provided,  however,  that  no  such 
pension  shall  be  paid  to  a  fireman  under  full  salary  during  the  time  of 
any  such  disability. 

To  the  widow  of  any  fireman  killed  while  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  as  fireman,  or  who  dies  from  exposure  or  injury  received  while 
in  the  discharge  of  such  duty,  a  sum  not  to  exreed  twenty-five  ($25.00) 
dollars  per  month,  so  long  as  she  remains  his  widow,  and  the  further 
sum  of  not  to  exceed  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  per  month  for  each  dependent 
child  under  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  preclude  or  limit 
any  municipality  from  availing  itself  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  I,  title 
12,  division  6  of  the  General  Code  of  Ohio,  and  a  municipality  having 
a  fireman's  indemnity  fund  created  and  maintained  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  may  at  any  time  avail  itself  of  the  said  provisions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Code  and  thereupon  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
such  municipalities. 

Section  9.  The  board  of  trustees  in  determining  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations for  the  addition  and  disposition  of  the  indemnity  funds  shall  be 
governed  as  far  as  applicable  by  sections  4607  and  4608  of  the  General 
Code.

The  word  bakery  is  defined,  for  the  purpose  of  this 
act,  as  a  building  or  part  of  a  building  wherein  is  carried  on  the  produc- 
tion, prei>aration,  packing,  storing,  display  or  sale  of  bread,  cake,  pies 
or  other  bakery  products,  including  any  separate  room  or  rooms  zsed 
for  the  convenience  or  accommodation  of  the  workers;  Provided,  that 
sections  three,  four,  six,  seven,  eight  and  twenty  shall  not  apply  to  re- 
tail stores  where  bakery  products  are  sold  but  not  produced. 

Section  2.  The  standards  and  requirements  hereinafter  prescribed 
shall  conform  to  such  rules  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  secretary  of 
agriculture. 

Section  3.  Every  bakery  shall  be  constructed,  drained,  lighted, 
ventilated  and  maintained  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition,  and  when 
and  where  necessary  screened  against  flies,  shall  have  plumbing  and 
drainage  facilities  together  with  suitable  wash  basins,  wash  sinks  and 
toilets  or  water  closets,  which  shall  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  con- 
dition. The  said  toilets  or  water  closets  shall  be  in  rooms  having  no 
direct  conection  with  any  room  in  which  bakery  products  or  ingredients 
are  prepared,  stored,  handled,  or  displayed. 

Section  4.  In  connection  with  every  bakery  a  suitable  room  or 
rooms  shall  be  provided  for  the  changing  and  hanging  of  the  wearing 
ajxparel  of  the  workers  or  employees,  which  shall  be  separate  and  apart 
from  the  work,  storage  and  sales  rooms  and  shall  be  kept  in  a  clean 
and  sanitary  condition. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  sit,  lie  or  lounge  or  be  permitted  to  sit, 
lie  or  lounge  upon  any  of  the  tables,  shelves,  boxes  or  other  equipment  or 
accessories  used  in  connection  with  the  production,  preparation,  packing, 
storing,  display  or  sale  of  bakery  products.  No  animals  or  fowls  shall 
be  kept  in  or  permitted  to  enter  any  bakery. 

Section  6.  Before  beginning  the  work  of  preparing,  mixing  or 
handling  any  ingredients  used  in  the  production  of  bakery  products, 
every  person  engaged  in  such  work  shall  wash  the  hands  and  arms,  and 
after  using  toilets  or  water  closets,  every  person  therein  engaged  shall 
wash  the  hands  and  arms  thoroughly  and  then  rinse  in  clean  water ;  and 
for  this  purpose  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  bakery  shall  provide  suffi- 
cient facilities. 

Section  7.  No  owner  or  operator  of  a  bakery  shall  require  or  per- 
mit any  person  affected  with  any  contagious,  infectious  or  other  disease 
or  physical  ailment  which  may  render  such  employment  detrimental  to 
the  public  health,  or  any  person  who  refuses  to  submit  to  the  examination 
required  in  section  eight,  to  work  therein. 

Section  8.  The  state  department  of  health  or  commissioner  of 
health  or  the  chief  health  officer  in  the  several  cities  and  towns,  or  the 
secretary  of  agriculture  may  require  any  person  intending  to  work  or 
working  in  a  bakery  to  submit  to  a  thorough  examination  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  whether  or  not  he  is  afflicted  with  any  contagious, 
infectious  or  other  disease  or  physical  ailment.  All  such  examinations 
shall  be  made  by  the  district  health  commissioner. 
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Section  9.  The  floors,  walls  and  ceilings  of  each  bakery,  the  equip- 
ment used  in  the  handling  or  preparation  of  bakery  products  or  their 
ingredients,  and  the  boxes,  baskets  and  the  interior  of  the  vehicles  and 
other  receptacles  in  which  bakery  products  are  transported  shall  be  kept 
by  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  bakery  or  the  carrier  or  distributor  of 
said  product  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition  and  at  all  times  free  from 
dirt,  dust,  flies,  insects  and  other  contaminating  matter.  Shipping  bas- 
kets and  other  containers  for  transporting  bakery  products  shall  be  kept 
clean  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  than  bakery  products  by  any 
person  or  concern. 

Section  id.  All  show  cases,  shelves  and  other  places  where  un- 
ViTapped  bakery  products  are  sold  or  exposed  for  sale  shall  be  kept  by  the 
dealer  well  covered,  properly  ventilated,  adequately  protected  from  dust, 
flies  and  other  contaminating  matter,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  maintained 
in  a  sweet,  clean  and  wholesome  condition. 

Section  ii.  Boxes  or  other  permanent  receptacles  or  containers 
fof  the  storing,  receiving  or  handling  of  bakery  products  shall  be  so 
placed  and  constructed  as  to  be  beyond  the  reach  of  contamination  from 
streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks,  or  from  animals,  and  shall  be  kept  by  the 
dealer  clean  and  sanitary.  , 

Section  12.  All  bakery  products  and  their  ingredients  shall  be 
stored,  handled,  transported  and  kept  in  such  maner  as  to  protect  them 
from  spoilage,  vermin,  contamination,  disease  and  unwholesomeness. 
No  ingredient,  or  material,  including  water,  shall.be  used  therein  which 
is  spoiled'or  contaminated  or  which  may  render  the  product  unwholesome, 
unfit  for  food,  or  injurious  to  health. 

Section  13.  No.  ingredient  shall  be  used  in  any  bakery  product  likely 
to  deceive  the  consumer  or  which  lessens  its  nutritive  value  without  being 
plainly  labeled,  branded  or  tagged,  or  having  a  sign  making  plain  to  the 
purchaser  or  consumer  the  actual  ingredients;  provided,  however,  that 
in  case  of  unwrapped  bread  to  be  sold  by  the  loaf,  such  labeling,  branding 
or  tagging  shall  be  placed  upon  the  same  label,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
which  shows  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  and  the  net  weight  of  the 
loaf.  Said  ingredients  and  the  sale  or  oflFering  for  sale  of  said  products 
shall  otherwise  comply  with  the  existing  provisions  of  law  regulating  the 
sale  of  foods  and  not  inconsistent  herewith. 

Section  14.  No  bakery  products,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  be  returned  from  any  consumer  or  other  purchaser  to  the  dealer  or 
baker,  npr  from  any  dealer  to  the  baker,  and  no  baker  or  dealer  shall 
directly  or  indirectly  accept  any  returns  or  make  any  exchange  of  bakery 
products  from  any  dealer,  restaurant  or  hotel  keeper,  consumer  or  other 
person.  All  such  products  shall  be  kept  moving  to  the  consumer  with- 
out unreasonable  delay  and  without  any  exchange,  return  or  practice  what- 
soever, which  may  disseminate  contamination  or  disease  or  inflict  fraud 
upon  them,  among  consumers,  or  disseminate  "rope",  socalled,  or  other 
infection  in  bakeries,  or  which  may  cause  waste  in  the  food  supply;  pro- 
vided, that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  crackers  or  other  bakery  products 
which  are  packed  at  the  place  of  production  in  cartons,  cans,  boxes  or 
similar  permanent  containers,  and  which  are  so  packed  and  sealed  at  suph 
place  as  to  fully  insure  their  freshness  and  wholesomeness  and  protect 
them  from  contamination,  adulteration  and  deterioration  in  the  course  of 
trade,  and  which  remain  in  the  original  unbroken  package  as  packed,  ex- 
cept in  so  far  as  may  be  necessaf y  to  prevent  waste  in  the  food  supply ; 
and  provided,  further  that  "permanent  containers"  shall  not  be  construed 
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to  include  the  paper  or  parchment  wrappers  used  in  wrapping  loaves  of 
bread. 

Section  15.  The  secretary  of  agriculture  may,  by  rule  establish 
such  exemptions  as  may  be  necessary  to  facilitate  the  sale  of  any  accumu- 
lated or  unsold  stocks  of  wholesome  bakery  products,  and  in  other  cases 
not  inconsistent  with  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  16.  Bread  shall  not  be  sold  or  offered  or  exposed  for  sale 
otherwise  than  by  weilght  and  shall  be  manufactured  for  sale  and  sold 
only  in  units  of  sixteen  or  twenty-four  ounces,  or  multiples  of  one 
pound.  When  multiple  loaves  are  baked  each  unit  of  the  loaf  shall  con- 
form to  the  weight  required  by  this  section.  The  weights  herein  speci- 
fied shall  be  construed  to  mean  net  weights  twelve  hours  after  baking 
and  to  be  determined  by  the  average  weight  of  at  least  twenty-five  loaves. 
Such  unit  weights  shall  not  apply  to  rolls  or  fancy  bread  weighing  less 
than  four  ounces.  Every  loaf  of  bread  manufactured  for  sale,  sold, 
offered  or  exposed  for  sale  shall  have  affixed  thereon  a  plain  statement 
in  plain  position  of  the  weight  of  the  loaf  of  bread,  the  business  name 
and  address  of  the  maker,  baker,  or  manufacturer.  In  the  case  of 
wrapped  bread  such  information  shall  be  stated  on  the  wrapper  of  each 
loaf  and  in  the  case  of  unwrapped  bread  shall  be  stated  by  means  of  a 
pan  impression  or  other  mechanical  means  or  shall  be  stated  on  a  label 
not  larger  than  one  by  one  and  three-quarter  inches  and  not  smaller  than 
one  by  one  and  one-half  inches.  Such  label  affixed  to  an  unwrapped 
loaf  shall  not  be  affixed  in  any  manner  or  with  any  gums  or  pastes  which 
are  unsanitary  and  unwholesome,  and  there  shall  not  be  more  than  one 
label  on  a  loaf  or  a  unit. 

Section  17.  The  secretary  of  agriculture  shall  prescribe  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  preceding  section, 
including  reasonable  tolerances  or  variation  within  w-hich  all  weights 
shall  be  kept,  provided,  however,  that  such  tolerances  or  variations  shall 
not  exceed  one  ounce  per  pound  or  under  the  standard  unit,  provided, 
however,  that  no  tolerance  be  permitted  in  the  weighing  of  twenty-five 
or  more  loaves.  The  said  secretary,  and  under  his  direction,  the  local 
sealers  of  weights  and  measures,  shall  cause  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
lion  to  be  enforced.  Before  any  prosecution  is  begun  under  this  section 
the  parties  shall  be  notified  and  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
by  said  secretary. 

Section  18.  If,  after  inspection,  it  is  found  that  a  bakery  is  not 
constructed,  maintained,  operated,  or  the  distribution  of  its  products  not 
conducted  in  accordance  with  this  act,  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given 
to  the  owner  or  manager,  stating  the  delinquency,  and  fixing  a  reasonable 
time  within  which  the  same  shall  be  remedied  and  for  a  hearing  to  any 
party  in  interest. 

Section  19.  In  case  a  bakery  is  unfit  for  the  production  and  hand- 
ling of  food  or  dangerous  to  the  health  of  its  employees,  the  state  or  city 
department  making  the  inspection  may  order  the  bakery  or  such  part  as 
may  be  found  so  unfit  or  so  dangerous  closed;  provided,  that  any  ag- 
grieved person  shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard  before  said  departmnt,  or 
board,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  also  have  a  right  of  appeal,  before 
or  after  the  execution  of  such  order,  but  within  thirtv  davs  of  its  issu- 
ance,  to  the  courts. 

Section  20.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  taking  effect  of  this 
act  each  bakery  in  the  state  of  Ohio  shall  register  with  the  secretary 
of  agriculture.     For  such  registration  the  owner  or  operator  of  each 
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bakery  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  $2.00  for  each  oven  operated  in  said 
bakery  and  said  registration  shall  be  renewed  annually  during  the  month 
of  September.  The  registration  of  said  bakery  shall  show  its  location, 
including  street  and  number,  name  of  ownership  and  name  of  manager. 

Section  21.  No  new  bakery  shall  be  established  unless  the  build- 
ing plans  and  equipment  proposed  to  be  used  have  been  approved  by 
the  department  of  agriculture  or  by  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or 
town.  Said  department  or  board  shall  refuse  a  permit  to  such  bakery 
if  the  building  and  equipment  do  not  comply  ^ith  the  provisions  of  this 
act  and  the  rules  and  regulations  made  hereunder;  provided,  however, 
that  any  party  in  interest  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  department 
of  agriculture  or  to  the  courts.  Said  department  or  court  may  affirm, 
reject  or  modify  the  findings  of  the  board,  and"  the  said  board  shall 
thereupon  proceed  in  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  court  or  depart- 
ment. 

Section  22,  A  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  act  or  any  rule 
or  regulation  adopted  herein,  shall,  for  the  first  offense,  be  fined  not  less 
than  $25.00  nor  more  than  $100.00,  and  for  each  subsequent  offense  not 
less  than  $100.00  nor  more  than  $300.00. 

Section  23.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed.

Whoever  overworks,  overdrives,  overloads,  tortures, 
depr  ts  of  necessary  sustenance,  unnecessarily  or  cruelly  beats,  need- 
lessly mutilates  or  kills,  or  impounds  or  confines  an  animal  and  fails  to 
supply  it  during  such  confinement  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  good, 
wholesome  food  and  water,  or  carries  or  conveys  it  in  a  cruel  or  in- 
human manner,  or  keeps  cows  or  other  animals  in  an  enclosure  without 
wholesome  exercise  and  change  of  air,  or  feeds  cows  on  food  that  pro- 
duces impure  or  unwholesome  milk,  or  abandons  to  die  an  old,  maimed, 
sick,  infirm  or  diseased  animal  or  works  it,  or  being  a  person  or  corpora- 
tion engaged  in  transporting  live  stock,  detains  such  stock  in  railroad 
cars  or  compartments  longer  than  *  *  *  twenty-eight  hours  after  they 
are  so  placed  without  supplying  them  with  necessary  food,  water  and 
attention,  or  permits  such  stock  to  be  so  crowded  as  to  overlie,  crush, 
wound  or  kill  each  other,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  two  dollars  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  first  oflFense,  and  for  each  sub- 
sequent  offense  such  person  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  sixty  days 
or  both.

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  west  right  of  way  line  of  the  Toledo  and 
Cincinnati  Railroad  Company,  which  is  an  inter-section  point  between  the 
center  line  of  public  road  and  said  right  of  way;  thence  south  ii  degrees, 
55  minutes  west,  1814.4  feet;  thence  south  89  degrees,  47  minutes  west, 
643  feet ;  thence  north  50  degrees,  33  minutes  east,  296  feet ;  thence  on  a 
2  degree,  56  minute  curve  to  the  left,  13 17  feet,  the  long  chord  of  this 
curve  having  a  bearing  north  30  degrees,  58  minutes  east  a  distance  of 
1292  feet;  thence  north  11  degrees,  55  minutes  east,  491.5  feet;  thence 
due  east  22. 'j  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning,  containing  6.48  acres  of  land 
more  or  less ;  said  tract  or  parcel  of  land  being  situate  in  the  state  of 
Ohio,  county  of  Allen,  township  of  Bath,  being  in  township  three  (3) 
south,  and  in  range  seven  (7)  east,  and  in  the  northeast  quarter  (J4)  of 
section  nineteen  (19). 

Section  2.  The  governor  of  the  state  shall  sign  said  deed  and  cause 
the  great  seal  of  the  state  of  Ohio  to  be  affixed  thereon,  and  the  secretary 
of  state  shall  countersign  the  same ;  and  when  said  deed  has  been  so  ex- 
ecuted it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  auditor  of  state. 

Section  3.  That  when  said  railway  company  shall  have  paid  to  the 
auditor  of  state  the  sum  of  two  thousand,  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
dollars  in  full  payment  for  the  land  so  conveyed,  the  auditor  of  state  shall 
deliver  said  deed  to  said  railroad  company. 

Section  4.  The  auditor  of  state  shall  pay  the  said  two  thousand, 
two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  into  the  state  treasury  to  the  credit 
of  the  Ohio  Board  of  Administration  and  said  board  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  use  said  moneys  for  drainage  purposes  and  for  the  con- 
j^trction  of  roads  and  fences  upon  the  premises  of  said  Lima  State  Hos- 
I)ital.

The  substitute  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read  the  third 
time  in  its  regular  order. 

Mr.  Atwood  submitted  the  following  report: 

The  standing  committee  on  Public  Works,  to  which  was  referred 
S.  B.  No.  123  —  Mr.  Atwood,  having  had  the  same  under  considera- 
tion, reports  back  the  following  substitute  bill  and  recommends  its  pas- 
sage. 

Sub.  S.  B.  No.  123  — Mr.  Atwood. 

In  the  interest  of  the  public  welfare,  and  for  the  better  protection  of 
life,  health  and  property,  by  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of  civil  en- 
gineering, architecture  and  surveying  in  Ohio. 

^e  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio: 

Section  i.  That  within  six  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
the  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  a  state 
board  of  registration  for  civil  engineers,  architects  and  surveyors  (here- 
inafter called  the  bo^rd),  consisting  of  five  members,  two  to  serve  until 
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January  ist,  1923,  and  three  to  serve  until  January  i,  1925*  On  the 
expiration  of  each  of  said  terms,  the  term  of  office  of  each  newly  ap- 
pointed or  reappointed  member  of  the  board  shall  be  for  a  period  of 
four  years  and  shall  terminate  on  the  first  day  of  January.  Each  mem- 
ber shall  hold  over  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  until  his  successor 
shall  be  duly  appointed  and  qualified.  Subsequent  to  January  i,  1923, 
no  person  shall  be  appointed  to  membership  on  the  board,  who  is  not  a 
registered  civil  engineer,  registered  architect  or  registered  surveyor.  The 
membership  of  the  board  shall  include  at  least  two  civil  engineers  and 
two  architects.  If  the  Senate  is  not  in  session,  the  governor  shall  ap-. 
point  such  board  and  report  Such  appointments  to  the  next  session  of 
the  Senate  for  confirmation.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment 
as  a  member  of  the  board  unless  he  is,  and  has  been  for  at  least  five 
years,  a  citizen  of  Ohio  and  has  been  continuously  engaged  for  at  least 
ten  years  in  the  active  practice  of  civil  engineering,  architecture  or  sur- 
veying or  in  teaching  such  professions,  or  some  branch  thereof,  in  a 
reputable  college  or  university.  Not  more  than  one  person  engaged  in 
such  teaching  shall  act  as  a  member  of  the  board  at  the  same  time.  The 
governor  may  remove  any  member  of  the  board  for  misconduct,  incom- 
petency or  neglect  of  duty.  Any  vacancy  in  the  board  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  by  the  governor  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  2.  Each  member  of  the  board  shall  receive  a  certificate 
of  appointment  from  the  governor,  and  before  beginning  his  term  of 
office  he  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  state  his  acceptance  and  take  oath 
of  office.  The  board  shall  organize  within  thirty  days  after  their  ap- 
pointment by  election  a  president  and  vice  president,  who  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  board,  and  a  secretary'  who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member, 
but  who  shall  conform  to  the  qualifications  for  such  membership.  The 
officers  of  the  board  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

Section  3.  The  secretary  shall  receive  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the 
board,  and  his  necessary  expenses  in  performing  his  offi,cial  duties.  He 
shall  give  bond  in  such  sum  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  board  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  The 
secretary  may  employ  such  clerks  and  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board, 
which  shall  fix  the  salaries  and  compensation  of  such  clerks  and  as- 
sistants. 

Section  4.  The  members  of  the  board,  except  a  member  serving 
as  secretary,  shall  not  receive  compensation,  but  their  necessar}'  expenses, 
while  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  be  paid,  but  no 
money  shall  be  paid  or  authorized  to  be  paid  either  for  salaries,  ex- 
penses or  other  purpose  in  excess  of  the  fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Section'  5.  The  board  may  provide  a  suitable  office  at  Columbus 
and  may  purchase  supplies,  furnishings  and  equipment  therefor.  The 
board  shall  have  an  official  seal  and  shall  formulate  rules  to  govern  its 
action.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  presence  of  witnesses 
and  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  shall  have  power  to  ad- 
minister oaths.  The  board  shall  meet  in  Columbus  on  the  last  Wednes- 
day of  June  in  each  year  and.  at  such  other  times  as  the  board  may  ai>- 
point;  provided,  however,  that  all  applications  for  certificates  shall  be 
acted  upon  by  the  board  within  three  months  after  having  been  filed  with 
the  secretary. 
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Section  6.  From  and  after  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  practice  or  offer  to  practice  civil 
engineering,  architecture  or  surveying,  as  defined  in  this  act,  or  to  hold 
public  office  or  employment  involving  the  practice  of  such  professions,  or 
to  set  or  disturb  boundary  monuments  in  Ohio  unless  such  person  shall 
legally  hold  a  certificate  entitling  him  to  practice  civil  engineering,  archi- 
tecture or  surveying  issued  by  said  board.  Such  certificates  shall  state 
whether  the  holder  thereof  is  registered  as  a  civil  engineer,  architect  or 
surveyor,  and  the  holder  of  such  certificate  shall  be  known  as  a  registered 
civil  engineer,  a  registered  architect  or  a  registered  surveyor.  Such 
certificates  shall  expire  on  the  last  day  of  December  of  the  fifth  (5th) 
year  following  the  year  in  which  each  certificate  was  issued,  and  shall 
become  invalid  after  such  expiration  imless  renewd.  Renewal  shall  be 
for  a  period  of  five  years  from  expiration  and  any  certificate  shall  be 
renewed  by  the  board  on  the  proper  filing  of  application  for  such  re- 
newal by  the  holder  of  such  certificate,  accompanied  by  renewal  fee 
hereinafter  provided,  unless  evidence,  such  as  to  justify  the  revocation 
of  such  certificate,  is  in  the  hands  of  the  board,  in  which  case  the  board 
may  refuse  to  renew  such  certificate  after  proper  hearing,  one  month's 
notice  having  been  given  to  the  party  at  interest  before  such  hearing  is 
given,  and  subject  to  all  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed  for  hearings 
in  connection  with  revocation  of  certificates.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  as  excluding  any  registered  civil  engineer  from  the  prac- 
tice of  those  branches  of  architecture  incident  to  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession, or  from  the  pratice  of  surveying,  or  as  excluding  any  registered 
architect  from  the  practice  of  such  branches  of  civil  engineering  as  are 
incident  to  the  practice  of  his  profession.  No  person  residing  in  Ohio 
shall  qualify  as  a  witness  for  the  purpose  of  testifying  as  a  civil  en- 
gineering or  architectural  expert  in  regard  to  subjects  of  a  civil  engineer- 
ing or  architectural  nature  in  any  court  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  unless  he 
be  a  registered  civil  engineer  or  a  registered  architect ;  or,  if  such  testi- 
mony be  in  regard  to  the  surveying  or  platting  of  land,  boundary  lines, 
mines,  or  of  a  similar  nature,  a  registered  surveyor  may  so  qualify. 
From  and  after  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no  map  or  plat 
of  any  land  or  mine  shall  be  accepted  for  record  in  the  state  of  Ohio 
tmless  certified  by  a  registered  civil  engineer  or  surveyor.  Provided, 
however,  that  this  act  shall  not  ^l>ply  to  elective  officers  holding  office, 
or  officers  elect,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  during  the  term 
for  which  they  have  been  elected,  nor  to  civil  engineers  or  architects  or 
surveyors  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  Government;  but  such 
civil  engineers,  architects,  or  surveyors  shall  riot  do  any  civil  engineer- 
ing, architectural  or  surveying  work  in  Ohio  except  that  pertaining  to 
their  official  position,  unless  they  shall  have  been  registered  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  .The  publishing  by  a  non-resident  of  Ohio  of  an 
advertisement  or  professional  card  in  any  periodical  of  general  circula- 
tion in  the  United  States  shall  not  be  construed  as  practicing  or  offering 
to  practice  in  Ohio. 

Section  7.  A  corporation  or  partnership  may  engage  in  the  prac- 
tice of  civil  engineering,  architecture  or  surveying  in  Ohio,  provided  that 
all  persons  connected  with  such  corporation  or  partnership,  in  responsible 
charge  of  design  or  supervision  of  civil  engineering  or  architectural  work 
or  of  surveying,  in  connection  with  any  Ohio  project,  or  with  any  prop- 
erty located  in  Ohio,  are  registered  as  herein  required  of  civil  engineers, 
architects  and  surveyors. 

23    s.  J. 
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Section  8.  Civil  engineering,  architecture  and  surveying  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act  embrace  and  include  all  branches  of  the  professions 
of  civil  engineering,  architecture  and  land  and  mine  surveying.  As- 
sistants in  responsible  charge  of  surveys,  design,  or  supervision  of  con- 
struction as  engineers  or  architects  shall  be  considered  as  practicing  such 
professions.  Assistants  who  are  not  in  such  responsible  charge  shall  not 
be  considered  as  practicing  such  professions.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall 
apply  to  any  full  time  employee  of  any  individual,  partnership  or  corpo- 
ration while  such  employee  is  doing  work  for  such  individual,  partner- 
ship or  corporation  provided  that  such  individual,  partnership  or  corpo- 
ration docs  not  offer  service  to  the  public  as  a  civil  engineer,  architect  or 
surveyor  or  is  not  an  official  or  salaried  employee  of  the  state  of  Ohio, 
or  any  political  subdivision  thereof  performing  duties  of  a  civil  engineer- 
ing, architectural,  or  surveying  character. 

Section  9.  Any  civil  engineer  or  architect  not  residing  in  Ohio 
may  be  called  in  consultation  by  any  registered  civil  engineer  or  registered 
architect  in  Ohio  and  shall  not  be  required  to  hold  a  certificate  io  act  as 
such  consultant.  Any  civil  engineer  or  architect  not  residing  in  Ohio 
may  be  called  as  witness  to  testify  upon  questions  in  regard  to  which  he 
is  especially  qualified  and  shall  not  be  required  to  hold  a  certificate  to  act 
as  such  witness. 

Section  10.  The  board  shall  issue  a  certificate  entitling  the  holder 
to  practice  civil  engineering,  architecture,  or  surveying  to  any  applicant, 
who  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  submits  to  the  board 
satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  for  five  years  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
act  been  engaged  in  the  active  practice  of  such  profession,  except  as 
qualified  by  section  11  of  this  act,  but  in  the  case  of  any  person  who 
has  been  engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States 
during  the  period  of  five  years  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  any 
part  of  such  period,  such  military  or  naval  service  shall  be  considered 
as  equivalent  to  civil  engineering,  architectural  or  surveying  practice, 
provided  that  such  person  was  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  such 
profession  at  the  time  he  entered  such  military  or  naval  service;  the  board 
shall  have,  however,  power  to  extend  such  period  of  one  year  at  their 
discretion ;  the  board  shall  also  issue  a  certificate  to  any  applicant  who 
presents  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  board,  by-examination  or  otherwise, . 
of  his  ability  and  fitness  for  such  practice.  The  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion are  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  board  to  reject  an  applicant  for 
cause  as  provided  in  section  13  of  this  act.  Provided,  however,  that  no 
person  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  a  certificate  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  or  Canada,  or  who  has  not  made  declaration  of  his  inten- 
tion to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. . 

Section  ii.  The  board  shall  issue  a  certificate  entitling  the  holder 
to  practice  surveying  to  any  person,  otherwise  eligible  utider  the  pro- 
vision of  section  10  of  this  act,  whose  practice  has  been  limited  to  such 
branch,  or  who,  upon  examination,  or  otherwise  satisfies  the  board  of 
his  fitness  to  practice  the  same ;  but  the  holder  of  such  certificate  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  practice  branches  of  civil  engineering  or  architecture 
other  than  the  surveying  and  platting  of  land  and  mines. 

Section  12.  The  board  may  issue  a  certificate  without  examina- 
tion to  any  civil  engineer,  architect  or  surveyor  not  residing  in  Ohio,  who 
possesises  and  presents  a  legal  certificate  from  another  state,  territory, 
the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  province  of  Canada,  or  satisfactory 
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evidence  of  the  possession  of  such  a  certificate,  provided  the  laws  of 
such  state,  territory,  district  or  province  require  of  civil  engineers,  archi- 
tects or  surveyors  practicing  therein,  qualifications  equal  to  those  re- 
quired of  such  civil  engineers,  architects  or  surveyors  in  Ohio,  and  pro- 
vided equal  rights  are  accorded  by  such  state,  territory,  district  or 
province  to  registered  civil  engineers,  registered  architects  or  registered 
surveyors  of  Ohio.  The  fee  to  be  charged  such  non-resident  civil  engi- 
neer, architect  or  surveyor  shall  be  the  equal  of  that  charged  in  the 
state  of  his  residence  for  registration  entitling  a  similarly  qualified  resi- 
dent of  Ohio  to  practice  in  such  state. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  registration  who  is  not 
of  good  character  and  repute.  The  board  may  reject  an  applicant  guilty 
of  felony,  misrepresentation,  perjury,  or  fraudulent  methods  of  prac- 
tice and  may,  after  proper  hearing,  revoke  a  certificate  for  any  of  the 
same  causes,  or  for  incompetence  or  wilful  neglect.  At  least  one  month*s 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  party  at  interest  before  such  hearing  is  given, 
and  he  shall  have  the  right  to  be  present  with  or  without  counsel.  An 
appeal  may  be  taken  from  the  action  of  the  board  in  refusing  to  grant  or 
in  revoking  a  certificate  for  such  cause,  to  the  governor  and  attorney  gen- 
eral, whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

Section  14.  An  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  oiF  the  civil  engi- 
neer members  of  the  board,  shall  be  required  to  authorize  the  issuance 
or  revocation  of  a  civil  engineer's  or  surveyor's  certificate.  An  affirmative 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  architect  members  of  the  board  shall  be  re- 
quired to  authorize  the  issuance  or  revocation  of  an  architect's  certifi- 
cate. A  temporary  certificate,  valid  until  the  next  meeting  gf  the  board 
mav  be  issued  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  to  any  applicant  presenting 
satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  as  herein  provided. 

Section  15.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  its  proceedings 
and  a  register  of  all  applicants  for  certificates  giving  the  name,  age, 
place  of  residence,  educational  and  other  qualifications,  whether  or  not 
an  examination  is  required,  and  whether  the  application  is  rejected  or 
a  certificate  granted.  The  books  and  register  of  the  board  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  all  matters  recorded  therein.  A  schedule  showing  the 
names  and  places  of  business  of  all  registered  civil  engineers,  architects, 
and  surveyors  shall  be  furnished  by  the  board  to  the  auditor  of  state, 
and  the  auditor  of  each  county,  who  shall  keep  such  schedule  open  to 
public  inspection.  Such  schedules  shall  ])e  corrected  at  intervals  not  ex- 
ceeding every  three  months.  The  secretary  shall  furnish  certified  copies 
of  any  certificate  on  receipt  of^  the  fee  hereinafter  prescribed  for  such 
copies  and  such  certificates  or  certified  copies  shall  be  accepted  in  any 
court  of  Ohio  as  prima  facie  evidence  of.  the  statements  contained  therein. 
The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  through  its  president  and  secre- 
tary to  the  governor,  showing  the  funds  received  and  disbursements 
thereof,  and  a  complete  summary  of  all  business  transacted  by  the  board. 

Section  16.  The  fee  for  consideration  of  an  aj^pljcation  for  a  cer- 
tificate without  examination  shall  be  $10.00  and  for  the  examination  of 
an  applicant  the  fee  shall  be  $25.00,  and  for  the  renewal  of  a  certificate 
the  fee  shall  be  $5.00,  and  for  certified  co])ics  of  certificates  the  fee  shall 
be  $1.00  for  each  copy.  In  no  case  shall  the  fee  be  returned  in  event 
of  refusal  to  grant  a  certificate,  but  any  unsuccessful  candidate  may  be 
examined  at  any  one  subsequent  session  within  one  year  without  further 
charge.  All  fees  shall  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  secretary  of  the  board, 
and  by  him  converted  into  the  state  treasury  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  hereby 
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established  for  the  use  of  the  board,  which  fund  shall  not  be  appropriated 
for  any  other  purpose.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated for  the  use  of  the  board  from  the  fund  herein  provided,  such 
appropriation  to  become  available  only  when  moneys  are  paid  into  the 
state  treasury  as  herein  provided. 

Section  17.  The  compensation  of  the  secretary  and  other  employes 
and  the  expense  of  all  members  and  officers  of  the  board,  and  all  expenses 
proper  ann  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  for  the  discharge  of  its 
duties,  shall  be  paid  out  of  said  fund,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  auditor  of 
state,  issued  upon  requisition  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
board,  subject  to  the  limitations  provided  in  section  4  of  this  act. 

Section  18.  The  board  shall  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  ad- 
ministering its  duties  and  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
but  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  any  pro- 
visions of  this  act  or  any  statute  of  Ohio. 

wSection  19.  The  board  shall  provide  and  furnish  at  cost  to  each 
registered  civil  engineer,  architect  or  surveyor  an  official  seal,  and  the 
holder  of  such  seal  may  affix  the  same  to  any  document  or  plan  issued  by 
him.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  use  such  seal  unless  he  legally 
holds  a  certificate  issued  by  the  board. 

Section  20.  Any  person  who  issues,  authorizes,  signs,  uses  or  pre- 
sents any  fraudulent  evidence  that  he,  or  any  other  person,  is  entitled  to 
receive  a  certificate,  or  swears  to  any  false  statement  for  such  purpose, 
or  who  fraudulently  impersonates  a  registered  civil  engineer  or  registered 
architect  or  a  registered  surveyor  or  illegally  uses  the  seal  of  such  profes- 
sion shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  and  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year  nor  less 
than  thirty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  21.  Any  person  practicing  civil  engineering,  architecture 
or  surveying  in  this  state,  as  hereinbefore  defined,  in  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor 
more  than  one  year,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  22.  Such  fines  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  fund 
for  the  use  of  the  board. 

Section  23.  The  secretary  of  the  board  is  charged  with  the  duty  of 
enforcing  this  act.  If  he  shall  have  knowledge  that  the  act  has  been  or 
is  being  violated,  he  shall  investigate  the  matter,  and  upon  probable  cause 
appearing,  shall  file  a  complaint  and  prosecute  the  offender.  The  attorney 
general  of  the  state  of  Ohio  shall  be  the  attorney  for  the  board.  It  shall 
be  his  duty,  or  the  duty  of  any  prosecuting  attorney,  when  requested  by 
such  secretary,  to  take  charge  of  and  conduct  such  prosecution. 

Section  24.  This  act  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  "The 
Ohio  Civil  Engineers,  Architects  and  Surveyors  Registration  Act." 

Section  25.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  appealed.

The  standing  committee  on  Roads*  and  Highways,  to  which  was 
referred  S.  B.  No.  34 — Mr.  Burke,  having  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  reports  back  a  substitute  bill  as  follows  and  recommends 
its  passage. 

Suh.  S.  B.  No.  34  —  Mr.  Burke. 

To  amend  sections  7246,  7248,  7248-1,  7248-2,  7249  and  7251  of 
the  General  Code,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of  the  highways  and  to  limit 
loads  carried  on  trucks  and  vehicles  and  to  provide  a  method  of  measur- 
ing the  width,  construction  and  use  of  tires  of  trucks  and  vehicles. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio: 

Section  i.  That  sections  7246,  7248,  7248-1,  7248-2,  7249  and  7251 
of  the  General  Code  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  7246.  (Maximum  load  on  road  or  street).  No  traction  en- 
gine, trailer,  wagon,  truck,  steam  roller,  automobile  truck  or  other  power 
vehicle,  whether  propelled  by  muscular  or  motor  power,  weighing  in  ex- 
cess of  twelve  tons,  including  weight  of  vehicles,  object  or  contrivance 
and  load,  shall  be  operated  over  and  upon  the  improved  public  streets, 
highways,  bridges  or  culverts  within  the  state,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided.  These  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  vehicles  run  upon  tracks 
or  rails  or  to  fire  engines,  fire  trucks  or  other  vehicles  or  apparatus  be- 
longing to  any  municipal  or  volunteer  fire  department  or  used  by  such 
department  in  the  discharge  of  its  functions.  No  object  shall  be  moved 
over  or' upon  such  strjsets,  highways,  bridges  or  culverts  upon  wheels, 
rollers  or  otherwise,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  in  excess  of  total 
weight  of  twelve  tons  including  weight  of  vehicle,  object  or  contrivance 
and  load,  with  not  more  titan  thirty-five  per  cent  of  the  weight  of  the 
load  concentrated  on  any  one  wheel. 

If  in  the  judgment  of  the  deputy  highway  conmiissioner  or  county 
surveyor  of  any  county  in  the  state  a  main  market  or  inter-county  high- 
way, or  section  thereof,  would  be  damaged  or  destroyed  by  heavy  traf- 
fic during  the  period  when  moisture  is  under,  in  or  upon  said  main  market 
or  inter-county  highway,  such  limitation  of  weight  of  vehicle  and  load 
as  above  provided  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  state  highway  commis- 
sioner, be  reduced  by  said  deputy  highway  coniimiissioner  or  county  sur- 
veyor during  such  period  of  moisture  to  such  weight  as  may  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  said  deputy  highway  commissioner  or  county  surveyor  be 
carried  over  such  road  without  undue  damage  thereto,  and  the  said 
highway  commissioner  or  county  surveyor  shall  cause  to  be  placed  and 
retained  on  said  highway  or  section  thereof,  during  the  period  of  such 
reduced  limitation,  two  or  nu>re  signs  of  substantial  construction  which 
will  conspicuously  indicate  the  limitation  of  weight  of  vehicle  and  load 
which  will  be  allowed  on  such  highway  or  section  thereof.  The  expense 
of  the  purchase  and  erection  of  signs  provided  for  in  this  section  shall 
be  paid  from  funds  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  state  high- 
way department,^ 

The  deputy  highway  commissioner  or  county  surveyor  may  in  like 
manner  during  the  same  period  reduce  the  maximum  zveight  zvhich  shall 
be  allowed  vehicles  with  loads  using  improved  highways,  or  sections 
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thereof,  udthin  the  county,  other  than  main  market  and  inter-county 
highways  and  highways  or  streets  located  withiti  any  municipal  cor- 
poration or  corporations. 

Sec.  7248.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  transport  over  the 
improved  public  streets,  alleys,  highways,  bridges  or  culverts  within  this 
state,  in  any  vehicle  propelled  by  either  muscular,  motor  or  other  power, 
any  burden,  including  zveight  of  vehicle  and  load,  greater  than  the  fol- 
lowing: 

In  vehicles  having  metal  tires  three  inches  (j")  or  less  in  width  a 
load  of  five  hundred  {500)  pounds  for  each  inch  of  the  total  width  of 
tire  on  all  wheels..  When  the  tires  on  such  vehicles  exceed  three  inches 
in  width  an  additional  load  of  eight  hundred  (800)  pounds  shall  be  per- 
m^itted  for  ectch  inch  by  which  the  total  width  of  the  tires  on  all  wheels 
exceeds  twelve  inches  {12"). 

In  vehicles  having  tires  of  rubber  or  other  similar  substance,  a  load 
of  eight  hundred  pounds  (800)  for  each  inch  of  the  total  width  of  tires 
on  all  wheels.  The  total  wndth  of  a  tire  on  a  wheel  shall  be,  in  case  of 
solid  tires  of  rubber  or  other  similar  substance,  the  actual  width  in  inches 
of  all  such  tires  between  the  flanges  at  the  base  of  the  tires,  but  in  no 
event  shall  that  portion  of  the  tire  coming  in  contact  with  the  road  surface 
be  less  than  two-thirds  th^  width  so  measured  betzveen  the  flanges.  And 
in  the  case  of  pneumatic  tires  of  rubber  or  other  similar  substance,  the 
total  width  of  all  tires  on  all  wheels  shall  be  the  actucU  average  diameter 
of  all  su-ch  tires  measured  when  inflated. 

In  no  event  shall  the  load,  including  the  proportiottate  weight  of 
vehicle  that  can  be  concentrated  on  any  wheel  exceed  eight  hundred 
(800)  pounds  to  each  inch  in  zvidth  of  the  tread  as  defined  ahove  for 
solid  tires;  or  each  inch  in  the  average  diameter  of  pneumatic  tires 
"fneasured  zvhen  inflated. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  sIujH  not  apply  to  metal  tire,  horse 
drofivyi  vehicles  zchen  in  use  upon  the  streets  or  thoroughfares  of  cities 
and  villages,  except  such  streets  and  thoroughfares  therein  as  have  been, 
or  may  hereafter  be,  improved  by  the  state  or  county. 

Sec.  7248-1.  No  vehicle  haznng  more  than  seventy  per  cent,  of  the 
gross  zsjcight  of  vehicle  and  load  on  any  one  axle,  no  vehicle  having  a 
gross  zi'cight,  including  load,  greater  than  sixteen  thousand  eight  hundred 
pounds  on  both  zvhcels  of  one  axle,  and  no  vehicle  equipped  zvith  solid 
rubber  tires  az'craging  less  tlian  seven-eights  of  an  inch  in  thickness  for 
tires  of  five  inches  and  less  in  zcndth,  nor  less  than  one  inch  in  thickness 
for  tires  of  nwrc  than  five  inches,  but  not  exceeding  eight  inches  in  width, 
nor  less  than  one  and  one-eighth  inches  in  thickness  on  tires  of  more 
than  eight  inches  in  zvidth,  shall  be  operated  upon  the  improved  high- 
zcays,  streets,  bridges  or  culverts  zvithin  this  state.  Thickness  of  solid 
rubber  tires  as  used  herein  shall  be  the  average  thickness  of  rubber 
mcasufircd  from  the  top  of  the  flanges  of  the  tire  channel. 

Sec.  7248-2.  No  vehicle  shall  be  operated  upon  the  highzvays  of 
this  state  zvhose  zvidth,  including  load,  is  greater  than  ninety-six  inches, 
except  traction  engines  zvhose  zvidth  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and 
eight  inches,  and  no  vehicle  sliall  be  operated  on  the  highways  of  a  greater 
height  than  fzvelzr  feet  six  inches,  or  of  a  greater  length  than  thirty  feet, 
and  no  combination  of  vehicles  coupled  together  shall  be  so  operated  * 
zvhose  total  length,  including  load,  shall  be  greater  than  eighty- jn*e  feet, 
proz/ided  that  in  special  cases  vehicles  zvhose  dimensions  exceed  the  fore- 
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going  may  operate  under  a  ivrittcn  permit  granted  as  provided  in  this 
chapter.  Prozided  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  fire  engines,  fire 
trucks,  or  other  vehicles  or  apparatus  belonging  to  any  municipal 
volunteer  fire  department  or  salvage  company  organized  under  the  laws 
of  Ohio  or  used  by  such  department  or  company  in  the  discharge  of  its 
functions, 

ScjC,  7^4p.  *  *  *  ^^  commercial  cars  of  the  kinds  and  weights 
enumerated  in  this  section  shall  be  operated  in  the  business  and  closely 
built  tip  portions  of  a  municipality  or  in  any  other  portions  thereof,  or 
outside  of  municipalities  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  here  described: 

I.  No  vehicle,  equipped  zvith  iron  or  steel  tires,  of  three  inches  or 
less  in  width  having  a  load  of  over  five  hundred  pounds  for  each  inch  of 
total  width  of  the  tires  on  all  zvheels  concentrated  upon  the  surface  of 
the  road,  shall  be  operaied  upon  the  highzvays  of  this  state.  When  the 
tires  on  such  vehicles  exceed  three  inches  in  zmdth  an  additional  load  of 
eight  hundred  pounds  shall  be  permitted  for  each  inch  by  which  the  total 
width  of  the  tires  on  all  wheels  exceeds  twelve  inches.  No  vehicle 
equipped  zvith  iron  or  steel  tires  carrying  a  gross  zveight  of  vehicle  and 
load  in  excess  of  twelve  thousand  pounds  shall  be  operated  upon  any 
street,  highway,  bridge  or  culvert  at  a  speed  greater  than  ten  miles  an 
hour. 

Sec.  7251.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  lazv  relating  to 
or  regulating  the  use  of  the  public  highways  sliall  be  liable  for  all  dam- 
ages resulting  to  any  street,  highzvay,  bridge  or  culvert  by  reason  of  such 
znolation.  In  case  of  any  injury  to  a  street,  highway,  bridge  or  culvert 
such  damages  shall  be  collected  by  cizil  action  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
state  on  the  relation  of  the  state  highway  commissioner  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  attorney  general  or  proseciiting  attorney  of  any  county  to  in- 
stitute such  action  when  so  requested  by  the  state  highzvay  commissioner 
and  to  prosecute  the  same  to  final  judgment.  In  case  of  any  injury  to  an 
improved  public  road,  bridge  or  culvert  of  a  county  such  damages  shall 
be  recovered  by  a  civil  action  prosecuted  by  the  coimty  commissioners, 
and  in  the  case  of  an  injury  to  an  improved  public  streei,  highzvay,  bridge 
or  culvert  of  a  municipal  corporation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper 
authorities  of  such  municipal  corporation  to  institute  an  action  for  the 
recovery  of  such  damages.  All  damages  collected  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  paid  info  the  treasury  of  the  state  or  proper  polit- 
ical sub-division  thereof,  ayid  credited  to  any  fund  for  the  repair  of 
streets,  highways,  bridges  or  culverts. 

Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  a  mis- 
demeanor and  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  court  in  the  state  of  Ohio 
authorized  to  prosecute  for  misdemeanors,  the  party  or  parties  so  con- 
victed shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  yiot  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  a  second  or  suJjsequent  of- 
fense. And  either  the  ozi'ner  or  the  operator  of  any  vehcile  or  vehicles 
enumerated  in  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  offender  and  may  be 
prosecuted  for  any  such  violation  at  the  discretion  of  the  proper  author- 
ities haznng  jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 

The  sheriff  of  any  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  detail  one  or  more 
deputies  for  the  special  zvork  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  act  for 
such  periods  of  time  and  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem  necessary;  and 
the  county  commissioners  of  any  county  are  hereby  authorized  to  appro- 
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priate  such  amount  of  money,  annually,  from  the  ROAD  FUND  of  such 
county  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  compensate  such  deputy  or  depu- 
ties for  services  rendered  hereunder,

Section  i.  That  sections  4728,  4728-1,  4729,  4739,  4740,  4743. 
4744-2,  4744-3»  7655-7,  7705»  77o6,  7706-1,  7706-2,  7706-3,  7706-4,  7747 
and  781 1  of  the  General  Code  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  4728.  Each  county  school  district  shall  be  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  a  county  board  of  education  composed  of  five 
members,  who  shall  be  electors  residing  in  the  territory  composing  the 
county  school  district  and  who  may  or  tnay  not  be  members  of  local 
boards  of  education.  *  ♦  *  The  members  of  such  county  board  in 
office  when  this  act  goes  into  effect  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4728-1.  *  *  *  Candidates  for  members  of  the  county  board 
of  education  shall  be  nominated  by  petition.

.  Section  i.  That  sections  5649-3^,  7575»  7582,  7595,  7596,  7597, 
7600  and  7603  of  the  General  Code  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  5649-3a.  On  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June,  each  year, 
the  county  commissioners  of  each  county,  the  council  of  each  munici- 
pal corporation,  the  trustees  of  each  township,  each  board  of  education 
and  all  other  boards  or  officers  authorized  by  the  law  to  levy  taxes, 
within  the  county,  except  taxes  levied  by  the  state  or  for  state  purposes, 
shall  submit  or  cause  to  be  submitted  to  the  county  auditor  an  annual 
budget,  setting  forth  in  itemized  form  an  estimate  stating  the  amount 
of  money  needed  for  their  wants  for  the  incoming  year,  and  for  each 
month  thereof.      Such  annual  budgets  shall  specifically  set  forth: 

(i)  The  amount  to  be  raised  for  each  and  every  purpose  allowed 
by  law  for  which  it  is  desired  to  raise  money  for  the  incoming  year. 

(2)  The  balance  standing  to  the  credit  or  debit  of  the  several 
funds  at  the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

(3)  The  monthly  expenditures  from  each  fund  in  the  twelve 
months  and  the'monthly  expenditures  from  all  funds  in  the  twelve  months 
of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

(4)  The  annual  expenditures  from  each  fund  for  each  year  of  the 
last  five  fiscal  years. 

(5)  The  monthly  average  of  such  expenditures  from  each  of  the 
several  funds  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  also  the  total  monthly  average 
of  all  of  them  for  the  last  fixe  fiscal  years. 

(6)  The  amount  of  money  received  from  any  other  source  and 
available  for  any  purpose  in  each  of  the  last  five  fiscal  years,  together  with 
an  estimate  of  the  probable  amount  that  may  be  received  during  the  in- 
coming year  from  suth  source  or  sources. 

(7)  The  amount  of  the  bonded  indebtedness,  setting  out  each  issue 
and  the  purpose  for  which  issued,  the  date  of  issue  and  the  date  of 
maturity,  the  original  amount  issued  and  the  amount  outstanding,  the 
rate  of  interest,  the  sum  necessary  for  interest  and  sinking  fund  pur- 
poses, and  the  amount  required  for  all  interest  and  sinking  fund  pur- 
poses for  the  incoming  year. 

(8)  The  amount  of  all  other  indebtedness  incurred,  ♦  *  * 
'ivith  a  state,ntent  of  the  sections  under  which  such  indebtedness  was  in- 
curred, and  the  amount  of  such  additional  taxes  as  may  have  been  au- 
thorized as  provided  in  section  5649-5  or  5649-4  or  any  other  section  of 
the  General  Code  under  zvhich  taxes  have  been  levied  outside  of  usual 
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tax  limitations  or  by  a  vote  of  the  people,  setting  out  *  *  *  in  detail 
each  item  of  indebtedness  as  provided  in  the  next  preceding  paragraph 
and  giving  the  details  as  to  dates  of  such  levies,  their  rates  and  the  periods 
for  which  they  run, 

(9)  Such  other  facts  and  information  as  the  tax  commission  of 
Ohio  or  the  budget  commissioners  may  require. 

The  aggregate  of  all  taxes  that  may  be  levied  by  a  county,  for 
county  purposes,  on  the  taxable  property  in  the  county  on  the  tax  list, 
shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  three  mills.  The  aggregate  of  all  ta^es 
that  may  be  levied  by  a  municipal  corporation  on  the  taxable  property 
in  the  corporation,  for  corporation  purposes,  on  the  tax  list,  shall  not 
exceed  in  any  one  year  five  mills.  The  aggregate  of  all  taxes  that  may 
be  levied  by  a  township,  for  township  purposes,  on  the  taxable  property 
in  the  township  on  the  tax  list,  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  one  and 
five-tenths  mills.  The  local  tax  le^y  for  *  *  *  school  purposes  shall 
not  exceed  in  any  one  year  three  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valuation  of 
taxable  property  in  any  school  district.  Such  limits  for  county,  town- 
ship, municipal  and  school  levies  shall  be  exclusive  of  any  special  levy 
provided  for  by  a  vote  of  the  electors,  any  levy  excepted  from  the  limita- 
tion provided  for  in  section  ^64^-2  of  the  General  Code  or  authorized 
by  said  section  or  by  any  other  provision  of  law  to  be  m<uie  in  addition 
to  the  limitation  provided  for  in  said  section;  nor  shall  such  limits  include 
special  assessments,  levies  for  road  taxes  that  may  be  worked  out  by 
the  taxpayers,  and  levies  and  assessments  in  special  districts  created  for 
road  or  ditch  improvements,  over  which  the  budget  commissioners  shall 
have  no  control. 

Such  budget  shall  be  made  up  annually- at  the  time  or  times  now 
fixed  by  law  when  such  boards  or  officers  are  required  to  determine 
the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  or  the  rate  of  taxes  to  be  levied  in 
their  respective  taxing  districts. 

The  county  auditor  shall  provide  and  furnish  such  boards  and 
officers  blank  forms  and  instructions  for  making  up  such  budgets. 

Sec.  7575.  For  the  purpose  of  affording  the  advantages  of  a  free 
education  to  all  the  youth  of  the  state,  there  shall  be  levied  annually  a 
tax  of  *  *  *  fifteen  hundredths  *  *  *  of  one  mill  on  the 
grand  list  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  state,  to  be  collected  as  are  other 
state  taxes  and  the  proceeds  of  which  shall  constitute  the  ^'educational 
equalisation  fund"  and  an  additional  tax  of  two  and  sixty-five  hundredths 
mills,  the  proceeds  of  which  shall  be  retained  in  the  several  counties  for 
the  support  of  the  schools  therein. 

Sec.  7582.  The  auditor  of  state  shall  apportion  the  state  common 
school  fund  to  the  several  counties  of  the  state  semi-annually,  upon 
the  basis  of  the  enumeration  of  youth  therein,  as  shown  by  the  latest 
abstract  of  enumeration  transmitted  to  him  by  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction.   *****" 

•  Sec.  7595.  The  *  *  *  superintendent  of  '  public  instruction 
^hall  administer  the  ♦  *  *  edtccational  equalisatian  fund  for  the 
equalization  of  educational  advantages  throughout  the  state.  The  board 
of  education  of  any  school  district  may  at  any  time  between  the  first 
Monday  in  September  and  the  first  day  of  October  of  any  year  apply 
to  the  *  *  *  superintendent  of  public  instruction  for  participation 
in  such  fund.  Such  application  shall  be  made  in  such  form  and  shall 
set  forth  such  information  as  the  *  *  *  said  superintendent  shall 
prescribe.    If  it  appears  from  such  application  that  the  revenue  resources 
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of  the  district  axe  insufficient  to  enable  the  applicant  board  to  conduct 
the  schools  thereof  without  participation  in  such  fund,  the  *  *  * 
said  superintendent  shall  cause  an  inspection  of  the  schools  of  the  district 
and  the  accounts  of  the  applicant  board  to  be  made.  Upon  such  exam- 
ination the  *  *  *  *  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall 
ascertain  whether  or  not  the  proportion  of  pupils  to  teachers  in  the 
district  is  reasonable  and  proper,  having  regard  to  the  topography  and 
population  of  the  district;  whether  the  schedule  of  salaries  paid  to 
teachers. is  reasonable,  whether  the  budget  of  contingent  expenses  and 
building  enterprises  is  commensurate  with  the  actual  needs  of  the  dis- 
trict; and  whether  the  revenue  resources  of  the  district  have  been 
exhausted. 

Sec.  7596.  If,  upon  such  examination,  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  is  satisfied  that  any  adjustments  or  changes  in  local  school 
policy  and  administration  should  be  made  as  a  condition  of  participation 
in  the  *  *  *  educational  equalization  fund,  he  may  order  such 
adjustments  and  changes  to  be  <nade.  For  this  purpose  he  shall  have 
power  to  order  any  local  board  of  education  or  any  county  board  of 
education  to  exercise  any  power  of  whatsoever  character  in  them  vested 
by  law,  and  such  order  shall  be  complied  wth  forthwith,  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  any  participation  in  such  fund.  If  the  additional  levy  oro-

of  the  district,  or  to  exhaust  its  revenue  resources ;  and  if  such  submission 
is  not  mad^  or  if  the  electors  of  the  district  do  not  approve  the  additional 
levy  so  submitted,  the  district  shall  not  participate  in  such  fund. 

Sec.  7597-  After  his  orders  have  been  compUed  with,  the  *  *  * 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  ascertain  the  probable  amount 
required  to  supplement  the  revenues  of  such  district  in  order  to  enable 
the  board  of  education  thereof  to  conduct  the  schools  of  the  district,  and 
he  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  auditor  of  state.

tricts, respectively,  bears  to  the  aggregate  days  of  attendance  of  pupils  in 
the  entire  county  outside  of  exempted  village  and  city  school  districts. 
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The  annual  distribution  attributable  to  teachers  and  employees  shall 
be  according  to  the  following  schedule:  thirty-seven  and  one-half  per 
centum  of  the  salary  of  each  teacher  or  educational  employee  receiving 
a  salary  of  not  less  than  eight  hundred  dollars  and  a  like  percentage  of 
the  compensation  paid  to  each  person  giving  instruction  in  trade  or 
technical  school,  extension  schools,  night  schools,  summer  schools  and 
other  special  school  activities,  but  not  to  exceed  nine  hundred  dollars 
for  any  *  *  *  teacher  or  educatiofial  employee  or  other  such  person. 
In  the  case  of  a  superintendent  under  the  provisions  of  section  4740 
distribution  shall  be  made  of  the  given  per  centum  multiplied  by  a 
fraction  which  represents  the  part  of  his  working  time  not  given  to  super- 
visory duties.     ♦     *     * 

The  annual  distribution  attributable  to  expense  of  transportation  of 
pupils  shall  be  fifty  per  centum  of  the  personal  service  expense  incurred 
in  such  transportation. 

No  school  district  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  portion  of  thp 
said  funds  in  any  year  until  the  reports  of  numbers,  salaries  and  quali- 
fications of  teachers  employed  and  aggregate  days  of  attendance  and 
expense  of  transportation  of  pupils  have  been  made  as  required  by  law. 
The  ♦  *  *  school  tax  levied  by  boards  of  education  and  collected 
from  the  several  districts  or  parts  of  districts  in  the  county  shall  be 
paid  to  the  districts  from  which  it  was  collected. 

Money  received  from  the  state  on  account  of  interest  on  the  common 
school  fund  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  school  districts  and  parts  of 
districts  within  the  territory  designated  by  the  auditor  of  state  as  entitled

Mr.  Reynolds  filed  the  following  protest,  and  requested  that  same 
be  read  by  the  clerk  and  recorded  in  the  journal: 

As  a  member  of  this  Senate  in  the  exercise  of  my  constitutional 
privilege,  I  protest  against  the  act  of  the  Senate  in  passing  Re-Am. 
H.  B.  Now  249 — Mr.  Dunn,  and  in  addition  against  its  enactment  as 
an  emergeticy  law  under  Article  II,  Section  id  of  the  Constitution  of 
Ohio. 

I  do  so  for  the  following  reasons: 

I.  No  emergency  exists  such  as  has  been  attempted  to  be  set  forth 
in  Section  5  of  this  bill.  In  support  of  this  I  cite  the  bill  itself  whereby 
it  is  provided  that  it  is  not  to  take  effect  until  after  an  interval  shall  have 
elapsed  almost  equal  in  length  to  the  emergency  period  of  ninety  days.  I 
cite  further  the  carefully  drawn  report  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
the  city  of  Cleveland,  one  of  the  most  judicious  and  conservative  bodies 
of  the  entire  nation  and  whose  declarations  are  worthy  of  consideration. 
Speaking  of  this  bill  that  report  as  drafted  by  the  legislative  committee 
of  the  Chamber  says: 

"That  it  may  become  politically  dangerous  is  shown  by  the  methods 
being  used  to  force  the  passage  of  the  bill  without  giving  the  interests 
affected  by  its  various  provisions  reasonable  opportunity  to  investigate 
its  effects  and  without  giving  these  interests  sufficient  opportunity  to  be 
heard.  The  emergency  clause  is  at  present  attached  to  the  bill  which 
means  it  will  take  effect  immediately,  if  passed,  and  no  opportunity  for 
a  referendum  will  be  given.  Your  committee  does  not  believe;  that  there 
is  any  necessity  for  the  emergency  clause  and  that  it  should  be  stricken 
from  the  bill.  The  committee  has  previously  objected  to  the  use  of  the 
emergency  clause  in  this  bill  because  no  emergency  was  apparent,  and 
again  desires  to  reiterate  its  stand." 

II.  The  public  have  some  rights.  The  passage  of  this  bill  as  an 
emergency  measure  has  only  one  object,  namely,  to  deprive  the  voters 
of  the  state  of  their  constitutional  privilege  to  have  the  ultimate  say  on 
the  most  radical  and  far-reaching  change  in  our  state  government  which 
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has  been  attempted  since  the  adoption  of  the  original  state  constitution 
in  1803.  This  right  should  not  be  denied  the  people  for  ulterior  motives 
or  to  gratify  political  appetites. 

III.  The  principle  back  of  the  bill  is  bad  in  that  it  subjects  the  en- 
tire state  government  in  the  most  minute  particulars  of  its  administrative 
features  to  the  absolute  and  unregulated  control  of  the  individual  who 
happens  at  the  time  to  occupy  the  gubernatorial  chair. 

IV.  I  do  not  think  that  this  measure  represents  the  views  of  even 
a  bare  majority  of  the  members  of  this  body.  Through  my  personal  as- 
sociation with  them  I  know  their  real  sentiments  with  regard  to  it,  but 
beneath  the  party  whip  they  have  been  compelled  here .  today  to  yield 
their  better  judgments.  The  manner  in  which  this  bill  has  been  jammed 
through  constitutes  as  big  a  travesty  of  representative  government  as  the 
emergency  section  is  a  mockery  of  tlfe  constitution. 

I  am  urged  to  make  this  protest  by  the  fact  that  as  a  senator  repre- 
senting the  largest  city  in  the  state  having  a  population  which  takes  more 
than  the  average  lively  interest  in  state,  county  and  city  affairs  I  have 
received  over  a  thousand  communications  regarding  this  bill.  The  writera 
were  not  limited  to  any  particular  political  party.  Out  of  all  of  these 
one  alone  asked  me  to  support  it.  The  rest  were  unanimous  in  con* 
demning  it.  Those  voices  cannot  be  heard  here  but  I  take  this  constitu- 
tional opportunity  to  give  them  utterance.

any  school  district,  or  any  other  body  or  board  by  law  authorized  to 
issue  bonds  for  a  public  purpose  may,  at  any  general  election,  submit 
to  the  electors  of  such  county,  township,  mtmicipal  corporation,  school, 
or  other  taxing  district  in  any  manner  provided  by  law  the  question  of  the 
authorization  of  rate  in  excess  of  the  limits  hereinbefore  set  forth,  but 
such  authorization  shall  be  only  for  a  specific  purpose,  specific  period 
of  time  and  specific  amount,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting 
thereon  shall  vote  in  favor  of  authorizing  the  levy  of  taxes  in  excess  of 
said  limits,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  levy  taxes  within  such  taxing  district 
irrespective  of  any  tax  limitation  as  to  the  maximiun  rate  of  taxation. 

All  bonds  outstanding  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1913,  of  the 
state  of  Ohio  or  of  any  city,  village,  county  or  township  in  this  state, 
or  wiiidi  have  been  issued  in  behalf  of  the  public  schools  in  Ohio  and  the 
means  of  instruction  in  connection  therewith  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion and  burying  grounds,  public  school  houses,  houses  used  exclusively 
for  public  worship,  institutions  used  exclusively  for  charitable  purposes, 
puhUc  property  used  exclusively  for  any  public  purpose,  and  personal 
property,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  value  five  hundred  dollars,  for 
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each  individual,  may,  by  general  laws,  be  exempted  from  taxation;  and 
laws  may  be  passed  to  provide  against  the  double  taxation  that  results 
from  the  taxation  of  both  the  real  estate  and  the  mortgage  or  the  debt 
secured  thereby  or  other  lien  upon  it,  but  all  such  laws  shall  be  subject 
to  alteration  or  repeal ;  and  the  value  of  all  property  so  exempted  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  be  ascertained  and  published  as  may  be  directed  by 
law. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  required  publication  of  the  said 
proposed  amendment  shall  be  made  and  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  said 
election  for  the  submission  thereof  shall  be  prepared  by  the  secretary  of 
state.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio: 

Section  i.  That  section  10636  of  the  General  Code  be  supple- 
mented by  the  enactment  of  sections  10636-1  to  10636-14  inclusive,  to  read 
as  follows: 

Sec.  10636-1.  Whenever,  hereafter,  any  person  shall  be  presumed 
to  be  dead,  on  account  of  absence  for  seven  or  more  years  from  the  place 
of  his  or  her  last  domicile,  whether  the  same  be  within  this  state,  or  in  any 
other  state,  territory,  or  possession  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  foreign 
country,  any  person  entitled,  under  the  last  will  and  testament  of  such 
presumed  decedent  or  under  the  intestate  laws  to  any  share  in  his  or  her 
estate  within  this  state,  or  the  attorney  general  for  the  state,  may  present 
a  petition  to  the  probate  court  of  the  county  of  such  person's  last  residence, 
or,  where  the  presumed  decedent  was  a  nonresident  of  this  state,  in  the 
probate  court  of  the  county  where  the  greater  part  of  his  property  within 
this  state  may  be  situated,  setting  forth  the  facts  which  raise  the  presump- 
tion of  death.  The  said  court,  iic  satisfied  as  to  the  person  who  would  be 
entitled  to  letters  testamentary  or  of  administration  were  the  presumed 
decedent  in  fact  dead,  shall  cause  to  be  advertised,  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  said  county,  once  a  week  for  four  successive  weeks,  together 
with  such  other  advertisement  as  the  court,  according  to  the  circumstances 
of  the  case,  shall  deem  expedient  or  advisable,  the  fact  of  such  applica- 
tion, together  with  notice  that  on  a  day  certain,  which  shall  be  at  least 
two  weeks  after  the  last  appearance  of  said  advertisement,  the  court,  or 
master  appointed  by  the  court  for  that  purpose,  will  hear  evidence  con- 
cerning the  alleged  absence  of  the  presumed  decedent  and  the  circum- 
stances and  duration  thereof. 

Sec.  10636-2.  Whenever,  hereafter,  letters  of  administration  or  let- 
ters testamentary  shall  have  been  granted  in  any  other  state,  territory, 
or  possession  of  the  United  vStates,  or  in  any  foreign  country,  on  the  estate 
of  a  resident  thereof,  presumed  to  be  dead,  on  account  of  absence  for 
seven  or  more  years  from  the  place  of  his  last  domicile,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  person  or  persons,  or  trust  company,  to  whom  such  letters  have 
.been  granted,  to  present  a  petition  to  the  probate  court  of  the  county 
within  this  state  in  which  all  or  the  greater  portion  of  the  estate  of  said 
presumed  decedent  may  be  found,  accompanied  by  a  complete  exemplifi- 
cation of  the  record  of  the  grant  of  such  letters,  praying  for  the  grant  of 
ancillary  letters  testamentary  or  of  administration  upon  the  estate  of 
such  presumed  decedent,  situate,  owing  or  belonging  to  him  within  this 
state.

ing  the  alleged  absence  of  the  presumed  decedent  and  the  circumstances 
and  duration  thereof. 

Sec.  10636-3.  At  the  hearing  in  either  of  the  cases  provided  for  in 
the  preceding  sections  of  this  act,  the  probate  court  shall  take  such 
legal  evidence  as  shall  be  offered,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
the  presumption  of  death  is  established ;  or  may  appoint  a  master  to 
take  such  testimony,  and  report  his  findings  thereon ;  and  no  person  shall 
be  disqualified  to  testify  by  reason  of  his  or  her  relationship  as  husband  I 
or  wife  to  the  presumed  decedent,  or  if  his  or  her  interest  in  the  estate 
of  the  presumed  decedent. 

Sec.  10636-4.  If  satisfied,  upon  such  hearing  or  upon  the  report 
of  such  master,  that  the  legal  presumption  of  death  is  made  out,  the 
court  shall  so  decree,  and  the  court  may  determine  in  such  decree  the 
date  when  such  presumption  arose ;  and  shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished for  three  successive  weeks,  in  the  manner  provided  in  section 
10636-1  of  this  act,  a  notice  requiring  the  presumed  decedent,  if  alive, 
to  produce  in  court  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  continuance  in  life; 
such  evidence  to  be  produced  within  twelve  weeks  from  the  date  of  the 
last  publication  of  the  notice  in  the  case  of  an  original  application  for 
the  grant  of  letters,  and  within  four  weeks  from  such  date  in  the  case  of 
an  application  for  ancillary  letters. 

Sec.  10636-5.  If,  within  said  period,  evidence  satisfactory  to  the 
probate  court  of  the  continuance  in  life  of  the  presumed  decedent  shall 
be  presented,  said  decree  shall  be  yacated;  but,  if  such  evidence  shall 
not  be  forthcoming,  such  decree  shall  be  confirmed  absolutely;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  order  the  probate  judge  to  issue  letters 
of  administration  to  the  person  thereto  entitled ;  or  to  receive  for  pro- 
bate the  last  will  and  testament  of  such  presumed  decedent,  and,  if  duly 
proved,  to  admit  the  same  to  probate  and  issue  letters  testamentary  there- 
under ;  and  the  said  letters,  until  revoked,  and  all  acts  done  in  pursuance 
thereof  and  in  reliance  thereupon,  shall  be  as  valid  as  if  the  presumed 
decedent  were  really  dead. 

Sec.  10636-6.  Whenever  the  said  court  shall  enter  a  decree  that 
the  presumption  of  death  of  any  person  has  been  established,  and  such 
decree  shall  be  confirmed  absolutely,  the  real  estate  of  the  presumed 
decedent  shall  pass  and  devolve  as  in  the  case  of  actual  death,  and  the 
persons  entitled  by  will  or  under  the  intestate  laws  may  enter  and  take 
possession.  In  case  the  presumption  of  death  is  thereafter  rebutted  by 
adequate  proof  that  the  presumed  decedent  is  in  fact  alive,  and  said 
decree  is  vacated,  said  real  estate  shall  revert  to  him  as  fully  as  though 
such  decree  had  never  been  entered,  subject,  however,  to  payment  of  the 
costs  and  expenses  of  the  proceedings  and  advertisement  aforesaid. 
Such  decree,  when  confirmed  absolutely,  may  be  recorded  in  the  office 
of  the  recorder  of  deeds  of  the  proper  county,  in  the  deed-book,  and  shall 
be  indexed  by  the  recorder  in  the  grantors'  index  under  the  name  of  the 
decedent,  and  in  the 'grantees*  index  under  the  names  of  the  persons 
taking  the  real  estate ;  and  if  so  recorded,  and  the  persons  taking  the 
real  estate  sell  or  mortgage  the  same,  the  purchaser  or  mortgagee  shall

take  a  good  title,  free  and  discharged  of  any  interest  or  claim  of  the 
presumed  decedent ;  but  the  persons  taking  such  real  estate  shall  not  sell, 
convey,  or  mortgage  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  without  first  giving 
bond  in  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  probate  court  and  with  sureties 
to  be  approved  by  said  court,  conditioned  to  account  for  and  pay  over 
to  the  presumed  decedent,  in  case  he  is  actually  alive,  the  value  of  the 
real  estate  sold  or  conveyed;  or,  in  case  of  the  making  of  a  mortgage, 
to  pay  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  and  interest  thereon ;  or,  in  case  of  a 
foreclosure  of  such  mortgage,  to  account  for  and  pay  over  the  value  of 
the  real  estate  mortgaged.  When  the  presumed  decedent  shall  have  been 
absent  and  unheard  of  for  twenty-one  years,  such  bond  shall  be  taken 
without  sureties. 

Sec  10636-7.  The  executor  or  administrator  to  whom  letters  have 
been  issued  upon  the  estate  of  a  presumed  decedent,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
administer  the  estate  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect,  as  the 
same  would  be  administered  under  existing  laws  of  this  state,  if  the 
presumed  decedent  were  in  fact  dead;  and  the  probate*  court,  at  the 
audit  of  the  account  of  an  ancillary  administrator  of  a  presumed  de- 
cedent, shall  decree  the  balance,  if  any,  shown  thereby,  to  the  expense 
of  administration;  and  the  debts  of  the  presumed  decedent  due  to  resi- 
dents of  this  state,  and  the  overplus,  if  any,  to  the  executor  or  admin- 
istrator of  said  presumed  decedent  in  the  foreign  jurisdiction,  for 
the  purpose  of  administration  and  distribution. 

Sec.  10636-8.  Before  any  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of  the  estate 
of  such  presumed  decedent,  the  persons,  other  than  creditors,  entitled 
to  receiv/2  the  same,  sha|l,  respectively,  give  sufficient  real  or  personal 
security,  to  be  approved  by  the  probate  court  having  jurisdiction,  in 
such  sum  and  form  as  the  court  shall  direct,  with  condition  that,  if  the 
said  presumed  decedent  shall  in  fact  be  at  the  time  alive,  they  will  re- 
spectively refund  the  amounts  received  by  each,  on  demand,  with  interest 
thereon.  If  any  person  or  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same  shall 
refuse  or  neglect,  or  be  unable,  to  enter  such  security,  the  probate  court 
may,  upon  petition  of  any  person  interested,  and  upon  due  notice  to  all 
persons  interested,  so  far  as  such  notice  can  reasonably  be  given,  ap- 
point a  suitable  person  or  corporation  as  trustee  to  receive  and  hold 
the  share  of  the  distributee  refusing  or  neglecting,  or  being  unable,  to 
enter  security  as  aforesaid,  until  the  further  order  of  the  court;  such 
trustee  not  to  be  an  insurer  of  the  trust  fund,  and  to  be  liable  to  the 
person  or  persons  interested  therein  only  for  such  care,  prudence,  and 
diligence  in  the  execution  of  the  trust  as  other  trustees  are  liable  for. 
If  the  said  court  shall  be  satisfied,  from  the  evidence  adduced  at  the 
hearing  to  ascertain  whether  the  presumption  of  death  is  established, 
or  from  the  report  of  the  master,  that  there  is  no  likelihood  of  the  pre- 
sumed decedent's  being  still  alive,  then  the  said  court  may,  at  its  dis- 
cretion, accept  refunding  bonds  from  the  distributees  of  the  presumed 
decedent's  estate  without  requiring  sureties  thereon. 

Sec.  10636-9.  The  probate  coutt  may  revoke  the  said  letters  and 
vacate  the  decree  that  the  presumption  of  death  has  been  established, 
at  any  time,  on  due  and  satisfactory  proof  that  the  presumed  decedent 
is  in  fact  alive.  After  such  revocation  all  the  powers  of  the  executor 
or  administrator  shall  cease,  but  all  receipts  or  disbursements  of  assets, 
and  other  acts  previously  done  by  him,  shall  remarin  as  valid  as  if  the 
said  letters  were  unrevoked.  The  executor  or  administrator  shall  settle 
an  account  of  his  administration  down  to  the  time  of   such  revoca- 
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tion,  and  shall  transfer  all  assets  remaining  in  his  hands  to  the  person 
as  whose  executor  or  administrator  he  has  acted,  or  to  his  duly  author- 
ized agent  or  attorney.  Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  validate 
the  title  of  any  person  to  any  money  or  property  received  as  surviving 
spouse,  next  of  kin,  heir,  legatee,  or  devisee  of  such  presumed  decedent, 
but  the  same  may  be  recovered  from  such  person  in  all  cases  in  which 
such  recovery  would  be  had  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

Sec.  10636-10.  After  revocation  of  the  letters,  and  vacation  of  the 
decree  that  the  presumption  of  death  has  been  established,  the  person  er- 
roneously presumed  to  be  dead  may,  on  suggestion  filed  of  record  of  the 
proper  facts,  be  substituted  as  plaintiff  or  petitioner  in  all  actions  or 
proceedings  at  law,  in  equity  or  in  any  probate  court,  brought  by  the 
executor  or  administrator,  whether  prosecuted  to  judgment  or  decree, 
'or  otherwise.  He  may,  in  all  actions  or  proceedings  previously  brought 
against  the  executor  or  administrator,  be  substituted  as  defendant  or 
respondent,  on  proper  suggestion  filed  by  himself,  or  by  proper  service  of 
writ  or  other  process,  but  shall  not  be  compelled  to  go  to  trial  in  less  than 
three  months  from  the  time  of  such  suggestio/i  filed  or  process  served. 
Judgments  or  decrees  recovered  against  the  executor  or  administrator,  be- 
fore revocation  and  vacation  as  aforesaid  of  the  letters  and  decree,  may 
be  opened  on  application  by  the  presumed  decedent,  made  within  three 
months  from  the  said  revocation,  and  supported  by  affidavit  denying 
specifically,  on  the  knowledge  of  the  affiant,  the  cause  of  action,  or  specifi- 
cally alleging  the  existence  of  facts  which  would  be  a  valid  defense;  but, 
if  within  the  said  three  months,  such  application  shall  not  be  made,  or 
being  made  the  facts  exhibited  shall  be  adjudged  an  insufficient  defense, 
the  judgment  or  decree  shall  be  conclusive  to  all  intents,  saving  the  de- 
fendant's right  to  have  it  reviewed  as  in  other  cases  on  appeal.  Notwith- 
standing the  substitution  of  the  presumed  decedent  as  defendant  in  any 
judgment  or  decree,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  continue  as  a  lien  upon  his  real 
estate  in  the  county  for  the  period  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  its  entry, 
as  other  judgments,  unless  and  until  it  shall  be  set  aside  by  the  court  be- 
low or  reversed  in  the  proper  appellate  court. 

Sec.  10636-11.  Whenever,  hereafter,  letters  testamentary  or  of  ad- 
ministration shall  be  issued  upon  the  estate  of  any  person  presumed  to 
be  dead,  on  account  of  absence  of  seven  years  or  more  from  the  place  of 
his  last  domicile,  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  person  having  custody  of  any  will  which  may  have  been  left  by 
such  presumed  decedent,  in  case  letters  of  administration  have  been 
issued,  or  of  any  later  will,  in  case  letters  testamentary  have  been  issued, 
or  any  creditor  or  any  person  interested  in  the  estate,  may  file  a  petition 
in  the  probate  court  in  which  the  proceedings  to  establish  the  death  by 
presumption  have  been  held,  as  aforesaid,  setting  forth  the  facts  of  the 
case,  a  copy  of  said  will  or  later  will,  or  an  averment  that  such  will  exists, 
and  the  names  of  all  persons  interested  in  the  estate  of  the  presumed  de- 
cedent. Upon  the  filing  of  such  petition,  said  court,  after  due  notice  to 
all  parties  in  interest,  may  enter  an  order  directing  the  probate  judge  to 
receive  proof  in  support  of  the  averments  of  said  petition,  and,  if  estab- 
lished, to  admit  said  will  or  later  will  to  probate;  and,  if  an  executor  be 
named  in  said  will,  to  revoke  said  letters  of  administration,  or,  in  case  an 
earlier  will  shall  have  been  admitted  to  probate,  to  set  aside  such  probate 
and  revoke  the  letters  testamentary  issued  thereunder. 

Sec.  10636-12.  Thereupon  the  probate  judge  shall  issue  a  citatiori 
to  the  person  to  whom  letters  of  administration  or  letters  testamentary 
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have  been  issued,  as  aforesaid,  and  to  all  persons  interestetd  in  the 
estate  of  the  presumed  decedent,  to  appear  upon  a  day  fixed,  and  to  show 
cause  why  the  said  elleged  will  or  later  will  should  not  be  admitted  to 
probate. 

Sec.  10636-13.  Upon  the  return  of  the  citation,  if  the  probate  judge 
shall  be  satisfied  from  all  the  evidence  that  may  be  adduced  that  the  pro- 
posed will  was,  in  fact,  the  last  will  and  testament  made  by  the  pre- 
sumed decedent  before  his  departure  or  disappearance  from  his  resi- 
dence, the  said  will  shall  be  admitted  to  probate  as  if  the  testator  were 
in  fact  dead.  If,  upon  such  probate,  it  appears  that  an  executor  is 
named  in  the  will,  the  letters  of  administration  previously  granted  shall 
be  revoked,  and  letters  testamentary  shall  be  issued  to  said  executor,  in 
the  same  manner  and  form  as  if  the  testator  were  in  fact  dead;  but,  if 
no  executor  shall  be  named  in  such  will,  then  a  certified  copy  of  said 
will  shall  be  attached  to  the  letters  of  administration  theretofore  issued, 
or  to  a  certified  copy  of  such  letters.  Thereafter  the  executor  or  admin- 
istrator shall  execute  the  said  will  according  to  its  terms,  and  all  prop- 
erty of  the  decedent  shall  be  distributed  and  pass  as  provided  by  said 
will  to  the  several  legatees  and  devisees  named  therein.  In  case  an 
earlier  will  shall  have  been  admitted  to  probate,  the  letters  testamentary 
issued  thereunder  shall  be  revoked,  and  letters  shall  be  issud  under  the 
said  last  will,  or,  if  no  executor  shall  be  named  in  said  last  will,  then 
letters  of  administration  with  the  will  annexed  shall  be  issued  to  the 
person  or  persons  entitled  thereto. 

Sec.  10636-14.  The  costs  attending  the  issuance  or  revocation  of 
letters  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  estate  of  the  presumed  decedent,  and 
costs  arising  upon  an  application  for  letters  which  shall  not  be  granted 
shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant.

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Monday  in  November,  1921,  a  proposal  to  amend  article  III,  section  10, 
of  the  constitution  of  Ohio,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  ID.  The  governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  military 
and  naval  forces  of  the  state,  except  when  they  shall  be  called  to  the 
service  of  the  United  States;  and  shall  have  the  power,  when  in  his 
opinion  greater  efficiency  in  the  organization  and  training  of  the  state 
military  and  naval  forces  in  the  maintenance  and  development  thereof 
for  national  defense  will  be  served,  to  commission  as  an  officer,  or  to 
permit  the  enlistment  theron,  of  any  official  or  employe  of  any  branch 
of  the  state  government,  other  provisions  and  limitations  of  the  constitu- 
tion to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Be  it  further  resolved.  That  at  such  election  herein  provided  for  the 
submission  of  this  amendment  to  the  electors  of ^the  state,  the  secretary 
of  state  shall  prepare  the  form  of  ballot  to  be  used,  and  require  publica- 
tion of  the  said  proposed  amendment  to  be* made  according  to  law.  If  a 
majority  0/  the  electors  voting  on  said  amendment  shall  be  ascertained, 
according  to  law,  to  have  voted  in  favor  thereof,  the  governor  shall 
make  proclamation  thereof,  and  this  amendment  shall  take  effect  at  the 
date  of  said  proclamation.

To  provide  for  the  preparation  and  submission  to  the  General  As- 
embly  of  a  code  of  laws  regulating  insurance. 

e  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio: 

Section  i.  That  the  superintendent  of  insurance  be  and  he  is  hereby 
empowered  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  General  Assembly  a  code  of  laws 
regulating  insurance  companies  and  their  business. 

Section  2.  That  in  performing  said  work  the  superintendent  of  in- 
surance shall  bring  together  all  statutes  and  parts  of  statutes  relating  to 
nsurance,  omitting  redundant  and  obsolete  enactments,  making  altera- 
.ions  to  harmonize  the  statutes  with  the  constitution  as  construed  by  the 
:ourts,  reconcile  contradictions,  supply  omissions  and  amend  imperfec- 
tions in  the  statutes,  rejecting  all  equivocal  and  ambiguous  words  and 
:ircuitous  and  tautological  phraseology.  He  shall  arrange  the  said  code 
under  suitable  titles,  when  prepared  by  him,  and  divide  and  subdivide  the 
same  under  suitable  heads,  reducing  the  same  to  a  concise  and  systematic 
:ode  of  laws. 

Section  3.  When  the  superintendent  has  completed  his  work  here- 
under, he  shall  submit  his  report  and  code  of  laws  to  the  General  As- 
sembly. 

Section  4.  Said  superintendent  shall  have  power  to  employ  such 
assistants  and  clerks  as  he  may  deem  proper,  and  to  have  printed  by  the 
state  printing  commission  copies  thereof  for  distribution  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly.

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conditions  upon  which  payment  shall  be  made  therefrom,  and  taking  away 
any  or  all  rights  of  action  or  defenses  from  emplolyes  and  employers 
*  *  *.  Laws  may  be  passed  establishing  a  board  which  may  be  em- 
powered to  classify  all  occupations  according  to  their  degree  of  hazard, 
to  fix  rates  of  contribution  to  such  funds  according  to  such  classification, 
and  to  collect,  administer  and  distribute  such  fund,  and  to  determine  all 
rights  of  claimants  thereto." 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  at  such  election  herein  provided  for 
the  submission  of  this  amendment  to  the  electors  of  the  state,  this  propo- 
sition shall  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law,  and  shall  be  designated  as  follows:

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  three- 
fifths  of  the  members  of  each  house  concurring  therein: 

That  there  shall  be  submitted  to  electors  of  the  state  for  their  ap- 
proval or  rejection,  at  the  regular  election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tues- 
day after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  1921,  a  proposal  to  amend 
article  XII,  section  2  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  to  read 
as  follows: 

All  property  shall  be  taxed  by  such  rules  and  methods  as  may  be 
provided  by  law.  The  maximum  rate  for  all  taxes  hereafter  levied,  in 
any  year  exclusive  of  interest  and  sinking  fund  levies  on  bonds  heretofore 
issued,  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  mills  on  each  dollar  of  assessed  valua- 
tion in  any  taxing  district  outside  of  municipal  corporations  nor  eighteen 
mills  within  any  municipal  corporation  and  the  maximum  rates  herein 
fixed  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  maximum  rates  provided  by  law.  The  com- 
missioners of  any  county,  the  trustees  of  any  township,  the  council  or 
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Other  legislative  body  of  any  municipal  corporation,  or  the  board  of 
education  of  any  school  district,  or  any  other  body  or  board  by  law 
authorized  to  issue  bonds  for  a  public  purpose  may,  at  any  general  elec- 
tion, submit  to  the  electors  of  such  county,  township,  municipal  corpora- 
tion, school,  or  other  taxing  district  in  any  manner  provided  by  law  the 
question  of  the  authorization  of  rates  in  excess  of  the  limits  hereinbefore 
set  forth,  but  such  authorization  shall  be  only  for  a  .specific  purpose, 
specified  period  of  time  and  specific  amount,  and  if  a  majority  of  the 
electors  voting  thereon  shall  vote  in  favor  of  authorizing  the  levy  of 
taxes  in  excess  of  said  limits,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  levy  taxes  in  excess 
of  said  limits  within  such  taxing  district  to  the  extent  provided  for  in 
said  proposal  so  authorized. 

All  bonds  outstanding  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1913,  of  the 
state  of  Ohio  or  of  any  city,  village,  county  or  township  in  this  state, 
or  which  have  been  issued  in  behalf  of  the  public  schools  in  Ohio  and 
the  means  of  instruction  in  connection  therewith,  shall  be  exempt  from 
taxation  and  burying  grounds,  public  school  houses,  houses  used  ex- 
clusively for  public  worship,  institutions  used  exclusively  for  charitable 
purposes,  public  property  used  exclusively  for  any  public  purpose,  and 
household  property,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  value  five  hundred 
dollars,  for  each  individual,  may,  by  general  laws,  be  exempted  from 
taxation ;  and  laws  may  be  passed  to  provide  against  the  double  taxation 
that  results  from  the  taxation  of  both  the  real  estate  and  the  mortgage 
or  the  dpbt  secured  thereby  or  other  lien  up  on  it,  but  all  such  laws  shall 
be  subject  to  alteration  or  repeal;  and  the  value  of  all  property  so  ex- 
empted shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  ascertained  and  published  as  may 
be  directed  by  law. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  required  publication  of  the  said 
proposed  amendment  shall  be  made  and  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  said 
election  for  the  submission  thereof  shall  be  prepared  by  the  secretary 
of  state.  Returns  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  shall  be  made  by  the 
proper  officials  to  the  secretary  of  state,  who,  with  the  governor  and  the 
attorney  general,  shall  open  and  canvass  the  same.  If  a  majority  of  the 
electors  voting  on  said  amendment  shall  be  ascertained  to  have  voted 
in  favor  thereof,  the  governor  shall  make  proclamation  thereof  without 
delay.  All  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state, 
applicable  to  such  publications,  submission,  and  election,  and  the  re- 
turns, canvass  and  proclamation  of  ■  the  result  thereof,  in  force  when 
such  matters  and  things  are  required  to  be  done,  shall  govern  the  above 
named  officers  and  election  officials  of  the  state  in  the  execution  thereof. 

SCHEDULE. 

If  approved  by  the  electors,  the  foregoing  amendment  shall  take 
effect  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1923 ;  but  the  limitation  on  tax  rates 
therein  provided  shall  not  apply  to  any  levies  authorized  by  the  electors 
of  a  taxing  district  taken  prior  to  January  first,  1923,  to  be  made  out- 
side of  ftich  limitations ;  nor  to  any  levies  authorized  by  any  amendment 
of  the  constitution  adopted  prior  to  said  date,  to  be  made  outside  of 
such  limitation.

^ttach^d  typewritten  copy: 
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Section  i.  The  lieutenant  governor,  the  secretary  of  state,  the 
treasurer  of  state,  the  auditor  of  state  and  the  attorney  general  shall 
constitute,  and,  in  performing  the  duties  hereinafter  required  of  them, 
shall  be  known  as  the  minimum  wage  commission,  hereinafter  called  the 
commission.  It  shall  investigate  the  wages  paid  to  women  and  minors 
in  any  occupation,  if  it  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  wages  paid  to  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  such  employees  are  inadequate  to  cover  the  necessary 
cost  of  living  so  as  to  maintain  them  in  good  health.  A  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  commission  shall  constitute  a  qubrum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

Section  2.  Any  investigation,  inquiry  or  hearing  which  the  com- 
mission is  authorized  to  hold  or  undertake,  may  be  held  or  taken  by  or 
before  any  commisioner,.  but  the  decision,  or  determination,  or  order  of  a 
commissioner,  shall  not  be  the  decision,  determination  or  order  of  the 
commission  until  approved  and  confirmed  by  a  majority  of  the  com- 
mission and  ordered  filed  in  its  office.  Elach  commissioner  shall,  for  the 
purpose  of  this  act,  have  power  to  administer  oaths,  certify  to  official 
acts,  take  affidavits  and  depositions,  issue  subpoenas,  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  accounts,  papers,  records 
and  documents  before  the  commission  or  before  any  wage  board. 

Section  3.  The  commission  shall  adopt  reasonable  rules  for  its 
proceedings,  and  for  the  establishment,  organization  and  procedure  of 
wage  boards,  shall  exercise  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all  questions 
arising  with  reference  to  the  validity  of  the  procedure  and  the  deter- 
minations of  wage  boards,  and  otherwise  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  act 

Section  4.  If  after  such  investigation  the  commission  is  of  the 
opinion  that  in  the  occupation  in  question  the  wages  paid  to  a  substantial 
number  of  female  employees  are  inadequate  to  supply  the  necessary 
cost  of  living  and  to  maintain  the  worker  in  health,  it  shall  establish  a 
wage  board  consisting  of  an  equal  number  of  representatives  of  em- 
ployers in  the  occupation  in  question,  and  of  persons  to  represent  the 
female  employees  in  said  occupation,  and  of  persons  appointed  by  it 
to  represent  the  public.  The  commission  shall  g:ive  notice  to  employers 
and  employees  in  said  occupation  by  publication  or  otherwise  of  its 
determination  to  establish  a  wage  board  and  of  the  number  of  represen- 
tatives of  employers  and  of  employees  to  be  chosen  therefor,  and  shall 
request  that  said  employers  and  employees  respectively,  nominate  such 
representatives  by  furnishing  names  to  it.  The  commission  shall  make 
such  regulations  for  the  nomination  of  representatives  by  such  employers 
and  employees  as  will  insure  a  fair  selection  of  persons  representing  the 
interests  of  all  employers  and  employees. 

The  representatives  of  employers  and  employees  shall  be  selected 
by  the  commission  from  names  furnished  by  the  employers  and  employees 
respectively,  provided  that  the  same  are  furnished  according  to  the 
regulations  made  by  the  commission  governing  the  time,  place  and  man- 
ner of  selection  of  such  nominees,  and  providing  that  at  least  twice 
as  many  names  respectively  are  furnished  as  are  required.  If  less  than 
this  number  of  names  are  furnished  for  representatives,  either  of  em- 
ployers or  of  employees,  at  least  one-half  the  names  so  furnished  shall 
be  selected,  and  the  remaining  places  necessary  may  be  filled  by  the 
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commission  by  appointment  made  directly  from  employers,  including 
officers  of  corporations,  associations,  partnerships,  or  from  employees 
in  the  occupation,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  commission  shall  designate 
as  chairman  one  of  the  representatives  of  the  public.  The  members  of 
wage  boards  shall  be  compensated  at  the  same  rate  as  jurors,  and  they 
shall  be  allowed  the  necessary  traveling  and  clerical  expenses  incurred 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  these  payments  to  be  made  from  the 
appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  the  commission.  The  commission  may 
fiU  vacancies  arising  in  a  duly  constituted  wage  board  by  appointing  a 
sufficient  number  of  suitable  persons  to  complete  the  representation  of 
the  employers,  employees  or  public,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  5.  The  commission  may  transmit  to  each  wage  board  all 
pertinent  information  in  its  possession  relative  to  the  wages  paid  in  the 
occupation  in  question.  Each  wage  board  shall  take  into  consideration 
the  needs  of  the  employees,  the  financial  condition  of  the  occupation  and 
of  the  employer  maintaining  such  occupation,  the  economic  relation  of 
such  occupation  to  other  occupations,  and  the  probable  effect  on  such 
occupation  of  any  increase  in  the  minimum  wages  paid,  and  shall  en- 
deavor to  determine  the  minimum  wage  based  upon  continuous  employ- 
ment for  the  maximum  number  of  hours  in  each  week  permitted  by  law, 
whether  by  time  rate  or  piece  rate,  suitable  for  a  female  employe  of 
ordinary  ability  in  the  occupation  in  question,  or  for  any  or  all  of  the 
branches  thereof,  and  also  suitable  minimum  wages  for  learners  and 
apprentices  and  for  minors  under  eighteen.  When  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  a  waLge  board  shall  agree  upon  minimum  wage  determination, 
they  shall  report  such  determination  to  the  commission,  together  with 
the  reasons  therefor  and  the  facts  relating  thereto. 

Section  6.  Upon  receipt  of  a  report  from  a  wage  board,  the  com- 
mission shall  review  the  same,  and  may  approve  or  disapprove  any  or 
all  of  the  determinations  recommended,  or  may  recommit  the  subject 
to  the  same  wage  board  or  to  a  new  one.  If  the  commission  approves 
any  or  all  of  the  determinations  of  the  Wclge  board  it  shall,  after  not 
less  than  fourteen  days'  notice  to  employers  paying  a  wage  less  than 
the  minimum  wage  approved,  give  a  public  hearing  to  such  employers, 
and  if,  after  such  public  hearing,  the  commission  finally  approves  the 
determination,  it  shall  enter  a  decree  of  its  findings  and  note  thereon  the 
names  of  employers,  so  far  as  they  may  be  known  to  it,  who  fail  or 
refuse  to  accept  such  minimum  wage  and  agree  to  abide  by  it.  The 
commission  shall  thereafter  publish  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner 
as  it  may  deem  advisable  a  summary  of  its  findings  and  of  its  recom- 
mendations. It  shall  also  at  such  times  and  in  such  n^anner  as  it  shall 
deem  advisable  publish  the  facts,  as  it  may  find  them  to  be,  as  to  the 
acceptance  of  its  recommendations  by  the  employers  engaged  in  the  in- 
dustry to  which  any  'of  its  recommendations  relate,  and  may  publish 
the  names  of  empployers  whom  it  finds  to  be  following  or  refusing  to 
follow  such  recommendations.  An  employer  who  files  a  declaration 
under  oath  in  the  common  pleas  court  to  the  eflPect  that  compHance  with 
the  recommendation  of  the  commission  would  render  it  impossible  for 
him  to  conduct  his  business  at  a  reasonable  profit  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
review  of  said  recommendation  by  the  court  under  the  rules  of  equity 
procedure.  If,  after  such  review,  the  court  finds  the  averments  of  the 
declaration  to  be  sustained,  it  may  issue  an  order  restraining  the  com- 
mission from  publishing  the  name  of  the  complainant  as  one  who  refuses 
to  comply  with  its  recommendations.     But  such  reviewfi  or  any  order 
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issued  by  the  court  thereupon,  shall  not  be  an  adjudication  affecting  the 
commissoin  as  to  any  employer  other  than  the  complainant,  and  shall  in 
no  way  affect  its  right  to  publish  the  names  of  those  employers  who 
comply  with  tis  recommendations.  The  type  in  which  the  employers' 
names  shall  be  printed  shall  not  be  smaller  than  that  in  which  the  news 
matter  of  the  newspaper  is  printed.  The  publication  shall  be  attested  by 
the  signature  of  at  least  a  majority  of  the  commission. 

Section  7.  Whenever  a  minimum  wage  rate  has  been  established 
in  any  occupation,  the  commission  may  at  any  time  after  the  expiration 
of  six  months  after  the  establishment  of  such  minimum  wage  and 
upon  petition  of  either  employers  or  employees,  or  if  in  its  opinion  such 
action  is  necessary  to  meet  changes  in  the  cost  of  living,  may  without 
such  petition,  reconvene  the  wage  board  or  establish  a  new  one,  and  any 
recommendation  made  by  such  wage  board  shall  be  dealt  with  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  original  recommendation  of  a  wage  board. 

Section  8.  The  commission  may  at  any  time  inquire  into  the  wages 
paid  to  minors  in  any  occupation  in  which  the  majority  of  employees 
are  minors,  and  may,  after  giving  public  hearings,  determine  minimum 
wages  suitable  therefor.  When  the  commission  has  made  such  a  determi- 
nation, it  may  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  determination  had 
been  recommended  to  it  by  a  wage  board. 

Section  9.  For  any  occupation  in  which  a  minimum  time  rate  only 
has  been  established  the  commission  may  issue  a  license  to  any  woman,  or 
minor,  who  is  not  capable  of  earning  the  wage  of  a  worker  of  ordinary 
ability  in  such  occupation  because  of  age  or  because  such  person  is  men- 
tally or  physically  defective,  which  license  shall  authorize  the  employment 
of  the  licensee  for  a  wage  not  less  than  the  legal  minimum  wage;  provided, 
that  the  wage  paid  to  such  licensee  shall  not  be  less  than  the  minimum 
wage  fixed  by  the  commission  for  such  person  and  noted  on  such  license. 

Section  10.  Ever}''  employer  of  women  and  minors  shall  keep  a 
register  of  the  names,  addresses  and  occupations  of  all  women  and 
minors  employed  by  him,  together  with  a  record  of  the  amount  paid  each 
week  to  each  woman  and  minor,  and  if  the  commission  shall  so  require, 
shall  also  keep  for  a  specified  period,  not  exceeding  six  months,  a  record 
of  the  hours  worked  by  such  employees,  and  shall  on  request  of  the  com- 
mission or  of  the  department  of  labor  and  industries,  permit  the  com- 
mission or  any  of  its  members  or  agents,  or  the  department  or  any  duly 
accredited  agent  thereof,  to  inspect  the  said  register  and  to  examine  such 
parts  of  the  books  and  records  of  employers  as  relate  to  the  wages  paid 
to  women  and  minors,  and  the  hours  worked  by  such  employees.  Any 
employer  failing  to  keep  a  register  or  records  as  herein  provided,  or 
refusing  to  permit  their  inspection  or  examination  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Section  ii.  Upon  request  of  the  commission,  the  industrial  com- 
mission of  Ohio  shall  furnish  to  the  minimum  wage  commission  such 
statistics  and  information  relating  to  the  work  of  the  minimum  wage 
commission  as  may  be  available  and  shall  compile  in  a  form  suitable  for 
the  purpose  of  the  minimum  wage  commission  any  statistical  or  other 
information  relating  to  the  wages  of  females  or  minors  employed  in  any 
'  trade  or  occupation  which  the  minimum  wage  commission  is  investigat- 
ing or  planning  to  investigate  in  pursuance  of  its  duties  under  the  pro- 
vision of  this  act  which  the  industrial  commission  of  Ohio  may  have  in 
its  possession,  but  which  has  not  yet  been  compiled  in  a  form  suitable  to 
the  purpose  of  the  minimum  wage  commission. 

36    s.  J. 
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Section  12.  No  employer  shall  discharge  or  in  any  other  manner 
discriminate  against  any  employee  because  such  employee  has  testified, 
or  is  about  to  testify,  or  has  served  or  is  about  to  serve  upon  a  wage 
board,  or  is  or  has  been  active  in  the  formation  thereof,  or  has  given 
or  is  about  to  give  information  concerning  the  conditions  of  such  em- 
ployee's employment,  or  because  the  employer  believes  that  the  employee 
may  testify,  or  may  serve  upon  a  wage  board,  or  may  g^ve  information 
concerning  the  conditions  of  the  employee's  employment,  in  any  investi- 
gation or  proceeding  relative  to  the  enforcement  of  its  chapter.  Who- 
ever violates  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  and  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  13.  The  commission  shall  from  time  to  time  determine 
whether  employers  in  each  occupation  investigated  are  obeying  its  decrees, 
and  shall  publish  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  four  the  name  of  any 
employer  whom  it  finds  to  be  violating  any  such  decree. 

Section  14.  Any  newspaper  refusing  or  neglecting^  to  publish  the 
findings,  decrees  or  notices  of  the  commission  at  its  reriilar  rates  for  the 
space  taken  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Section  15.  No  n^ember  of  the  commission  and  no  newspaper  pub- 
lished, proprietor,  editor  or  employee  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  an  action 
for  damages  for  publishing  the  name  of  any  employer  as  provided  for 
in  this  chapter,  unless  such  publication  contains  some  wilful  misrepresen- 
tation. 

Section  16.  The  commission  may  require  employers  in  any  occu- 
pation to  post  notices  of  its  hearings  or  of  nominations  for  wage  boards, 
or  of  decrees  that  apply  to  their  employees,  in  such  reasonable  way  and 
for  such  length  of  time  as  it  may  direct.  Whoever  refuses  or  fails  to  post 
such  notices  or  decrees,  when  so  renuired,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  les  sthan  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Section  17.  The  commission  may  appoint  such  permanent  employees 
and  may  hire  such  temporary  employees  as  may  be  needed  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  The  commission  and  their  subordinates  shall  be 
entitled  to  their  actual  and  necessary  expenses  while  traveling  on  the 
business  of  the  commission. 

Witnesses  who  appear  before  the  commission  by  its  order  shall  receive 
for  attendance  the  fees  and  mileage  now  provided  for  witnesses  in  civil 
cases  in  the  courts  of  common  pleas  but  no  witness  subpoenaed  at  the 
instance  of  parties  other  than  the  commission  shall  be  entitled  to  com- 
pensation from  the  state  for  attendance  or  travel,  unless  the  corhmission 
shall  certify  that  such  person's  testimony  was  material  to  the  matter 
investigated.  All  salaries  and  compensations  of  the  employees  of  the 
commission,  and  all  other  expenditures  and  allowances  herein  authorized, 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury  upon  vouchers  signed  by  two  of  the 
members  of  the  commission  and  presented  to  the  auditor  of  state,  who  shall 
issue  his  warrant  therefor,  as  in  other  cases.

STATEMENT  OF  MR.   CHARLES  BRAND. 

Governor  Davis  called  me  to  his  office  yesterday  morning  and  asked 
me  to  support  the  Schrimper  bill,  relative  to  minimum  wage  for  women, 
and  threatened  an  attack  upon  me  in  forty-five  newspapers  in  the  state, 
if  I  refused.  He  suggested  I  take  two  hours  to  think  it  over,  but  I  did 
not  go  back  to  his  office. 

Last  night  the  attack  came  in  the  Columbus  Citizen,  and  I  suppose, 
other  papers.  As  my  honor  and  integrity  are  involved  in  this  attack, 
I  must  answer. 

Last  week  I  stated  that  I  did  not  consider  it  right  to  smother  the 
minimiun  wage  question  in  the  committee  to  which  it  was  referred,  but 
added  **that  does  not  mean  I  am  for  the  Schrimper  bill." 

My  conviction  was  that  the  question  was  of  sufficient  interest  and 
of  sufficient  merit  to  have  consideration  by  the  entire  Senate.  The  same 
day,  Governor  Davis  came  out  forcibly  and  publicly  for  a  minimum 
wage  for  women  and  an  hour  after  his  declaration  was  printed  he  told 
me  he  wanted  the  Schrimper  measure  changed  —  taking  the  teeth  out  of 

it.  He  asked  me  to  have  Mr.  Laylin  at  his  office  Monday  morning  to 
formulate  amendments  for  that  pur|x)se.  Mr.  Laylin  brought  me  the 
amendments  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  I  have  them  in  my  possession. 

The  committee  met  Tuesday  evening  to  consider  the  bill,  and  a  sub- 
stitute bill  was  offered  which  I  considered  better  than  the  Schrimper 
bill  with  the  governor's  amendments.  It  followed  materially  the  Massa- 
chusetts law,  which  has  been  heralded  a  success. 

I  voted  to  put  the  substitute  before  the  Senate,  and  the  friends  of 
the  Schrimper  bill  can  now  put  it  before  the  Senate  by  amending  the 
substitute. 

I  made  it  possible  for  the  Senate  to  consider  this  question  because 
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I  held  the  balance  of  power  in  the  committee,  and  I  have  done  all  I  said 
I  would  do. 

I  have  always  questioned  the  wisdom  of  trying  to  fix  wages  by  law, 
and  I  feel  that  the  attempt  may  damage  women,  and  leave  many  with-' 
out  a  legal  right  to  work. 

I  make  this  statement  because  my  reputation  for  integrity  is  dearer 
to  me  than  political  preferment.  I  have  not  changed  my  position  with 
respect  to  the  measure.  I  have  been  consistent  throughout.  I  do  not 
know  when  the  governor  changed  his  views  as  expressed  to  me  when 
he  requested  me  to  have  amendments  prepared  pulling  the  teeth  out  of 
the  Sdirimper  bill.

day  of  January,  19 13,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  but  burying  grounds, 
public  school  houses,  houses  used  exclusively  for  public  worship;  insti- 
tutions used  exclusively  for  charitable  purposes,  public  property  used 
exclusively  for  any  public  purpose,  and  personal  property,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  in  value  five  hundred  dollars,  for  each  andividual,  may,

IWe  must  guard  against  the  developing  tendency  to  cast  upon  the 
state,  burdens  which  properly  belong  elsewhere.  It  has  been  too  much  of 
a  practice  to  relieve  local  complications  by  an  enactment  of  the  state 
law,  transferring  partial  responsibility  from  the  local  to  the  larger  unit 
of  government.  It  is  not  only  wrong  in  principle  but  this  will  bring  about 
a  heavy  drain  on  the  funds  of  the  state. 

Every  municipality  is  returned  by  the  state,  50%  of  the  amount  of 
money  paid  in  by  residents  of  that  municipality,  for  auto  licenses,  for 
the  construction,  maintenance  and  repair  of  roads  within  the, municipality. 
The  state  highway  department  receives  the  remaining  56%  after  the 
deduction  for  operating  expenses,  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
repair  of  roads  outside  the  municipality.  It  is  not  the  evident  purpose 
of  tfie  highway  department  to  repair  bridges,  culverts,  roads  within  the 
municipality  but  to  establish  good  roads  between  the  municipalities  and 
this  bill  would  prevent,  to  a  large  extent,  this  purpose  if  carried  out,  for 
the  reason  that  many  applications  and  much  influence  to  aid  in  the  con- 
struction, maintenance  and  repair  of  bridges,  culverts,  roads  in  munici- 
palities, which  would  be  very  embarassing  to  the  department  and  would 
cause  considerable  dissatisfaction  among  the  applicants  for  such  fund.

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Section  3.  The  sums  set  forth  in  section  i  of  this  act,  opposite  the  several 
classifications  of  detailed  purposes,  shall  not  be  expended  for  any  other  pur- 
poses except  as- herein  provided. 

Authority  to  expend  the  monies  appropriated  for  "Total  Personal  Service" 
and  "Total  Maintenance"  in  section  i  of  this  act  otherwise  than  in  accordance 
with  such  classifications  of  detailed  purposes,  but  within  the  purpose  for  which 
appropriation  is  made,  may  be  granted  to  any  department,  institution,  board 
or  commission  for  which  appropriations  are  made  in  said  section,  by  a  board 
to  be  known  as  the  "Controlling  Board",  consisting  of  the  governor,  or  a  desig- 
nated officer  or  employe,  if  appointed  by  the  governor  for  >uch  purpose,  the 
chairmen  of  the  finance  committee  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  of  the 
senate,  respectively,  the  attorney  general  and -the  auditor  of  state.  The  present 
chairmen  of  said  finance  committees  shall  continue  to  serve  as  members  of  said 
controlling  board  notwithstanding  the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms  of 
office  as  members  of  the  general  assembly,  until  the  senate  and  the  house  of 
representatives  of  the  succeeding  general  assembly  shall  have  organized  and  the 
chairmen  of  the  respective  finance  committees  thereof  have  been  selected.  The 
governor,  or  a  designated  officer  or  employe,  shall  be  president,  and  the  di- 
rector of  finance  shall  be  secretary  of  the  board;  but  the  director  of  finance 
may  designate  an  employe  in  his  department  to  act  as  such  secretary. 

Application  for  such  authority  shall  be  made  to  the  president  of  the  controll- 
ing board  in  writing,  and  the  consent  of  not  less  than  four  members  of  the 
controlling  board  shall  be  required  for  the  granting  of  such  authority.  Said 
board  may  authorize  the  expenditure  of  monies  appropriated  in  said  section  i  of 
this  act  within  the  purpose  for  which  the  appropriation  is  made,  whether  in- 
cluded in  the  detailed  purpose  for  which  such  appropriations  are  distributed  in 
said  section  or  not. 

The  secretary  shall  make  a  complete  record  of  authority  so  granted,  and 
shall  certify  a  copy  of  the  record  of  each  action  of  the  board  to  the  auditor  of 
state.  All  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  The  necessary 
expenses  of  the  chairmen  of  the  finance  committees  of  the  house  of  representa- 
tives and  the  senate,  when  engaged  in  their  duties  as  members  of  said  board, 
shall  be  paid  from  any  funds  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of  legislative  com- 
mittees, upon  itemized  vouchers  approved  by  the  president  and  secretary  of 
the  board. 

In  case  of  any  variance  between  the  several  specified  sums  in  the  column 
designated  "Biennium"  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  said  sums  in  such  column, 
the  respective  specified  sums  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  appropriated;  and 
in  case  of  any  variance  between  the  amount  of  any  appropriation  and  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  the  detailed  allotments  thereof,  the  controlling  board  shall,  with 
the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  department,  institution  or  board  aflfected  thereby, 
adjust  the  detailed  allotments  so  as  to  correspond  in  the  aggregate  with  the 
proper  appropriation. 

Section  4.  Appropriations  made  to  a  department  of  the  state  administra- 
tion by  section  i  of  this  act  are  hereby  expressly  made  subject  to  the  exercise  of 
the  authority  of  the  director  of  a  department,  or  of  such  director  and  the  gov- 
ernor as  provided  by  section  154-8  of  the  General  Code.  Whenever  the  exercise 
of  any  authority  granted  by  such  section  in  any  wise  changes  the  divisions  within 
such  departments  for  which  appropriations  are  made  by  section  i  of  this  act, 
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or  transfers  functions  or  personnel  from  one  division  to  another  within  the 
same  department  or  to  a  new  division  created  within  a  department,  the  authority 
so  acting  shall  certify  such  action  to  the  director  of  finance  and  the  auditor  of 
state,  and  thereupon  the  balances  then  remaining  to  the  credit  of  appropriations 
and  detailed  allotments  thereof  made  by  section  i  of  this  act,  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  contingent  liabilities  theretofore  incurred,  which  shall  be  considered 
the  net  balances  thereof  for  the  purposes  of  this  section,  or  such  proportion 
or  part  of  said  net  balances  as  shall  be  so  certified  as  necessary  to  conform  to 
such  action,  shall  be  transferred  without  change  to  similar  appropriation  ac- 
counts and  detailed  allotments  thereof  under  authority  of  the  same  department 
or  to  new  appropriation  accounts  of  like  nature  and  detailed  allotments  thereof, 
as  the  case  may  require.  The  action  of  the  "Controlling  Board"  provided  for 
by  section  3  of  this  act  shall  not  be  necessary  in  such  cases. 

Section  5.  The  term  "Rotary  Fund"  as  used  in  this  act  means  a  fund  set 
aside  to  enable  a  department  or  institution  to  carry  on  a  function  or  an  activity, 
self-sustaining,  in  its  nature,  the  receipts  from  which  are  to  be  used  for  the  func- 
tion or  activity  for  which  the  rotary  fund  is  established. 

Money  obtained  from  the  function  or  activity  for  which  a  rotary  fund  is 
provided  shall  be  turned  into  the  treasury,  and  such  monies  so  turned  into  the 
treasury  between  July  i,  1921,  and  June  30,  1923,  both  inclusive,  are  hereby  ap- 
propriated for  the  purpose  for  which  such  rotary  fund  is  herein  established. 

All  monies  to  the  credit  of  existing  rotary  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  and 
all  existing  rotary  f unfis  are  hereby  continued  in  effect  for  the  full  period  named 
in  this  section. 

Section  6.  If  the  order  and  invoice  drawn  against  any  appropriation  herein 
is  made  for  labor  and  material  furnished  or  for  commodities  purchased,  it  shall 
show  that  the  same  was  furnished  or  purchased  pursuant  to  competitive  bidding 
and  that  the  lowest  bidder  was  awarded  the  contract,  unless  the  controlling  board 
shall  have  authorized  the  furnishing  of  such  labor  or  material  or  the  purchase 
of  such  commodity  without  competitive  bidding. 

Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  a  department,  board,  commission  or  institu- 
tion affected  it  seems  desirable  and  in  the  interests  of  economy  to  construct  or  re- 
pair any  building  or  make  any  other  improvement  herein  provided  by  force  ac- 
count and  the  controlling  board  consents  to  such  method  and  certifies  such  con- 
sent in  writing  to  the  auditor  of  state  and  the  director  of  finance  in  duplicate,  sec- 
tions 2314  to  2330  inclusive,  of  the  General  Code  shall  be  deemed  not  to  apply  to 
that  part  of  such  work  to  be  done  by  force  account.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
auditor  of  state  or  the  director  of  finance  to  see  that  these  provisions  are  complied 
with. 

Section  7.  A  transfer,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the  functions  of  any  existing 
department,  board  or  commission  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  which  appropria- 
tions are  made  in  section  i  of  this  act  to  any  other  department,  board  or  com- 
mission by  a  law  which  takes  effect  after  the  date  on  which  this  act  shall  become 
effective,  shall  not  affect  the  availability  of  any  such  appropriations  except  as 
hereinafter  provided.  On  and  after  the  date  on  which  any  such  law  shall  become 
effective  such  appropriations  shall  be  available  for  the  proper  uses  and  purposes 
of  the  department,  board  or  commission  to  which  such  functions  are  thereby 
transferred,  and  such  department,  board  or  commission  shall  on  and  after  such 
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date  have  the  exclusive  power  and  authority  to  incur  liabilities  against  such  ap- 
propriations and  to  draw  orders  and  invoices  on  account  thereof  as  provided  in 
section  3  hereof,  to  the  extent  only,  however,  of  the  balances  then  remaining  to 
the  credit  of  such  appropriations  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  contingent  liabilities 
theretofore  incurred,  which  shall  be  considered  the  net  balances  thereof  for  the 
purposes  of  this  section.  In  the  event  that  any  department,  board  or  commission 
for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  which  an  appropriation  is  made  in  section  i  of  this 
act,  is  abolished  by  any  such  law,  and  any  function  of  such  department,  board  or 
commission  so  abolished  is  not  transferred  to  any  other  department,  board  or 
commission  by  the  provisions  of  such  law,  the  net  balances  of  appropriations 
available  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  such  abolished  department,  board  or  com- 
mission in  the  discharge  of  such  function  shall,  on  the  date  on  which  such  law 
shall  become  effective,  lapse  into  the  fund  from  which  they  were  appropriated. 

If  any  appropriation  account,  whether  for  personal  service  or  otherwise, 
created  by  section  i  of  this  act  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  a  department,  board 
or  commission  which  is  abolished,  or  any  function,  or  functions,  of  which  are 
transferred  to  any  other  department,  board  or  commission  by  the  provisions  of 
any  law  so  taking  effect  as  aforesaid  is  primarily  available  in  the  discharge  of  all 
or  several  of  the  functions  of  such  first  department,  board  or  commission,  the 
controlling  board,  immediately  upon  the  taking  effect  of  such  law,  at  a  meeting 
open  to  the  public,  and  after  consultation  with  each  of  the  departments,  boards, 
or  commissions  to  be  affected  by  its  action,  shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  pro- 
portion of  the  net  balance  of  any  such  appropriation  accoupt  which  will  be  needed 
in  the  discharge  of  each  of  the  functions,  or  group  of  functions  so  transferred 
to  a  single  department,  board  or  commission,  or  the  proportion  thereof  which 
will  no  longer  be  needed  by  reason  of  the  abolition  of  any  such  functions.  The 
board  shall  determine  the  amount  of  a  net  balance  of  such  appropriation  account 
attributable  to  each  of  the  functions  for  which  the  original  appropriation  was 
made,  and  the  auditor  of  state  shall  divide  the  appropriation  accounts  on  the  books 
of  his  office  in  accordance  therewith,  and  in  the  event  of  the  abolition  of  a  func- 
tion  shall  lapse  the  appropriation  or  the  net  balance  of  such  appropriation  account 
determined  by  the  board  to  be  attributable  to  such  abolished  function,  into  the 
fund  from  which  the  original  appropriation  was  taken. 

Section  8.  So  much  of  the  appropriation  herein  made  for  personal  ser- 
vice as  pertains  to  the  compensation  of  employes  in  the  following  groups  and 
grades  of  the  classified  civil  service  of  the  state,  save  and  except  employes  in 
such  groups  and  grades  in  the  state  universities  and  universities  receiving  state 
aid,  normal  schools,  institutions  under  the  control  .of  the  department  of  public 
welfare,  the  Ohio  agricultural  experiment  station  and  the  Ohio  soldiers*  and 
sailors'  orphans'  home,  may  be  expended  only  in  accordance  with  the  classifica- 
tion and  rules  of  the  state  civil  service  commission  and  at  the  following  rates 
of  annual  salaries  for  the  respective  groups  and  grades:

In  case  any  personal  service  appropriation  made  in  section  i  of  this  act  is 
insufficient  in  amount  to  enable  the  department,  institution,  board  or  commission, 
for  which  the  same  is  made  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  in  the 
payment  of  a  compensation  of  its  employes,  the  controlling  board  may  from  the 
appropriation  made  to  such  controlling  board,  allot  to  such  department,  institu- 
tion, board  or  commission  a  sum  sufficient  to  enable  such  department,  institution, 
board  or  commission  to  comply  with  this  section.  Such  allotment  shall  be  made 
on  application  and  all  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  this  act,  so  far  as  consistent 
herewith,  shall  apply.  A  written  order  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of 
the  controlling  board,  and  specifying  the  amount  of  such  allotment,  shall  be  issued 
to  the  auditor  of  state,  who  shall  thereupon  deduct  the  amount  of  such  allotment 
from  the  appropriation  made  to  such  controlling  board,  and  add  the  same  to  the 
amount  available  to  such  department,  institution,  board  or  commission  for  per- 
sonal service.  A  copy  of  such  written  order  shall  be  certified  to  the  director  of 
finance. 

Section  9.  There  shall  be  charged  to  each  farm  operated  by  (he  department 
of  public  welfare  all  the  expense  incurred  in  such  operation,  and  any  and  all  com- 
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modities  produced  by  such  farm  and  furnished  to  any  institution  under  the  con- 
trol of  said  department,  including  the  institution  under  which  the  farm  is  oper- 
ated, shall  be  paid  for  by  such  institution  at  the  prevailing  market  price,  on 
voucher  against  the  proper  appropriation ;  and  any  warrant  issued  on  account  of 
such  vouchers  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  as  a  receipt  from  the  farm  on 
which  the  commodity  so  paid  for,  was  produced,  to  the  credit  of  the  department 
of  public  welfare  as  a  supplement  to  either,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  Maintenance 
C-i  Food  or  C-2  Forage  appropriations  hereinbefore  made  to  said  department. 

The  profits  accruing  from  the  operation  of  any  farm,  for  the  year  covered, 
shall  be  shown  in  the  annual  report  of  the  department  of  public  welfare  as  a 
proper  reduction  of  the  expense  of  the  institution  under  which  the  farm  is  oper- 
ated, or  in  case  such  farm  is  operated  at  a  loss,  such  loss  shall  be'^shown  as  an 
addition  to  the  expense  of  such  institution. 

Section  io.  Monies  appropriated  herein  to  the  various  normal  schools  for 
extension  teaching  shall  be  expended  only  upon  the  approval  of  the  director  of 
education;  such  approval  to  consist  in  the  approval  of  the  course  of  study  and 
the  location  of  each  extension  center.

They  are  sleeping  the  sleep  that  knows  no  earthly 
awakening.  We  cannot  exalt  them.  We  can  only  honor  ourselves  by 
holding  sacred  their  memories,  paying  tribute  to  their  heroic  service  and 
by  earnestly  striving  to  complete  the  noble  plans  and  purposes  for  which 
they  died." 

The  Senate  quartette  led  in  singing  "Nearer  My  God  To  Thee*'  and 
'*Somewhere  the  Sun  Is  Shining." 

The  prayer  — 

^'Almighty  God  Our  Father,  We  thank  Thee  for  the  American  spirit 
of  1917  and  1918;  and  for  the  brave  American  soldiers  —  the  crusaders 
for  right,  who  carried  our  historic  flag  on  battle  fields  overseas. 

"We  rejoice  that  so  many  were  privileged  to  return  in  safety.  Oh 
God,  watch  over  the  holy  mounds  of  those  who  made  the  supreme  sacri- 
fice ;  of  those  who  died  that  Christianity  and  civilization  might  not  perish 
from  the  earth. 
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"Oh  God,  our  hearts  are  touched  in  sorrow  as  we  contemplate  the 
holy  daring  —  deeds  of  valor  of  the  brave  soldiers  who  fell  face  front 
on  foreign  fields  of  battle.  Many  are  buried  'In  Flanders  Fields  Where 
Poppies  Grow/  and  sleeping  in  graves  marked  'UNKNOWN/ 

"What  was  his  name?    I  do  not  know  his  name, 
I  only  know  he  heard  God's  voice  and  came. 
Brought  all  he  loved  across  the  sea, 
To  live  and  work  for  God  and  me.

MESSAGE  OF  JAMES  M.  COX, 

Governor  of  Ohio, 

JANUARY  3,  1 92 1 

To  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly- 

Section  7,  Article  3  of  the  constitution,  provides  that  the  governor 
"shall  communicate  at  every  session  by  message  to  the  General  Assembly, 
the  condition  of  the  state,  and  recommend  such  measures  as  he  shall 
deem  expedient".  In  view  of  my  tenure  of  office  having  started  with  the 
operation  of  the  new  constitution  in  January,  1913,  it  would  seem  fitting 
in  reporting  upon  the  condition  of  the  state  to  review  the  developments 
under  the  new  order. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  state  is  very  satisfactory.  The  cash 
balance  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1920,  was  $9,011,182.93. 
The  auditor,  in  his  annual  report  says:  "No  other  fiscal  year  in  Ohio 
history  has  closed  with  a  balance  so  large  by  more  than  one  million 
dollars*'.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  cost  of  state  government 
is  not  contributed  to  by  direct  taxation.  The  state  levy  carries  only  the 
items  of  the  highway  and  the  common  school  funds.  Every  dollar  col- 
lected under  this  direct  assessment  goes  back  to  the  counties.  Under  a 
change  in  the  taxation  system,  there  is  no  longer  a  levy  for  the  universities. 
Their  maintenance  is  from  the  general  revenue  fund.  During  the  last 
fiscal  year,  there  was  expended  for  our  universities  and  normsd  schools, 
$2,475,790.18,  and  yet,  with  this  additional  burden  on  the  general  revenue 
fund  of  the  state,  it  showed  a  balance  of  $931,063.78.  This  is  due 
primarily  to  the  budget  system  and  to  the  state  departments  having  lived 
within  their  income,  notwithstanding  the  last  general  assembly  authorized 
expenditures  of  over  twenty-five  million  dollars  more  than  our  total 
receipts.    The  budgetary  system  has  abundantly  justified  itself. 

Prior  to  191 3,  we  had  in  the  affairs  of  our  government,  a  fiscal  year 
running  from  November  16  to  November  15;  an  appropriation  year  from 
February  16  to  February  15,  and  a  departmental  report  year  from 
November  16  to  November  15.  This  has  all  been  changed  so  that  the 
fiscal  year,  the  appropriation  year  and  the  report  year  are  the  same,  July 
I  to  June  30.  Under  the  old  system,  the  Emergency  Board,  made  up  of 
the  governor,  the  secretary  of  state,  the  auditor,  the  chairman  of  the 
senate  committee  on  finance  and  the  chairman  of  the  house  committee 
on  finance,  authorized  disbursements  when  the  legislature  was  not  in 
session,  but  only  for  actual  emergencies.  The  board,  however,  was  com- 
pelled to  go  into  bank  and  borrow  money  to  meet  these  outlays,  and  to 
pay  interest  on  the  loans,  notwithstanding  the  funds  that  were  in  the 
treasury.  Under  present  operations,  there  is  appropriated  for  the  emerg- 
ency board.  $250,000.00  per  year.  The  saving  in  interest  by  this  has 
been  considerable. 

Of  the  constitutional  changes  made,  the  common  view  doubtless 
would  be  that  the  three  most  im|X)rtant  brought  reform  in  our  judicial 
system,  a  compulsory  workmen^s  compensation  law,  and  the  remaking 
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of  the  rural  school  code.  When  the  constitutional  convention  was  in 
session,  there  was  more  or  less  of  a  demand  for  a  plan  by  which  the 
judiciary  could  be  recalled.  Considerable  resentment  had  developed 
prior  to  that  time  because  of  the  long  delays  of  the  law  and  the  very 
obvious  injustice  that  fell  upon  injured  workmen  and  the  dependents 
of  those  who  lost  their  lives  in  daily  toil.  It  was  possible  to  prolong 
litigation  throughout  the  years,  a  distinct  advantage  accruing  to  the  strong 
over  the  weak;  in  fact  the  conditions  encouraged  litigation.  The  new 
constitution  provided  that  the  Supreme  Court  should  have  "original  juris- 
diction in  quo  warranto,  mandamus,  habeas  corpus,  prohibition  and  pro- 
cedendo, and  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  involving  questions  arising 
under  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state,  in  cases  of 
felony  on  leave  first  obtained,  and  in  cases  which  originated  in  courts  of 
appeals,  and  such  revisory  jurisdiction  of  the  proceedings  of  administra- 
tive officers  as  may  be  conferred  by  law". 

This  very  quickly  reduced  the  volume  of  litigation  that  came  to  the 
Supreme  Court.  In  the  last  list  of  opinions  handed  down  prior  to 
January  i.  1913,  fourteen  in  number,  nine  of  the  cases  involved  less  than 
four  hundred  dollars.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  time  of  the  highest  legal 
tribunal  of  the  state  was  not  only  taxed  by  inconsequential  matters,  but 
that  the  right  of  appeal  from  what  was  known  as  the  old  circuit  court 
tended  to  the  prolongation  of  dispute.  Critics  of  the  present  system  pre- 
dicted all  sorts  of  complications  as  the  result  of  conflicting  opinions  from 
courts  of  appeals,  to  which  had  been  given  final  jurisdiction  in  certain 
cases.  It  has  develcpcd,  however,  that  in  only  thirty-five  instances,  an 
average  of  five  per  year,  has  the  supreme  court  been  compelled  to  render 
judgment  under  the  circumstances  indicated,  and  in  no  two  cases  were 
principle  and  fact  on  all-fours.  The  undisposed-of  docket  in  the  Supreme 
Court  today  is  very  small  and  the  right  of  no  citizen  has  been  restricted. 
On  January  i,  1913,  there  were  841  cases  pending.  The  wearing-out 
processes  of  the  law  are  a  thing  of  the  past  and  the  courts  are  no  longer 
cluttered  up  with  matters  which  in  justice  should  never  have  been  taken 
there.  In  consequence  of  this  the  number  of  judges  in  the  state,  could 
and  should  be  reduced.  When  the  constitutional  convention  provided 
for  a  court  of  common  pleas  in  each  county,  it  did  not  realize  the  benef- 
icent results  in  the  way  of  reduced  litigation  that  were  to  come  under 
the  modern  system.  In  many  of  the  counties  of  the  state,  judges  have 
so  little  to  do  that  they  themselves  complain  about  it.  Notwithstanding 
that  any  county  having  a  population  of  60,000  or  less  is  privileged  to 
combine  the  common  pleas  and  the  probate  courts,  only  three  sub- 
divisions, Henry,  Adams  and  Wyandot  Counties,  have  done  so.  Very 
often  under  a  democracy  in  government,  public  initiative  is  a  slow  process. 
The  failure  of  counties  to  reduce  the  cost  of  government  is  a  striking 
instance.  If  retrenchment  and  economy  are  to  be. a  part  of  our  read- 
justment then  it  would  seem  to  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to 
submit  an  amendment  to  the  constitution,  providing  for  the  establish- 
ment of  new  common  pleas  subdivisions  throughout  the  state.  It  has 
become  quite  a  fad  to  create  municipal  courts.  It  has  been  my  personal 
experience  that  executive  veto  has  not  proved  an  effective  restraint. 
There  should  be  no  more  such  courts  instituted,  at  least,  until  steps  have 
been  taken  to  secure  uniformity  of  procedure. 

The  passage  of  the  workmen's  compensation  law  marked  a  distinct 
epoch  in  the  history  of  Ohio.  Prior  to  it,  only  twenty  percent  of  the 
victims  of  industrial  accidents  received  their  compensation  or  damages.

The  average  amount  paid  in  death  cases  was  $838.61.  In  most  instances 
this  was  secured  only  through  protracted  litigation  and  then  from  twenty- 
five  to  fifty  per  cent  of  this  amount  was  taken  for  attorney  fees.  The 
optional  workmen's  compensation  law  was  passed  in  191 1  and  became 
operative  the  next  year.  In  January,  1913,  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the 
employes  within  the  state  were  covered  under  the  then  existing  law,  and 
the  amount  of  the  state  insurance  fund  was  less  than  $160,000.00.  Dur- 
ing 1913  the  compulsory  measure  was  enacted  and  it  became  operative 
January,  1914.  Since  that  time,  $60,000,000.00  has  come  into  the  state 
insurance  fund,  all  of  which  has  been,  or  will  be  paid  to  the  victims  of 
industrial  accidents  for  compensation  and  medical  treatment.  On  Janu- 
ary I,  1920,  the  balance  in  the  state  insurance  fund  was  approximately 
$32,000,000.00.  It  has  been  demonstrated  therefore  that  the  plan  is 
practicable,  that  the  fund  is  upon  a  stable  base,  and  that  every  injured 
workman  and  dependent  is  protected.  When  we  proposed  the  law, 
representatives  of  the  antagonistic  interests  contended  that  the  admin- 
istrative cost  to  the  state  would  be  two  million  dollars  a  year.  This 
expense  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  was  $428,413.33.  The  earned 
interest  on  funds  in  hand  for  the  same  period  was  approximately  $1,330,- 
000.  This  item  alone  amounts  to  more  than  the  entire  amount  that  was 
paid  out  in  the  state  of  Ohio  to  injured  workers  or  dependents  in  all 
the  days  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  workmen's  compensation  law.  The 
employer  and  employe  are  rarely  in  the  courts  and  the  proposal  of  recall- 
ing the  judiciary  has  not  been  heard  anywhere  under  the  new  order. 
It  has  required  a  sustained  vigilance  to  preserve  the  compensation  law. 
Under  one  pretext  or  another,  the  enemies  of  this  humane  system  have 
sought  to  destroy  it,  attacking  first  the  principle  on  the  ground  that  it 
was.  paternalistic.  They  have  now  centered  their  unholy  schemes  upon 
the  contention  that  advantage  might  accrue  in  establishing  competition 
between  the  state  and  the  insurance  companies.  Government  ownership 
or  operation,  in  my  judgment,  should  never  be  invoked  except  when 
emergency  compels  that  kind  of  service  in  behalf  of  society.  The  history 
of  the  old  order  insofar  as  it  related  to  the  treatment  of  injured  work- 
men, was  an  odious  aflfair,  a  reproach  to  government,  and  any  turning 
back  now,  would  be  both  unworthy  and  dangerous.  Means  had  to  be 
established  to  protect  the  maimed  and  the  widow  and  orphan  from 
robbery.  It  has  been  done  most  effectually.  Every  step  from  our  legis- 
lative halls  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  has  been  resisted, 
by  selfish  interests.  The  supreme  tribunal  of  the  land  has  very  recently 
rendered  its  supporting  opinion.  No  one  in  conscience  can  cast  his 
effort  against  this  mighty  bulwark  of  justice.  No  basic  changes  in  the 
law  are  necessary.      The  amendments  which  experience   suggests  are : 

First :  That  the  workmen's  compensation  law  apply  to  all  employers 
with  domestic  employes  excepted.  At  the  present  time,  employers  hav- 
ing five  or  less  employes  are  exempt. 

Second:  Second  1456-80  contains  a  schedule  which  provides  a 
specified  number  of  weeks'  compensation  to  be  paid  for  the  specific  injury 
contained  in  said  schedule.  There  should  be  a  substantial  increase  in 
the  period  of  compensation.  It  should  not  be  less  than  twenty-five  per 
cent,  and  it  might  well  be  made  fifty  per  cent.  The  existing  provision 
was  doubtless  inspired  as  a  precaution  against  malingering.  The  pos- 
sibility of  that  element  was  overestimated  and  in  too  many  instances 
there  has  been  an  accruing  injustice. 

Third:  The  industrial  commission  should  have  the  absolute  right 
to  cancel  the  authority  of  any  employer  to  carr>'  his  own  risk.    Disputes 
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between  the  commission  and  this  class  of  employers  have  been  few.  One 
case  is  in  the  courts  now  in  which  the  employer  has  refused  to  meet  the 
award  of  the  commission.  The  suggested  change  will  carry  ample  remedy 
for  such  a  situation. 

Fourth:  In  cases  where  injured  workmen  or  dependents  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  industrial  commission  to  the  courts,  there  should 
be  some  protection  provided  against  exorbitant  legal  fees.  The  present 
provision  is  that  the  judge  who  hears  the  case  shall  fix  the  fee.  Under 
it  there  have  been  some  abuses.  A  graduated  schedule  of  fees  and  a 
maximiun  allowance  might  well  be  provided. 

Fifth:  The  weekly  compensation,  measured  by  present  standards  is 
too  low.  The  maximum  amount  imder  the  law  is  $12.00  per  week.  It 
should  be  made  $18.00  per  week. 

Under  the  old  order,  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  was 
scarcely  more  than  a  statistical  officer.  The  office  was  elective.  Under  the 
change,  this  was  made  an  executive  department.  The  state  commissioner 
of  common  schools  is  now  appointed  by  the  governor  and  he  has  been 
given  definite  administrative  authority.  In  fact,  the  modern  rural  school 
code,  passed  in  1913,  has  been  vitalized  because  it  is  supervised  under 
state  authority.  The  claim  is  made  by  recognized  authorities  that  the 
drift  from  countryside  to  city  has  not  been  as  large  in  Ohio  as  in  many 
other  states  and  the  reason  ascribed  is  that  educational  advantages  have 
been  created  in  rural  parts.  The  centralized  and  consolidated  school  in 
Ohio  is  a  distinct  outgrowth  of  our  modern  civilization.  In  1907  there 
were  but  forty  such  schools;  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1920,  there 
were  over  nine  hundred.  The  course  of  study  and  the  standard  of 
teaching  have  been  so  much  improved  under  the  new  code  that  the 
graduates  from  rural  high  schools  now  pass  into  universities  and  colleges 
and  maintain  their  standing.  The  teaching  requirements  had  sunk  to 
a  low  ebb.  The  statistics  as  to  academic  training  are  interesting:  In 
1913,  one-fifth  of  the  teachers  in  the  rural  schools,  one-twenty-seventh 
in  city  schools,  and  one-fortieth  in  exempted  villages  had  never  attended 
high  school.  Three-fifths  of  high  school  teachers  were  not  college  grad- 
uates. One-fifth  were  not  high  school  graduates,  although  they  were 
teaching  in  high  schools.  In  1920,  one-twelfth  of  rural  teachers,  one- 
fifty-sixth  of  city  teachers,  and  one-two  hundred  and  seventy-fifth  of 
exempted  village  teachers  had  never  attended  high  school.  There  was 
also  a  shortage  in  professional  training:  In  1913,  three-tenths  of  the 
teachers  in  rural  schools,  one-fifth  of  the  teachers  in  city  schools  and  one- 
seventh  of  the  teachers  in  exempted  village  schools  had  no  normal  train- 
ing. The  same  was  true  of  three-foUrths  of  the  beginners.  In  1920,  one- 
sixteenth  of  the  rural  teachers,  one  fifteenth  of  the  city  teachers,  and 
one-thirty-ninth  of  exempted  village  teachers  had  no  normal  training. 
Before  the  new  educational  day  had  dawned,  a  great  majority  of  the 
elementary  rural  schools  of  the  county  or  township  had  no  uniform 
courses  of  study,  if  any  at  all,  and  there  was  no  uniformity  of  text  books. 
At  the  present  time,  practically  every  county  has  a  uniform  system  as  to 
course  of  study  and  text  books.  Manual  training,  farm  shop  work  and 
home  economics  were  practically  unknown  in  the  rural  schools.  Two 
years  of  home  economics  are  now  required  of  schools  in  all  first  grade 
high  schools;  also  a  course  of  study  is  imposed  in  household  sanitation, 
home  care  of  the  sick  and  personal  hygiene.  Two  years  of  agriculture, 
including  farm  shop  work  in  rural  and  village  high  schools,  have  been 
imposed.     In  short,  the  curriculum  has  been  broadened  and  enriched. 
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The  high  school  attendance  in  rural  districts  has  increased  one  hundred 
per  cent,  in  the  last  five  years.  To  the  student  of  rural  life  nothing 
can  be  more  inspirational  than  the  picture  of  hundreds  of  modem  temples 
of  education  which  break  the  skyline  in  the  fields  and  farms  of  Onio. 
The  movement  toward  consolidation  and  centralization  has  been  interfered 
with  some  by  the  high  cost  of  building.  With  a  readjustment  of  prices 
which  now  seems  certain,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  an  in- 
creasing tendency  will  be  manifested.  In  some  townships  in  rich  agri- 
cultural districts  ten  years  ago  there  were  not  more  than  two  or  three 
high  school  students,  and  they  were  compelled  to  go  a  considerable  dis- 
tance for  daily  attendance.  In  the  same  sections  as  many  as  seventy  and 
seventy-five  pupils  are  now  taking  a  high  school  course  in  the  modern 
schools  that  have  been  created  in  the  communities.  The  new  school  code 
has  been  compelled  to  ride  the  storms;  its  establishment  at  the  outset 
met  with  severe  opposition.     Careful  study  of  the  system  and  the  ex- 

?*rience  of  several  years  bring  but  two  suggestions  for  improvement: 
he  law  relating  to  compulsory  attendance  is  not  sufficiently  stringent. 
It  ought  to  be  made  so.  Physical  training  also  should  be  provided  for. 
The  war  brought  many  compensations,  not  the  least  of  which  was  the 
demonstrated  possibility  of  physical  transformation  in  the  training  camps. 
•The  lesson  there  learned  should  be  made  the  best  of  in  the  schools  of 
the  state. 

The  question  of  taxation  remains  a  perplexing  one.  It  has  been  the 
bane  of  government  always.  To  provide  the  means  for  governmental 
maintenance  and  yet  maintain  a  method  that  is  equitable  to  all  interests 
is  a  task  which  the  elements  of  human  nature  complicate  and  aggravate. 
If  there  is  any  one  thing  that  public  officials  should  always  keep  in  mind, 
it  is  that  certain  interests,  ordinarily  large  and  powerful,  have  learned  the 
importance  of  attention  to  system  and  detail.  They  are  alert  when  laws 
involving  them  are  passed.  The  great  mass  must  depend  upon  public 
officials  to  protect  their  interests.  This  observation  is  most  pertinent 
with  reference  to  taxation.  Personally,  I  am  convinced  that  taxes  within 
the  state  some  day  will  be  derived  exclusively  from  lands,  incomes,  in- 
heritances and  franchises.  Sundry  processes  may  be  witnessed  before 
this  is  accomplished.  The  fiscal  troubles  in  Ohio  are  in  the  local  sub- 
divisions and  grew  mainly  out  of  the  policy  of  not  providing  for  both 
interest  and  sinking  fund  when  bonds  were  issued.  This  ran  throughout 
the  yearjs  until  its  correction  by  constitutional  change.  Debt  was  refunded 
under  past  practices,  and  in  numberless  instances  the  present  generation 
is  paying  for  improvements  that  were  worn  out  years  ago.  The  Smith 
One  Per  Cent,  law  was  passed,  upon  the  theory  that  protection  in  the  rate 
of  taxation  would  lead,  franklin  speaking,  to  the  listing  of  the  intangible 
property.  It  brought  some  measure  of  success  in  this  particular,  and 
yet  no  one  will  contend  that  this  form  of  property  is  represented  on  the 
duplicate  at  anything  approaching  its  volume.  A  circumstance  entering 
into  this,  is  the  rule  of  taxing  securities  in  companies  not  chartered  under 
the  laws  of  Ohio.  The  owners  of  these  securities  would  derive  four, 
five  or  six  per  cent,  dividend  and  have  after  paying  the  tax  not  more 
than  a  two  per  cent,  return  on  the  investment.  On  the  theory  that  any- 
thing approaching  confiscation  is  opposed  to  the  fundamental  spirit  of 
government,  many  persons  owning  this  form  of  property  have  not  listed 
It  for  taxation.  In  other  states,  this  situation  has  been  met  by  applying 
the  rule  of  classification.  It  is  doubtful  whether  this  system  can  be 
56    s.  J. 
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justified  in  ethics  if  applied  beyond  the  sphere  indicated,  but  many  com- 
petent authorities  insist  that  it  would  bring  a  larger  return  to  the 
treasury  if  more  widely  imposed,  and  thus  reduce  the  burden  on  tangible 
property.  If  we  are  to  judge  the  future  by  the  past,  it  is  safe  to  assume 
that  public  opinion  will  not  endorse  the  plan  of  classification  unless  there 
is  a  constitutional  guarantee  carried  with  it  that  tangible  property  will 
not  be  taxed  more  than  approximately  ten  mills.  In  your  consideration 
of  this  subject  your  vigilance  in  behalf  of  relief  should  carry  a  very 
sharp  distinction  between  provision  for  present  emergencies  and  the 
creation  permanently  of  excessive  revenues.  There  is  a  differentiation 
between  official  desire  and  governmental  need.  In  short,  it  is  hardly 
fair  to  assume  that  the  existing  high  cost  of  governmental  necessities 
will  continue.  Care  should  be  exercised,  therefore,  so  that  a  fixed  burden 
may  not  be  established  in  order  to  take  care  of  a  temporary  one.  The 
proposal  to  set  aside  the  limitations  of  the  Smith  One  Per  Cent.  Law 
for  a  given  period  and  at  the  same  time  establish  a  debt  limit  is  very 
apt  to  create  a  decidedly  conflicting  situation.  After  all,  if  this  is  to  be 
the  only  action  taken  it  is  simply  delaying  the  evil  hour.  Unless  you 
make  fundamental  provision,  the  crisis  which  you  seek  to  meet  now  may 
not  be  comparable  to  an  emergency  which  you  will  be  unmeaningly 
creating  for  a  succeeding  assembly.  Society  is  yearly  demanding  more 
and  more  from  government  and  under  the  existing  methods  of  taxation, 
the  money  cannot  be  raised  without  heavy  imposition  upon  visible 
property,  which  may  bring  about  a  very  sharp  economic  reaction.  The 
returns  from  inheritance  tax  are  showing  a  considerable  increase,  the 
result  largely  of  the  administrative  efficiency  of  the  State  Tax  Commis- 
sion. Since  he  financial  condition  of  the  state  is  thoroughly  satisfactory, 
and  that  of  local  subdivisions  quite  the  reverse,  I  think  that  we  would 
be  entirely  safe  in  turning  all  revenue  from  this  form  of  taxation  over 
to  the  communities.  Until  the  federal  debt  shows  a  considerable  continu- 
ing decline,  there  is  doubtless  little  hope  of  the  repeal  of  the  national 
assessment  against  inheritances.  Except  in  the  emergency  of  war,  the 
state  government  only  is  justified  in  imposing  this  tax.  It  grows  out 
of  the  theory  that  inasmuch  as  government  conveys  property  from  one 
generation  to  another,  there  should  be  some  compensation  for  the  serv- 
ice. Whatever  is  rendered,  however,  in  this  particular  is  by  the  state 
and  county ;  there  is  no  federal  participation  whatsoever  in  service. 

The  necessity  is  present  for  the  fullest  cooperation  with  the  farm- 
ing industry.  It  reached  such  a  low  ebb  before  the  world  war  as  to 
offer  little  attraction  to  human  endeavor.  To  farm  life  have  come  many 
improvements,  conveniences  and  refinements,  but  we  are  face  to  face 
now  with  a  very  practical  proposition.  A  decidedly  lop-sided  economic 
condition  has  developed.  Our  abnormal  industrial  growth  has  dimin- 
ished rural  activities.  We  do  not  have  to  penetrate  history  very  far  to 
discover  that  manufacturing  development  at  the  expense  of  normal  rural 
growth  inevitably  brings  about  national  dependence.  We  must  not  only 
take  from  the  soil  sufficient  for  our  needs,  but  we  must  provide  a  sufficient 
surplus  upon  which  a  stable  prosperity  depends.  The  broadest  license, 
consistent  with  social  need  and  equity  must  be  granted  to  farmers. 
They  are  now  in  competition  with  the  manufacturer  for  labor  and  a 
distinct  disadvantage  accrues  to  the  tiller  of  the  soil  because  he  is  with- 
out the  organized  facilities  in  purchase  and  in  sale.  There  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  last  general  assembly  a  concrete  plan  for  the  reorganiza- 
tion and  the  extension  of  the  state  market  bureau.     Under  the  stress 
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of  Other  things  it  did  not  receive  attention.  I  most  earnestly  urge  that 
it  be  done  now.  Regardless  of  the  plea  of  some  that  governmental 
participation  in  new  conditions  is  a  near  approach  to  paternalism,  we 
must  remember  that  social  needs  very  often  cannot  be  met  in  any  other 
way.  The  function  of  government,  among  other  things,  is  to  provide 
relief  when  it  cannot  otherwise  be  given.  Much  of  discontent  can  be 
abated  in  the  cities  by  state  cooperation  in  marketing.  In  the  develoj>- 
ment  of  a  modem  civilization,  we  provide  for  the  health  and  education 
of  the  people ;  courts  are  maintained  to  settle  diflferaices ;  we  r^;ulate 
banking  and  manufacturing  and  yet  the  first  essential  to  human  exist- 
ence, the  feeding  of  the  race,  provision  for  supplies  and  the  creation  of 
guaranteed  equities  in  traffic,  has  failed  to  attract  the  practical  interest 
of  government.  It  is  my  suggestion  that  you  give  careful  thought  to  the 
needs  of  the  state  fair.  It  has  developed  into  a  very  important  insti- 
tution. The  advantages  of  exhibiting  live  stock  and  machinery  can 
scarcely  be  approximated  by  words.  The  erection  of  the  coliseum  and 
the  increase  in  premiums  for  live  stock  and  other,  exhibits  have  been 
potent  factors  in  the  growth  of  the  fair.  Since  191 5  the  attendance  has 
been  quite  doubled.  In  that, year  it  was  157,000.  In  1920  it  was  312,000. 
Now  that  the  cost  of  construction  is  declining,  necessary  improvements 
and  extensions  should  be  made  and  additional  grounds  should  be 
acquired.  The  wealth  of  the  state  has  been  considerably  augmented  by 
the  live  stock  industry.  I  think  it  is  quite  generally  known  that  a  few 
years  ago,  Ohio  was  recognized  as  having  more  tubercularly  affected 
cattle  in  the  pure  breds  than  almost  any  other  state  of  our  size  and 
importance.  By  careful  processes  of  organization,  our  scientific  force 
now  takes  high  rank.  Much  helpful  legislation  was  provided.  Tuber- 
culosis in  cattle  has  been  reduced.  In  pure  breds,  the  reactors  were 
eighteen  per  cent  in  19 16,  and  only  five  per  cent  in  1919  and  1920. 
Not  until  recently  have  the  owners  of  valuable  herds  asked  for  state 
inspection.  They  preferred  the  federal.  This  situation  is  now  changed 
and  the  applications  for  entrance  into  the  accredited  herd  plan,  have 
far  exceeded  the  ability  of  the  state  to  take  care  of  the  work.  Two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  applications  cannot  be  reached  this  year.  We  have  1,635 
pure  bred  herds  of  cattle  under  state  and  federal  supervision.  There 
should  be  at  least  four  more  veterinarians  added  to  the  present  force. 
Serum  sales  for  hog  cholera  have  increased  from  $18,466.70  in  1916  to 
$77,611.89  in  1919.  This  has  been  directly  the  result  of  scientific  and 
administrative  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  state  veterinary  department. 
Every  commercial  serum  plant  in  the  United  States  raised  its  price  to 
the  farmer.  The  state  in  1919  supplied  one-fourth  of  all  that  was  used 
in  Ohio,  and  without  any  advance  in  charge.  Notwithstanding  this,  it 
is  now  showing  a  profit  in  operation  for  the  first  time  in  its  history. 
There  should  be  a  rotary  fund  given  to  the  serum  institute  at  Reynolds- 
burg.  Serv'ice  has  been  of  such  high  order  that  every  encouragement 
should  be  offered. 

New  life  has  come  to  the  fish  and  game  bureau  through  the  passage 
of  the  hunters'  license  law.  Looked  upon  with  misgivings  at  the  time, 
it  is  now  recognized  as  the  means  of  preserving  wild  life  and  creating 
game  refuges.  Out  of  the  proceeds,  the  game  farm,  consisting  of  200 
acres,  has  been  purchased  and  equipped  at  Wellington.  In  the  first  year 
of  its  operation,  6,750  pheasants  were  produced.  The  department  is 
cooperating  with  lovers  of  outdoor  life  and  sportsmen  generally,  and  an 
enthusiasm  which  was  regarded  as  quite  impossible  with  the  apparent 
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diminution  of  wild  life  a  few  years  ago,  has  been  created.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  the  hunters'  and  trappers'  license  fund  for  this  year  will 
exceed  $250,000.  On  June  30,  1920,  it  showed  a  cash  balance  of 
$133,947.42.  The  state  fish  hatchery  has  now  been  brought  to  an  annual 
output  of  six  hundred  million  white  perch;  six  hundred  million  herring; 
six  hundred  thousand  lake  trout;  eight  hundred  and  ten  million  pike- 
perch  ;  ten  million  saugers ;  one  hundred  thousand  yellow  perch ;  ten  mil- 
lion blue  pickerel.  The  seed  of  official  encouragement  many  times  leads 
to  a  surprising  harvest.  There  is  no  more  convincing  proof  of  this 
than  the  development  of  wild  life  in  this  state.  Perhaps  it  is  not  a  dream 
but  a  real  visualization  of  the  future  to  think  of  the  improvement  of  the 
great  chain  of  lakes  in  Ohio,  into  beautiful  health  resorts  for  our  people 
and  the  transformation  of  lands  having  no  agricultural  possibilities  into 
refuges  and  breeding  places  for  birds. 

A  review  of  the  banking  situation  shows  that  the  resources  of  the 
state  and  private  institutions  November  15,  1913,  were  $632,229,639.33; 
as  of  date  September  8,  1920,  they  were  $1,360,349,315.  Deposits 
November  15,  1913,  amounted  to  $512,250,855.09;  on  September  8,  1920, 
they  were  $1,119,959,082.  When  one  reflects  upon  the  banking  reforms 
that  have  been  made,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  how  lax  methods  were 
permitted  to  obtain  throughout  the  years.  We  found  private  banks  in 
large  numbers  throughout  the  state  accepting  deposits  and  making  loans 
without  any  governmental  regulation  whatsoever.  It  was  a  difficult 
matter  to  procure  the  passage  of  a  law  bringing  them  imder  the  same 
rules  that  governed  chartered  institutions.  When  the  eye  of  the  state 
was  first  visited  upon  the  conditions  as  they  were  found,  in  some  in- 
stances, the  most  astonishing  revelations  came.  Some  private  bankers 
did  not  even  have  a  set  of  books.  In  one  case,  when  the  examiner  called, 
the  patriarchal  banker,  honest  but  careless,  produced  from  his  pocket  a 
mass  of  old  papers,  notations  made  on  the  backs  of  envelopes  and  the 
most  conglomerate  specimens  of  obsolete  practices.  This  has  all  been 
brought  to  an  end.  Once  the  necessity  and  propriety  of  the  first  step 
was  apparent,  then  we  were  able  to  procure  supplementary  legislation 
which  compelled  private  banks  to  organize  as  stock  companies.  The  new 
banking  code  has  been  helpful  in  the  development  of  this  business.  It 
has  provided  added  safeguards  for  the  public,  minimized  the  possibility 
of  unscrupulous  operations,  and  created  facilities  for  our  state  banks  to 
more  easily  become  associated  with  our  federal  reserve  system.  Not 
only  are  the  Ohio  banking  laws  considered  a  model  by  experts,  but  the 
development  of  the  business  has  been  marked  by  such  enterprise  and 
ingenuity  upon  the  part  of  banks  and  bankers  as  to  create  a  decided 
impetus  in  the  practice  of  individual  thrift. 

The  state  universities  are  making  splendid  progress.  Too  much 
cannot  be  said  in  behalf  of  their  officers  and  trustees.  The  enrolled 
student  body  of  Miami  University  has  increased  from  580  in  1913  to 
1,057  ^^  1920.  In  that  time,  less  than  $300,000  has  been  exacted  from 
the  state  for  building  and  improvements.  Among  its  notable  advances 
may  be  mentioned  the  establishment  of  rural  model  schools  under  the 
supervision  of  the  state  normal  college  at  Miami ;  the  establishment  of 
work  in  home  economics ;  supported  in  part  bv  funds  from  the  Smith- 
Hughes  appropriation;  employment  of  two  full-time  extension  lecturers 
in  education;  development  of  intra-mural  athletics  and  the  extension  of 
work  in  physical  training,  so  that  practically  all  students  participate  in 
sports;  employment  of  a  resident  physician  and  two  trained  nurses  to

care  for  the  health  of  students,  all  supported  out  of  health  fees  paid  out 
of  the  student  body;  establishment  of  a  chair  of  government;  and  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  staff  in  economics,  French  and  Spanish.  It 
is  an  historic  institution.  Carried  on  its  alumnal  rolls  are  the  names  of 
persons  who  have  distinguished  themselves  in  the  life  of  the  nation.  It 
has  earned  and  deserves  the  utmost  encouragement  by  the  state.  The 
Ohio  University  at  Athens  shows  the  following  increase  in  its  enroll- 
ment: In  1913,  2,037;  September,  1920,  4,023.  These  include  not  only 
the  first  and  second  semesters,  but  the  spring  and  summer  terms  of 
school  as  well.  Its  requirements  from  the  treasury  during  this  period 
for  buildings  and  improvements  have  been  approximately  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  It  was  the  first  institution  of  its  kind  in  the  North- 
west Territory  and  stands  as  a  monument  to  the  devotion  of  our  fathers 
to  educational  standards.  It  has  been  helpful  to  the  southeastern  part 
of  the  state  particularly,  and  its  easy  access  to  the  section  has  enabled 
young  men  and  young  women  to  procure  an  advanced  education.  The 
Ohio  State  University  is  taking  high  rank.  Located  at  the  state  capital, 
it  has  enjoyed  the  advantages  that  naturally  accrued  from  this  circum- 
stance. Its  enrollment  in  1913,  was  3,969;  in  1920,  7,817.  Approxi- 
mately one  million  dollars  has  been  appropriated  for  buildings.  When 
comparison  is  made  of  the  disbursements  of  this  university  with  those 
of  other  middle  west  states,  it  is  apparent  that  economy  has  been  most 
vigilantly  practiced.  Ten  years  ago  there  was  more  than  a  rivalry  be- 
tween the  three  state  universities;  I  am  happy  to  say  that  this  has  dis- 
appeared, and  there  is  a  common  pride  in  the  development  which  has 
come  to  all.  The  increased  attendance  at  our  universities  has  been 
occasioned  more  by  the  modern  school  code  than  by  anything  else.  The 
graduates  from  our  high  schools  now  aggregate  more  than  twenty  thou- 
sand a  year.  There  is  nothing  more  conspicuous  in  the  stable  growth 
of  our  commonwealth  than  the  increased  interest  in  education  and  the 
efficient  way  in  which  our  whole  teaching  and  university  forces  have  met 
this  gratifying  tendency.  I  most  earnestly  recommend  that  a  survey  be 
made  of  the  universities  for  the  purpose  of  determining  just  what  is 
needed  in  the  way  of  girls'  dormitories.  Those  now  in  operation  are 
self-supporting.  They  provide  the  protection  and  the  congenial  associa- 
tion of  home.  Nothing  could  inspire  a  more  wide-spread  nor  genuine 
happiness  among  the  parents  of  our  state,  than  the  knowledge  that  this 
provision  is  being  made  for  the  young  women  whose  laudable  ambition 
is  carrying  them  out  into  a  wider  world.  Modern  business  conditions 
are  making  a  call  upon  the  universities  of  the  country  which  no  one 
could  have  foreseen  years  ago.  Scientific  training  in  commerce  has  been 
demonstrated  as  a  practical  departure.  There  are  thousands  of  students 
whose  inclination  and  plans  do  not  veer  toward  the  purely  classical 
subjects.  Unless  provision  is  made  without  unnecessary  delay,  for  the 
college  of  commerce  and  journalism  at  the  Ohio  State  University,  its 
opportunity  both  for  service  and  growth  will  be  neglected.  It  goes 
without  saying  that  there  is  a  mutuality  of  helpfulness  between  the 
academic  and  the  commercial  courses.  The  institutions  of  learning  which 
were  more  far-seeing  than  others  in  the  establishment  of  this  branch  of 
the  work  in  this  country  are  crowded  with  applicants  and  unless  some- 
thing is  done,  many  of  our  students  will  be  compelled  to  go  elsewhere 
for  training.  The  registration  in  economics  and  sociology  at  the  Ohio 
State  University  has  increased  from  550  in  1910  to  4,500  in  1920.  In  the 
face'  of  trying  limitations  in  both  physical  facilities  and  appropriations, 
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considerable  headway  has  been  made  in  teaching  accounting,  corporation 
economics,  money  and  banking,  salesmanship,  factory  organization  and 
management,  transportation,  marketing,  economic  geography  and  jour- 
nalism. Housing  conditions  for  the  department  are  bad  and  specialized 
and  laboratory  equipment  is  clearly  needed.  If  the  college  of  commerce 
and  journalism  were  organized  on  a  four-year  basis  (it  is  now  a  senior 
college,  admitting  students  in  only  the  junior  and  senior  years),  it  would 
be  one  of  the  largest  colleges  on  the  campus.  A  building  should  be 
provided,  and  an  adequate  budget.  Without  any  desire  to  imply  in- 
vidious comparison,  I  do  want  to  urge  careful  investigation,  with  a  view 
to  encouragement  of  the  department  of  chemistry,  engineering  and  agri- 
culture. The  service  rendered  by  the  branches  devoted  to  farm  ma- 
chinery buildings  and  modern  equipment  and  arrangement  not  only  re- 
flects high  credit  upon  the  university,  but  demonstrates  the  possibilities 
,of  genuinely  useful  development.  The  university  has  been  of  great 
service  to  state  departments  and  it  is  the  means  of  attracting  cultural 
elements  to  official  life  at  the  seat  of  government.  Visitors  come  here 
from  all  over  the  world.  There  is  a  distinct  practical  advantage  in  their 
proper  entertainment  at  the  university.  A  new  home  for  the  president 
should  be  provided.  The  present  building  is  old,  insanitary  and  does 
not  do  credit  to  the  state.  One  of  the  most  attractive  and  helpful  phases 
of  college  life  at  Columbia  University  has  resulted  directly  from  the 
adequate  provision  which  enables  that  institution  to  bring  to  its  student 
body  the  many  distinguished  visitors  who  come  to  the  metropolis  of  the 
nation.  This  is  a  great  state  of  great  resources  and  great  citizenship, 
and  we  have  the  means  of  making  the  best  of  our  opportunities.  The 
first  creed  promulgated  by  the  pioneers  who  settled  in  Ohio,  carried 
avowal  of  their  devotion  to  the  sovereignty  of  God  and  to  the  purposes 
and  advancement  of  education.  It  is  inspiring  to  think  that  in  the  midst 
of  the  rugged  responsibilities  of  the  forest  these  far-seeing  patriots  made 
provision  in  harmony  with  their  preachment.  They  believed,  however, 
that  succeeding  generations  would  hold  to  their  ideals.  Every  considera- 
tion tells  us  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  so  to  do. 

Public  interest  in  health  matters  has  been  stimulated  by  progressive 
legislation  started  in  the  legislative  session  of  19 13.  The  most  advanced 
step  was  taken,  however,  four  years  later  when  the  outworn  form  of 
organization  was  entirely  displaced  and  a  state  department  of  health 
was  created,  consisting  of  a  public  health  council  of  four  members  and 
a  commissioner  of  health,  elected  by  the  council  and  charged  with  all 
executive  and  administrative  functions.  Stirred  by  the  desire  to  develop 
a  really  worth  while  organization,  the  council  sought  and  procured  one  of 
the  best  health  authorities  in  the  country.  With  tact  and  unrelaxing  zeal 
he  has  won  public  confidence.  Community  co-operation,  with  scientific 
principles,  displaced  the  more  or  less  skeptical  attitude  toward  modern 
methods.  When  we  contrast  conditions  in  the  Si>anish- American  war 
with  the  results  achieved  through  modern  sanitation  in  the  great  World 
War,  there  should  no  longer  remain  any  ground  for  doubt.  The  purifica- 
tion of  water  supplies,  the  successful  work  against  trachoma  and  venereal 
diseases,  and  the  clinical  activities  that  have  been  created  are  detailed 
achievements.  The  notable  development,  however,  has  been  the  forma- 
tion of  a  health  organization  state-wide.  Eighty-seven  of  the  eighty-eight 
counties  now  have  district  boards  of  health  and  health  commissioners; 
more  than  thirty  counties  have  commissioners  who  give  their  full  time  to 
health  work.    A  competent  authority  recently  made  this  observation,  "It 
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is  not  too  much  to  say  that  more  health  work  is  done  each  week  in  the 
rural  districts  of  Ohio  imder  the  new  law  than  was  done  any  year  under 
the  old  system".  The  laws  regarding  the  supervision  of  water  supplies 
should  be  strengthened.  At  present  the  '  state  cannot  require  regular 
analysis  of  smaller  water  supplies  in  the  communities.  Every  public  water 
supply  should  be  examined  at  least  twice  a  week  by  a  competent  bacteri- 
olc^ist.    There  should  be  at  least  three  additions  to  the  engineering  staff. 

In  some  respects,  government  goes  about  things  in  an  awkward  way, 
and  approaches  a  problem  from  the  wrong  end.  A  case  in  point  is  the 
policy  which  has  endured  throughout  the  years  everywhere  of  expending 
millions  of  dollars  for  the  housing,  care  and  treatment  of  mental  and 
moral  delinquents,  and  giving  very  little  care  to  prevention.  In  short, 
the  increasing  stream  of  misfortune  is  kept  in  bounds  at  the  cost  of 
resource  and  energy,  and  scarcely  anything  is  done  to  prevent  pollution  at 
its  base.  For  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  scientific  analysis  of  this  very 
condition,  a  law  was  passed  in  191 3  authorizing  the  creation  of  a  bureau 
of  juvenile  research.  Considerable  time  was  spent  in  order  to  make  sure 
that  the  experiment  would  be  in  capable  hands.  The  officer  in  charge, 
as  is  generally  known,  is  an  outstanding  authority  on  this  subject.  The 
Bureau  has  operated  long  enough  now,  even  in  the  face  of  inadequate 
facilities  to  disclose  the  well-marked  symptoms  of  this  form  of  social 
disorder  and  neglect.  Children  consigned  by  the  counties  have  been  kept 
under  observation  and  subjected  to  tests.  Almost  3,600  children  have 
been  individually  examined.  In  addition,  10,800  have  been  examined  by 
the  group  method.  This  has  been  done  through  the  following  activities : 
committed  cases,  out-patient  clinics,  clinics  or  substations  of  the  bureau 
outside  of  Columbus,  and  surveys.  The  principle  diagnosis  of  these  cases 
are  the  following:  feeble-minded,  pure  cases  of  arrested  development, 
seventeen  and  one-half  per  cent;  feeble-minded,  complicated  with  in- 
sanity, psychopathy,  etc.,  twenty-seven  per  cent ;  psychopathic  and  insane, 
fifty  per  cent;  normal,  two  per  cent,  diagnosis  deferred,  three  and  one- 
half  per  cent.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  two  groups  of  feeble-minded, 
complicated  with  insanity,  psychopathic  and  insane  form  seventy-seven 
per  cent  of  the  cases.  These  can  be  regarded'  as  psychopathic.  This  is 
the  great  discovery.  By  psychopathic  we  mean  suffering  from  mental 
diseases  —  in  other  words,  insane,  but  in  such  mild  form  that  the  major 
symptoms  usually  sought  for  by  physicians  who  examine  for  insanity  do 
not  yet  show.  It  is  the  delicate  tests  developed  at  the  bureau  by  the  chief 
clinician  which  show  abnormal  mentality.  It  was  expected  that  about 
half  the  juvenile  court  cases  would  be  found  feeble-minded,  and  the 
other  half  normal.  In  fact  that  was  the  division  until  the  psychopathic 
discovery  was  made.  The  significance  of  this  discovery  is  enormous ;  it 
explains  delinquency.  A  diseased  child  needs  medical  care  and  treat- 
ment, not  punishment  as  though  normal  and  not  merely  segregation  as 
though  feeble-minded.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  state  needs  a 
hospital  for  psychopathic  children.  Twenty  per  cent  of  these  cases 
show  congenital  syphilis  and  undoubtedly  this  is  the  cause  of  their  de- 
linquency. The  disposition  of  cases  is  at  present  the  one  great  obstacle 
to  tfie  extension  of  this  phase  of  the  work  of  the  bureau.  The  institution 
for  the  feeble-minded  is  crowded  so  the  Board  of  Administration  has 
ordered  that  all  feeble-minded  cases  be  returned  to  court.  Psychopathic 
cases  that  are  sufficiently  bad  could  be  sent  to  the  state  hospitals,  and 
were  at  first,  but  since  the  attorney  general  ruled  that  the  county  from 
which  the  child  came  could  not  be  held  for  the  expense  of  clothing  unless 
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the  child  was  probated,  the  Board  of  Administration  has  ordered  these 
cases  also  be  returned  to  court.  On  Thursday  of  each  week,  the  bureau 
examines  any  children  that. are  brought  in.  About  eight  hundred  ex- 
aminations have  been  made.  Examinations  have  been  made  in  Cleveland, 
Cincinnati  and  Toledo,  and  clinics  established  in  Akron  and  Dayton.  Ex- 
aminers go  to  these  cities  two  days  a  month.  The  officers  of  the  bureau 
are  convinced  that  eighty  to  ninety  per  cent  of  feeble-mindedness  is 
hereditary.  Weak-minded  parents  beget  weak-minded  children,  and  the 
propagation  in  these  cases  is  staggering.  Many  states  have  provided 
means  of  prevention.  It  should  be  done  here.  A  location  has  recently 
been  made  for  an  institution  for  the  feeble-minded.  The  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration should  be  given  every  facility  to  bring  this  project  to  com- 
pletion at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a 
scientific  test  would  develop  that  from  seventy  to  eighty  per  cent  of  the 
prisoners  in  the  penitentiary  are  of  subnormal  mentality.  In  fact  a 
casual  observation  of  types  shows  the  presence  of  many  morons.  This 
brings  us  to  a  discussion  of  prison  problems.  Too  many  people  fall  into 
the  habit  of  criticism  without  information  on  the  subject.  For  some  rea- 
son or  other  an  organized  propaganda  seems  to  have  established  in  this 
state  against  the  indeterminate  sentence  law.  The  members  of  the  as- 
sembly if  they  have  any  doubts  about  it,  should  conduct  an  extensive 
hearing.  It  was  intended  primarily  to  gather  in  the  more  or  less  habitual 
criminals.  It  is  as  unfair  to  society  to  sentence  a  criminal  of  this  type  to 
prison  for  a  few  years  as  it  would  be  to  consign  a  hopelessly  insane 
person  for  a  given  period.  If  a  prisoner  were  to  be  sentenced  for  two 
or  three  years,  we  will  say  for  the  purpose  of  illustration,  as  the  practice 
was  quite  generally  under  the  old  order  he  knew  full  well  that  his  liberty 
was  not  to  be  determined  in  any  way  by  his  conduct  in  prison  walls. 
Under  the  present  system,  he  has  the  opportunity  to  help  the  state  to 
help  him.  Freedom  is  a  priceless  privilege  and  the  attainment  of  it  will 
stir  the  best  impulse  if  there  is  any  moral  base  on  which  to  build.  It 
has  been  interesting  to  observe  how  men  have  grown  day  by  day  as  they 
sought  by  good  conduct  to  add  to  their  chances  of  liberation.  The  Ohio 
penitentiary  is  incompetent,  sympathetic,  common-sense  hands.  Dealing 
with  criminal  type  is  a  specialty  and  the  old-time  offender  who  comes  in 
under  the  indeterminate  sentence  law  has  no  chance  of  menacing  society 
at  the  end  of  a  few  years.  He  must  assist  the  state  in  self -trans  forma- 
tion, otherwise  his  confinement  continues.  A  confusion  in  the  public 
mind  has  been  occasioned  as  between  the  paroled  prisoner  and  offenders 
who  are  out  under  suspended  sentence  by  the  judges.  Under  the  inde- 
terminate sentence  law,  incarceration  of  from  one  to  twenty  years  is 
imposed.  Prisoners  are  subject  to  parole  after  the  first  year  and  when 
released  in  this  manner  they  must  report  monthly  to  the  warden  and  the 
person  or  firm  employing  them  must  render  certification  as  to  good  con- 
duct. Parole  officers  visit  them  from  time  to  time.  Under  this  system, 
3,453  men  have  been  paroled  since  1913.  Of  this  number  330  have  failed 
to  live  up  to  the  rules.  Some  have  been  returned  to  prison,  others  have 
been  found  elsewhere,  working  and  obeying  the  rules  and  have  been 
reinstated  to  parole.  During  the  same  period,  the  courts  of  Ohio  have 
placed  1,339  men  on  probation  and  266  of  them  have  violated  the  condi- 
tions, showing  that  the  percentage  of  violators  under  suspended  sentences 
has  been  almost  twice  that  under  the  prison  plan.  Prison  reforms  are 
not  easily  attained.  It  takes  time  to  educate  both  prisoners  and  the* 
public  to  changes  and  what  infinite  patience  and  perserverance  to  de- 
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velop  an  idle,  unorganized,  undisciplined,  drug-using  prison  population 
into  a  disciplined  industrial  unit.  This  has  been  accomplished  but  only 
through  the  indeterminate  sentence  law.  When  the  reform  was  in- 
augurated, we  found  three  hundred  prisoners  who  could  neither  read 
nor  write.  They  built  their  own  school  house  within  the  walls,  trom 
materials  left  from  torn-down  structures.  Not  only  was  this  number 
taught  the  rudiments  of  an  education,  but  many  others  from  the  constant 
flow  as  well.  Last  year  there  came  to  the  institution,  over  two  hundred 
illiterates.  I  have  known  of  men  who  have  learned  stenography  and 
who  have  gone  out  into  the  world  and  made  good  —  not  only  that,  but 
they  have  procured  like  positions  for  fellow  prisoners  who  had  earned 
their  right  to  another  chance.  On  a  Sunday  morning  visit  to  the  cells 
in  the  spring  of  1913,  I  found  an  illiterate  foreigner.  Through  an  inter- 
preter it  developed  that  he  had  got  into  a  cutting  scrape  while  in  toxi- 
cated.  He  knew  little  of  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  was  unable  to  give 
to  me,  through  the  intrepreter,  any  details  of  the  circumstances  which 
brought  him  to  his  unfortunate  plight.  Some  time  in  191 7,  I  pardoned 
this  man  and  on  the  day  in  question,  he  conversed  with  me  in  English 
and  answered  questions  with  surprising  inteUigence  on  the  subject  of 
American  History.  About  ten  years  ago,  the  law  bringing  the  practice 
of  convict  hire  to  an  end  was  passed,  thus  creating  the  idle  house.  The 
the  prison.  Today  the  men  are  at  work ;  trusties  on  the  farms,  and  those 
who  must  yet  demonstrate  reform  are  within  the  walls  where  industries 
who  must  yet  demonstrate  reform  are  within  the  walls  wherpe  industries 
have  been  established  and  products  are  turned  out  for  state  and  county 
departments.  Last  year,  193,000  pounds  of  yam  were  made  from  raw 
wool;  156,500  yards  of  cotton  goods  were  produced;  80,000  yards  of 
toweling;  35,000  yards  of  woolen  goods  for  suitings;  9,000  blankets; 
1,167  cotton  mattresses;  6,387  dozen  underwear  garments;  10,180  dozen 
pairs  of  hose;  733  cotton  mops.  In  the  shirt  factory,  118,488  pieces, 
including  shirts,  blouses,  overalls,  gloves  and  other  garments,  were  made. 
Twenty-eight  thousand  tin  cans  for  vegetables  were  manufactured;  200 
caskets;  6,000  wood  boxes  for  the  shipping  of  auto  licenses;  also  doors, 
sashes  and  fixtures  for  state  departments  and  institutions.  Three  hun- 
dreds and  fifty  thousand  dog  licenses  were  the  work  of  the  machine  de- 
partment and  sold  to  the  counties  at  one  and  one-half  cents  each;  also 
all  the  iron  work  for  the  new  penitentiary  and  all  iron  work  for  other 
institutions.  The  output  of  the  soap  factories  was  one  million  pounds; 
of  the  stone  quarries,  25,000  tons  of  road-building  materials ;  of  the  brick 
plant,  35,000  road  and  building  brick  per  day.  It  should  also  be  men- 
tioned that  all  the  shoes  and  clothing  worn  by  the  inmates  are  manu- 
factured within  the  institution.  The  state  had  had  a  more  or  less  un- 
happy experience  with  its  contracts  for  automobile  tags.  The  experiment 
was  tried  of  having  them  made  in  the  prison.  Last  year  it  produced 
650,000  pairs,  consuming  for  that  purpose  350  tons  of  steel.  Idleness 
was  not  the  worst  feature  of  the  old  order.  The  system  of  recommend- 
ing pardons  bred  recurrent  disgraceful  episodes.  No  case  came  to  the 
board  of  pardons,  generally  speaking,  unless  it  was  presented  by  a  lawyer. 
This  of  course  was  a  paid  service,  and  many  a  mother's  home  was 
mortgaged  for  the  purpose.  Prisoners  were  actually  lost  in  the  institu- 
tion. By  that  I  mean  there  was  no  outside  interest  in  them.  I  remember 
well  the  circumstance  of  my  pardoning  a  man  who  had  been  consigned 
ten  days  before  I  was  born.  He  had  no  money  and  no  friends  who  had 
the  means  of  presenting  his  case  to  the  board  of  pardons.    He  was  neg- 
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lected  and  finally  forgotten  entirely.  There  never  was  a  better  day's 
work  done  in  Ohio  than  when  the  board  of  pardons  was  wiped  out  by 
statute.  There  is  now  a  board  of  Clemency  consisting  of  two  members. 
They  give  all  of  their  time  to  the  state.  Their  office  is  in  the  prison. 
They  see  men  as  they  come ;  they  visit  with  wives  and  mothers  and  chil- 
dren on  visitors'  day;  they  note  the  progress  of  the  men.  Every  effort 
toward  reform  falls  under  the  sympathetic  eye  of  the  state.  Is  it  any 
wonder  that  things  have  been  transformed?  Speaking  frankly,  I  may 
say  to  the  members  of  the  assembly,  that  under  the  recent  wave  of  crime 
that  has  swept  the  country,  criminal  practices  have  been  profitable  and 
the  attempts  to  break  down  an  honest  system  devised  for  the  protection 
of  society  must  not  be  covered  with  a  mask  of  deception.  Go  slow  about 
this  gentlemen;  it  is  a  dangerous  enterprise. 

I  very  early  recommended  to  the  board  of  administration,  the 
policy  of  increasing  the  acreage  of  the  state  institutions  and  of  estab- 
lishing herds  of  pure  bred  stock.  The  double  objective  was  to  procure 
healthful  outdoor  work  for  the  mentally  deficient  who  were  capable  of 
labor,  and  to  produce  from  the  soil  more  of  food  necessities.  This  has 
resulted  in  physical  and  mental  improvement  to  patients  and  a  vast  eco- 
nomic saving  to  the  state.  Outside  of  the  prison  farm,  the  acreage  of 
which  is  1,773  acres,  the  land  purchased  amounts  to  2,675  acres.  This  is 
now  the  property  of  the  state  and  is  all  paid  for.  In  1920,  there  were 
produced  59,084  pounds  of  grapes;  15,059  quarts  of  raspberries;  43,527 
quarts  of  strawberries;  31,184  quarts  of  currants;  9,156  quarts  of  black- 
berries; 3,423  pounds  of  apples;  16,882  pounds  of  asparagus;  10,093 
bushels  of  beans ;  1,829,767  pounds  of  cabbage;  95,609  bunches  of  celery ; 
72,556  pounds  of  lettuce;  318,382  dozen  onions;  158  tons  of  sweet  com 
for  canning;  157,426  dozen  roasting  ears;  39,233  bushels  of  tomatoes; 
14,848  bushels  of  oats ;  49,561  bushels  of  corn ;  29,032  bushels  of  rye ; 
18,649  bushels  of  wheat;  950  tons  of  alfalfa;  4,996  tons  of  ensilage; 
1,369  tons  of  hay;  7,430,724  pounds  of  milk;  107,472  pounds  of  butter. 
The  dairy  products  were  worth  $334,197.28.  All  heifer  calves  have 
been  kept  a  part  of  the  herd  of  pure  breds.  They  have  multiplied  until 
the  state  now  owns  950  registered  Holsteins,  valued  at  $200,000.  Seven 
cows  have  produced  thirty  pounds  of  butter  in  seven  days,  and  sev- 
eral are  capable  of  one  thousand  pounds  of  butter  in  a  year.  Many 
young  bulls  have  been  sold  for  breeding  purposes  at  public  and  private 
sale.  These  sales  have  brought  $12,524.  The  total  sale  of  live  stock 
during  the  period  of  development  has  amounted  to  $63,631.16,  lacking 
but  $1,948.84  of  the  original  amount  expended  by  the  state  for  its  basic 
start.  Over  eight  thousand  acres  of  land  were  cultivated.  It  is  my 
recommendation  that  the  acreage  should  be  increased  in  the  Massillon 
State  Hospital,  the  Toledo  State  Hospital,  the  Ohio  Hospital  for  Epilep- 
tics, and  the  Ohio  State  Reformatory.  I  suggest  also  the  abandonment 
of  all  misdemeanants  to  that  institution  should  cease.  A  very  much 
of  the  Marysville  institution  as  a  woman's  reformatory.  Commitments 
smaller  establishment  would  be  sufficient.  The  Marysville  plant  might 
very  properly  be  turned  into  an  institution  for  the  deaf.  It  is  very 
doubtful  whether  this  school  should  be  conducted  in  the  center  of  a  large 
city.  If  it  were  transferred  from  Columbus  to  Marysville,  the  grounds 
and  buildings  now  used  by  the  institution  for  the  deaf  could  be  made 
to  house  all  of  the  state  departments  that  are  now  in  rented  quarters 
The  location  is  sufficiently  central  for  all  purposes.     The  rent  roll  for 
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dq)artments,  amounts  to  about  sixty  thousands  dollars  a  year.     This 
might  offer  the  opportunity  of  solving  this  much  debated  question. 

The  suffrage  amendment  to  the  federal  constitution  has  made  a 
large  addition  to  the  legal  voters  of  the  state,  thereby  creating  a  situa- 
tion with  respect  to  the  operation  of  the  initiative  and  referendum  that 
demands  attention.  The  philosophy  of  this  system  of  government  is 
that  the  people  themselves  shall  have  a  direct  check  on  the  acts  of  the 
legislature,  and  furthermore  that  the  people  can  initiate  either  a  law  or 
a  constitutional  amendment  and  take  the  matter  into  their  own  hands 
in  the  event  of  the  legislature's  remaining  inactive  in  the  face  of  ex- 
pressed demand.  The  constitution  provides  that  constitutional  amend- 
ments can  be  initiated  by  signatures  representing  ten  per  cent  of  the  total 
vote  cast  at  the  previous  general  election.  The  total  vote  cast  November 
2,  1920,  for  the  office  of  Governor,  upon  which  the  percentages  would 
be  based,  was  approximately  two  million,  so  that  two  hundred  thousand 
signatures  would  be  required.  For  the  initiative  of  legislative  measures, 
three  per  cent  is  required,  or  60,000  signatures.  A  supplementary  peti- 
tion on  initiated  .measures,  in  case  the  general  assembly  fails  to  act,  re- 
quire three  per  cent  or  60,000  signatures.  The  referendum  on  measures 
enacted  by  the  assembly  requires  six  per  cent  or  120,000-  signa- 
tures. The  same  state  of  facts  applies  to  the  municipal  initiative  and 
referendum  statute.  There  should  be  do  disagreement  on  the  proposi- 
tion that  the  spirit  of  charter  and  statute  should  always  be  respected. 
Inasmuch  as  the  initiative  and  referendum  came  as  a  positive  mandate 
from  the  people  and  has  direct  application  to  the  conduct  of  the  as- 
sembly, the  failure  to  act  now  in  the  face  of  a  changed  situation  would 
carry  the  clear  implication  of  defiance  and  would  be  a  circumstance  de- 
cidedly subversive  to  the  public  interest.  Obviously,  therefore,  you  are 
confronted  with  a  plain  duty  in  this  matter. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  advise  you  of  the  reorganization  of  the 
Ohio  National  Guard.  It  practically  passed  out  of  existence  during  the 
war  when  its  several  units  became  a  part  of  the  federal  military  service. 
In  June,  1919,  we  began  the  work  of  reorganization.  At  the  end  of 
that  year,  we  had  practically  two  regiments  of  infantry.  The  total  num- 
ber of  officers  and  enlisted  men  in  the  Guard  November  23,  1920, 
mustered  in  and  recognized  by  the  War  Department  was  3,678,  divided 
as  follows:  active  officers,  189;  reserve  officers,  61;  enlisted  men,  3,428. 
These  units  are  fully  equipped  and  ready  for  service  except  the  last 
two  companies  mustered  in  during  November.  Fourteen  hundred  officers 
and  men  in  addition,  have  enlisted,  but  these  units  have  not  yjet  been 
recognized  by  the  War  Department.  With  the  beginning  of  the  new 
year,  we  will  therefore  have  a  force  of  approximately  five  thousand 
officers  and  men  recruited  and  accepted  by  the  federal  organization. 

Section  7896-13  of  the  General  Code  makes  the  treasurer  of  state 
custodian  of  funds  of  the  state  teachers'  retirement  system,  and  provides 
that  he  shall  give  additional  bond.  This  is  an  unnecessary  expense  to 
the  state  and  ought  to  be  repealed.  The  general  bond  given  is  sufficient 
and  should  cover  this  additional  assignment. 

The  mothers'  pension  law  has  demonstrated  its  humanity  and  neces- 
sity. We  have  found  it  the  part  of  wisdom  in  reforms  of  this  sort  to 
proceed  by  easy  stages.  The  original  law  simply  gave  the  counties  the 
right  to  make  a  levy  for  pensions  to  dependent  mothers  having  children 
of  tender  age.    The  time  has  now  come  when  this  should  be  made  com- 
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pulsory  and  authority  should  be  lodged  somewhere  with  the  state  under 
its  general  police  power,  for  enforcement. 

There  is  a  diminishing  need  for  workhouses.  The  reduced  number 
of  prisoners  in  these  institutions  following  the  enforcement  of  prohibi- 
tion, can  hardly  be  regarded  as  a  coincidence.  Under  existing  circum- 
stances the  overhead  expense  is  more  than  the  number  of  prisoners  in- 
carcerated, justifies.  Under  the  changed  order  of  things,  it  would  seem 
practicable  to  authorize  counties  to  form  in  newly  created  units,  district 
workhouses  on  the  same  theory  that  led  to  the  establishment  of  district 
tuberculosis  hospitals. 

The  passage  of  the  law  carrying  a  state  levy  of  one-half  mill  for 
good  roads  in  1913  gave  impetus  to  the  construction  of  modem  highways 
within  the  state.  It  fit  in  harmoniously  with  constructive  legislation 
enacted  during  the  previous  administration.  The  construction  of  roads 
by  the  state  during  the  last  eight  years  carries  these  interesting  figures :

Contracts  partially  completed  at  this  time  cover  653  miles,  making 
a  total  mileage  of  2,822.  There  is  much  to  be  learned  in  this  business, 
both  in  the  method  of  construction  and  the  distribution  of  authority 
between  the  state  and  counties.  The  use  of  trucks  as  a  modem  means 
of  traffic  will  necessitate  many  changes  in  specifications  in  road-building. 
There  has  been  entirely  too  much  controversy  over  the  material  pre- 
scribed for  specific  projects.  It  is  not  unusual  for  the  people  living 
upon  the  highway  to  indicate  their  wish.  An  expression  often  comes 
from  the  county  in  general.  No  contract  can  be  let  under  existing  law 
unless  the  county  commissioners  sign  the  specifications.  This  was  doubt- 
less intended  as  a  check,  but  it  has  resulted  in  entirely  too  much  log- 
rolling on  behalf  of  materials.  Experience  suggests  that  the  state  high- 
way organization  should  have  the  right  to  override  the  action  of  the 
county  commissioners  if  public  desire  is  ignored.  This,  however,  should 
be  a  discretionary  rather  than  an  arbitrary  arrangement,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  through  lack  of  understanding,  petitions  might  be  presented 
for  a  material,  the  utility  of  which  has  not  been  demonstrated.  I  have 
recommended  to  the  highway  department,  a  twenty  per  cent  reduction 
in  estimates  beginning  January  first.  High  cost  of  construction  has 
compelled  the  postponement  of  much  work.  If  a  disposition  upon  the 
part  of  material  men  and  contractors  to  deal  fairly  with  the  state  is  in 
evidence,  then  great  progress  should  be  made  during  the  next  two  years. 
Ample  funds  are  in  the  treasury'. 

If  my  experience,  which  covers  a  longer  period  of  service  than  that 
lendered  by  any  executive  in  the  history  of  the  commonwealth,  tells 
me  any  one  conspicuous  thing,  it  is  the  need  of  simplification  in  gov- 
ernment.    It  is  never  possible  to  work  out  obviously  necessary  reforms 
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in  government  with  the  same  facility  with  which  they  can  be  accom- 
plished in  business  for  the  very  simple  reason  that  it  would  in  the  long 
run  be  unwise  and  doubtless  unsafe  to  confer  an  authority  sufficiently 
arbitrary  for  the  purpose.  Therefore  the  processes  of  governmental 
improvement  in  a  way  are  slow.  Many  changes  which  are  patently  prac- 
ticable and  which  would  result  in  much  good  are  defeated  for  the  time 
because  of  an  opposition  which  is  more  partisan  than  sincere.  There 
are  so  many  blessings,  however,  from  a  democracy  in  government  that 
we  must  naturally  expect  at  least  a  small  average  of  accruing  disad- 
vantages. In  time  reforms  usually  work  out.  At  the  beginning  of  1913, 
considerable  was  accomplished  in  the  simplification  of  our  government. 
The  clerk  of  the  supreme  court,  once  an  elective  officer,  was  made  ap- 
pointive by  the  court  itself.  He  is  a  subordinate  officer  of  the  court  and 
the  change  was  wise.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  is  now 
appointed  by  the  governor,  as  well  as  is  the  superintendent  of  public 
works  who  displaced  the  members  of  the  board  of  public  works. 
There  is  absolutely  no  need  of  a  state  treasurer  as  such.  The 
check  on  disbursements  is  made  by  the  auditor.  The  responsibility  is  his 
and  the  disbursement  of  funds  is  more  or  less  a  perfunctory  detail. 
This,  of  course,  could  easily  be  done  in  the  auditor's  office.  The  attor- 
ney general  is  the  legal  advisor  of  the  governor  and  of  the  state  depart- 
ments. He  should  be  appointed  by  the  governor.  In  many  states  this 
practice  has  obtained  throughout  the  years.  It  is  my  earnest  hope  that 
the  future  will  bring  a  further  simplification  of  work  and  a  centering  of 
responsibility.  This  would  make  for  efficiency  and  enable  the  people  to 
more  intelligently  fix  responsibility  to  say  nothing  of  the  facility  which 
would  be  afforded  to  apply  in  simple  fashion  the  needed  remedies.

To  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly: 

To  the  People  of  Ohio  and  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly: 

In  approaching  the  public  problems  which  confront  the  incoming 
state  administration,  I  do  so  with  the  conviction  that  the  closer  in  touch 
the  people  are  with  its  government,  the  better  and  more  representative 
will  that  government  be: 

It  will,  therefore,  be  my  purpose  while  Governor  to  foster  the 
closest  contact  between  the  people  of  Ohio  and  the  state  government, 
keeping  them  directly  informed  so  far  as  possible  with  the  public  ques- 
tions that  we  must  solve.  The  work  of  the  state  government,  I  believe, 
can  thus  be  made  the  real  expression  of  the  intellignt  will  of  the  people. 

With  that  in  mind,  instead  of  following  the  past  custom  of  sending 
a  separate  message  to  the  State  Legislature,  I  have  decided  on  this  oc- 
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casion,  to  discuss  the  problems  of  the  state  jointly  with  the  people  and 
the  members  of  the  General  Assembly. 

I  feel  that  any  man  whom  the  people  of  our  great  state  selects  for 
the  highest  post  within  their  gift,  is  certain  to  have  a  deep  sense  of 
realization  of  the  responsibility  that  comes  with  becoming  Governor. 

Yet,  as  I  myself  stand  on  the  threshold  of  the  State  Capitol,  about 
to  enter  it  as  Ohio's  chief  executive,  I  cannot  help  but  feel  that  no  man 
ever  honored  with  the  Governorship  could  conceivably  have  been  more 
deeply  sensitive  than  I,  of  that  responsibility,  and  at  the  same  time  more 
determined  to  meet  it  with  the  highest  degree  of  public  service. 

It  is  with  that  firm  purpose  before  me  —  so  to  conduct  the  affairs 
of  the  state  as  to  assure  the  maximum  benefit  to  its  people  —  that  I  enter 
upon  my  duties  as  your  Governor.  It  is  a  purpose  the  public  has  a  right 
to  expect. 

The  trust  thus  reposed  in  us  calls  for  our  mOvSt  scrupulous  adherence 
to  the  pledges  on  the  strength  of  which  we  asked  for  the  support  of  the 
men  and  women  of  Ohio.  It  calls  for  a  redemption  of  those  pledges  by 
the  adoption  of  a  progressive  policy  that  will  assure  the  most  effective 
performance  of  the  important  tasks  waiting  to  be  done. 

For  we  will  be  judged  from  now  upon  our  work  rather  than  upon 
our  promises,  upon  our  acts  rather  than  our  words.  Just  as  our  economic 
condtions  today  demand  a  rolling  up  of  our  sleeves  and  a  getting  down 
to  fundamentals  to  bring  back  normal  conditions  as  soon  as  possible, 
so  our  state  problems  call  for  a  similar  attitude.  It  is  a  time  for  more 
work  and  less  talk. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  conduct  the  public  business  as  nearly  as  possible 
like  any  successful  private  business  is  managed.  Such  methods  and 
measures  as  will  make  for  the  better  performance  of  the  work  of  the 
state  will  be  put  into  operation,  regardless  of  their  political  effect.  The 
cause  of  good  government  can  be  served  best  only  by  serving  the  people 
best,  that  is,  by  thorough,  businesc-like  conduct  of  the  public  affairs. 
Only  in  the  constant  pursuit  of  such  a  policy  can  the  people's  continued 
confidence  in  this  administration  find  justification. 

CITIZEN  CO-OPERATION. 

In  meeting  the  weighty  problems  awaiting  solution,  we  hope  to  have 
the  best  minds  in  the  state  co-operate  with  us  in  working  out  the  methods 
best  suited  to  the  situation.  We  shall,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  occasion 
requires,  call  upon  the  foremost  authorities  in  Ohio  on  financial  and  other 
questions  to  meet  and  work  with  us  on  these  public  problems. 

I  feel  there  is  today  a  public  spiritedness  and  interest  in  public  af- 
fairs which  should  make  public  officials  feel  free  to  call  upon  any  citizens 
who  may  be  helpful.  And  all  citizens  should  stand  ready  to  be  of  such 
assistance  as  they  may  to  their  state  and  nation,  even  though  it  may 
involve  some  personal  sacrifice. 

In  Ohio,  I  am  satisfied,  there  is  no  dearth  of  public-spirited  men  and 
women  who  will  respond  cheerfully  to  the  state's  call  for  service.  The 
war  demonstrated  this  spirit  which,  I  feel  confident,  still  lives  and  will 
continue  to  live  in  the  hearts  of  our  people. 

Through  the  advantage  of  such  aid,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  have  Ohio 
become  all  that  you  would  have  your  statq  be. 
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LEGISLATIVE  CO-OPERATION. 

The  members  of  the  Legislature,  individually  and  collectively,  are 
disposed,  I  feel  convinced,  to  co-operate  with  the  executive  branch  in 
every  way  possible,  toward  the  enactment  of  such  legislation  as  is  deemed 
necessary  to  insure  good  government.  It  is  only  with  such  co-operation 
that  the  best  results  can  be  obtained.  I  feel  encouraged  in  the  thought 
that  all  will  work  in  harmony  —  with  the  sole  motive  to  be  helpful  in  the 
proper  transaction  of  the  state's  business. 

I  strongly  believe,  judging  from  the  personnel  of  this  General  As- 
sembly, that  its  work  of  enacting  just  and  helpful  legislation  will  be  such 
as  to  reflect  great  credit  upon  its  members  and  upon  the  commonwealth. 

Upon  the  shoulders  of  the  Governor  and  other  elective  executives  — 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Attorney  General,  State 
Auditor,  and  State  Treasurer,  —  rests  the  responsibility  for  the  adminis- 
trative work  of  the  government,  including  enforcement  of  law.  None 
will  try  to  shirk  any  of  that  responsibility. 

In  surveying  the  condition  of  the  state,  I  am  impressed  with  the 
extraordinary  importance  of  some  of  the  public  problems  which  we  are 
facing  today,  and  with  the  urgent  necessity  of  legislation  that  will  aid 
their  speedy  and  effective  solution. 

Because  of  this  importance,  I  ask  that  the  General  Assembly  give 
the  question  of  such  legislation  prompt  consideration. 

ECONOMY. 

The  heavy  financial  burden  which  has  been  placed  upon  the  people 
by  the  war,  the  effect  of  which  is  still  reflected  in  the  form  of  heavy  and 
unprecedented  taxation  and  in  the  high  cost  of  living  generally,  demands 
that  all  government  activities  be  carried  forward  with  the  utmost  economy 
compatible  with  good  government  and  sound  business  methods.  • 

I  consider  this  problem  among  the  most  important  confronting  this 
administration.  It  calls  for  serious  consideration  of  every  method  which 
will  permit  the  saving  of  the  public  funds,  and  yet  will  not  sacrifice  the 
quality  of  the  public  service. 

In  carrying  out  such  a  policy  of  retrenchment,  there  will  be  room 
only  for  the  highest  type  of  employes,  and  every  attention  must  be  given 
that  none  but  person  specially  qualified  for  the  work  they  are  to  perform, 
will  be  in  the  state's  service.  A  large  force  of  employes  does  not  always 
produce  the  best  results.  Frequently  a  lesser  number,  but  selected  with 
a  regard  for  efficiency  and  training,  will  render  a  vastly  higher  degree  of 
service. 

In  some  departments,  it  will  be  advisable  to  reduce  the  number  of 
employes  and  increase  the  -salaries  of  the  others  somewhat  in  order  to 
make  the  positions  attractive  to  the  type  of  persons  best  qualified  to  oc- 
cupy them. 

One  clear  source  of  economy  lies  in  the  avoidance  of  the  duplica- 
tion of  effort  now'  apparent  in  many  branches  of  the  government.  Much 
waste  of  funds  is  now  traceable  to  this  sort  of  condition.  It  must  be 
eliminated  by  combining  so  far  as  possible  all  departments  with  similar  or 
closely  related  activities. 

All  unnecessary  commissions  should  be  abolished  without  delay,  and 
departments  generally  reorganized  with  a  view  to  maximum  economy  and 
efficiency. 
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In  the  connection  with  this  subject,  I  desire  to  refer  to  statement  of 
my  predecessor  that  the  state's  cash  balance  on  June  30,  last,  was  $9,011,- 
182  —  emphasizing  this  as  the  largest  balance  at  the  end  of  any  previous 
year. 

Nearly  $8,000,000  of  it  belongs  to  the  state  highway  fund  and  must 
be  spent  for  state  highway  purposes.  The  high  condition  of  this  ftmd 
is  due  to  the  extensive  retardation  of  highway  work  in  recent  years. 

The  only  part  of  the  balance  quoted  by  my  predecessor  that  is  usable 
for  general  state  expenses  is  $931,063.78  —  the  general  fund  balance  on 
June  30th,  1920.  This  is  the  amount  to  which  the  general  fund  has 
dropped  from  a  balance  of  $7,026,301.98,  which  it  contained  on  De- 
cember 31,  1 91 2.  It  shows  the  crying  need  for  the  exercise  of  the  most 
rigid  economy  by  the  government. 

TAXATION. 

The  cities  of  Ohio  for  years  have  labored  under  serious  handicaps 
financially,  due  chiefly  to  their  rapid  growth,  the  increase  generally  of 
the  cost  of  all  commodities  and  labor  and  the  failure  of  the  tax  revenue 
to  keep  pace  with  the  changed  conditions. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  rural  communities  must  not  be  expected  to 
pay,  in  increased  taxation,  any  part  of  the  cost  of  operating  the  govern- 
ment of  the  metropolitan  centers.  It  would  be  highly  unjust  to  the  farmer 
to  saddle  on  him  a  burden  of  this  kind.  No  solution  of  the  cities'  finan- 
cial problems  is  to  be  considered  which  would  compel  the  agricultural 
elements  to  help  support  the  cities.  The  principle  of  the  Smith  one  per 
cent  tax  law  must  continue  to  safeguard  against  such  a  possibility. 

An  effective  solution  of  the  pressing  problem  of  the  cities,  with  the 
farmer  rigidly  protected,  is  to  be  found,  however,  through  application 
of  the  principle  of  Home  Rule  in  taxation.  Under  the  application  of  it, 
the  people  of  Home  Rule  in  taxation.  Under  the  application  of  it,  the 
people  of  each  community  have  the  right  to  declared  by  their  vote 
whether,  and  if  so  how  much,  they  wish  to  tax  themselves  in  excess  of 
the  Smith  law  limitation,  for  the  effective  maintenance  of  the  various 
municipal  activities. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  the  establishment  of  the  principle  of 
Home  Rule  in  Taxation  be  given  immediate  consideration  by  the  General 
Assembly,  with  a  view  to  early  enactment  of  law  that  it  will  carry  it  into 
effect  so  far  as  it  is  now  possible  under  the  state  constitution. 

There  is  now  no  longer  a  wet  and  dry  problem.  For  the  people  have 
spoken.  They  have  definitely  disposed  of  that  question.  It  is  now  the 
duty  of  all  public  officials  strictly  to  carry  out  the  people's  mandate  by 
an  iron-handed  policy  in  the  enforcement  of  all  laws. 

A  year  ago,  the  83rd  General  Assembly  enacted  House  Bill  No.  620, 
commonly  called  the  Crabbe  Act,  designed  to  prohibit  the  liquor  traffic 
and  to  provide  for  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  such  prohibi- 
tion. This  measure  was  submitted  to  a  referendum  of  the  people  last 
November,  was  approved  by  the  voters,  and  is  now  the  law. 

This  measure  leaves  the  matter  of  enforcement  entirely  to  local 
officials  in  the  various  communities.  I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that 
because  of  this  localization  of  enforcement,  the  most  effective  results  are 
not  to  be  obtained  under  the  law  as  it  now  stands.  It  is  certain  to  lead 
to  a  kind  of  enforcen\ent  that  will  vary  in  degree  and  effectiveness  in 
different  localities. 
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With  the  will  of  the  people  with  reference  to  the  traffic  expressed 
at  the  polls,  the  state  government  is  now  looked  to  for  its  abolishment. 
Every  possibility  of  laxity  in  the  liquor  law  enforcement,  whether  state- 
wide or  locally,  must  be  eliminated. 

The  accomplishment  of  this  result  lies  in  uniformly  strict  applica- 
tion of  the  Crabbe  Aq^in  every  section.  Such  uniformity  of  policy  and 
practice,  I  believe,  can  oe  assured  only  by  placing  the  task  of  enforcement 
directly  into  the  hands  of  state  authorities,  through  the  creation  of  a 
state  prohibition  enforcement  steaif.  Such  a  working  force,  co-operating 
with  local  and  federal  authorities  in  details,  will  at  once  assure  a  sys- 
tematic carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  Crabbe  Act  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  state,  and  will  give  the  executive  department  of  the  gov- 
ernment, bearing  the  responsibility  of  enforcement,  a  direct  and  definite 
means  with  which  to  discharge  it. 

I,  therefore,  urgently  recommend  that  legislation  be  enacted  pro- 
viding for  the  establishment,  as  a  part  of  the  administrative  machinery 
of  the  state  government,  of  a  prohibition  enforcement  bureau  coupled 
with  a  steaff  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Crabbe  Act. 

PENAL    INSTITUTIONS. 

The  menace  to  society  from  indiscriminate  discharge  of  habitual 
law-breakers  demands  an  attitude  of  firmness  in  dealing  with  prisoners 
in  our  penal  institutions.  Experience  of  recent  years  indicates  that  a 
large  proportion  of  prisoners  who  are  granted  clemency  use  their  regained 
freedom  to  re-embark  upon  their  career  of  crime.  It  will  be  the  policy 
of  this  administration  to  halt  to  free  an  application  of  the  pardoning 
power  and  to  restrict  the  granting  of  freedom  of  prisoners,  before  the 
expiration  o  their  terms,  to  the  fewest  and  most  clearly  meritorious 
cases. 

GOOD  ROADS. 

The  condition  of  Ohio's  highway  system,  and  the  economic  effect 
which  can  be  directly  traced  from  it  upon  the  farmer,  and  the  consumer 
of  his  products,  is  a  subject  which  deserves  and  demands  our  closest  at- 
tention. Similarly,  industry  to-day,  through  the  coming  of  the  automobile 
truck  as  a  widely  used  method  of  transportation,  has  a  vital  interest  in 
the  good  roads  problem. 

Wnth  respect  to  highway  policies  pursued  heretofore,  I  am, satisfied 
that  the  most  efficient  methods  have  not  been  used  in  the  construction 
of  state  highways,  and  consequently,  the  best  results  to  which  the  people 
are  entitled,  have  not  been  obtained. 

This  question  is  closely  related  to  the  system  of  marketing  upon 
which  the  marketer  must  rely  to  find  an  outlet  for  his  products  to  the 
consumer.  This  system  has  in  great  measure  broken  down,  and  has 
resulted  in  huge  quantities  of  foodstuffs  going  to  waste  on  the  farm,  in 
part  because  of  the  inability  of  the  farmer,  due  to  condition  of  roads, 
to  move  and  dispose  of  everything  he  has  produced. 

A  more  effective  marketing  system  is  of  the  most  pressing  need, 
and  every  effort  in  that  direction  will  receive  the  aid  and  encouragement 
of  the  state  administration.  The  immediate  result  of  an  improvement 
in  the  system  is  bound  to  be  lower  prices  to  the  consumer  and  increased 
profits  to  the  farmer.

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The  first  essential  to  a  betterment  of  the  marketing  system  lies  in 
good  roads  which  will  form  the  connecting  linl  between  farmer  and 
consumer  and  eliminate  waste  of  food. 

I,  therefore,  feel  that  an  inquiry  should  be  conducted  to  determine 
such  plan  of  highway  development  as  will  most  effectively  serve  to  im- 
prove the  marketing  system,  and  that  such  legislation  as  will  be  necessary 
in  that  direction  be  enacted.  A  program  of  road  construction  must  be 
decided  on  which  makes  it  possible  to  build  and  complete  main  thorough- 
fares first. 

LEGISLATION    FOR   ALL   THE    PEOPLE. 

Enactment  of  only  such  legislation,  the  purpose  of  which  is  clearly 
in  the  interest  of  the  public  generally,  should  be  considered  by  the  legis- 
lature. Class  legislation  or  nieasures  in  behalf  of  special  interests  are 
to  be  discouraged  in  every  way  possible. 

Every  effort  should  be  made  to  stop  professional  lobbyists'  activities. 
Conversely,  it  should  be  of  first  consideration  that  the  closest  touch  with 
the  people  themselves  be  esteablished  in  order  that  all  Igislation  enacted 
be  a  direct  reflection  of  thir  will. 

The  public  in  these  times  of  reconstruction  is  particularly  concerned 
in  the  decided  increase  in  unemployment.  To  cope  with  this  situation, 
laws  should  be  considered  as  will  tend  to  encourage  sof  ar  as  possible, 
the  business  enterprise  of  the  state  (  and  bring  about  the  earliest  return 
to  normal  conditions. 

BLUE  SKY  LAWS. 

The  state  for  some  time  has  been  flooded  with  an  avalanche  of 
worthless  securities,  and  of  others  that  are  worth  a  great  deal  less  than 
they  are  being  represented.  These  wildcatting  operations  in  stocks  of 
no,  or  doubtful,  value  have  cost  the  people  of  Ohio  huge  sums  in  the 
last  few  years,  and  a  rich  harvest  has  been  reaped  at  their  expense  by 
unscrupulous  promoters  of  such  securities. 

Whether  the  cause  is  to  be  found  in  the  lack  of  stringency  of  the 
blue  sky  laws,  or  in  their  enforcement,  prompt  action  must  be  taken  for 
the  protection  of  the  public  against  promoters  of  fraudulent  schemes. 
If  the  law  is  lax  there  must  be  teeth  put  in  it.  In  the  matter  of  enforce- 
ment, investigation  of  proposed  stock  selling  schemes  must  be  made  so 
rigid  that  none  but  clearly  legitimate  and  sound  enterprises  will  be  able 
to  dispose  of  their  stock  to  the  people  of  Ohio. 

workmen's   compensation    LAW. 

A  great  step  forward  was  taken  by  the  last  General  Assembly  in 
making  compulsory  the  operation  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act. 
The  protection  of  the  workmen's  interests  afforded  by  this  law  must  be 
still  further  extended  to  supply  a  need,  the  fulfillment  of  which  is  urgent. 
A  person  who  is  rendered  unfit  for  work  by  a  disease  growing  directly 
out  of  the  occupation  in  which  he  is  engaged,  is  as  much  entitled  to  com- 
pensation as  is  the  man  who  is  injured  at  his  work. 

The  inclusion  of  occupational  diseases  as  a  basis  for  such  com- 
pensation under  the  law,  is  recommended. 

The  practical  application  of  the  benefits  of  the  act  now  frequently 
leads  to  delays.  A  person  entitled  to  such  benefits  is  usually  in  urgent 
need  of  them.  Every  effort  must  be  made  to  eliminate  delays  and  to 
make  certain  of  prompt,  final  disposition  of  all  cases. 
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AMERICANIZATION. 

There  is  a  double  responsibility  we  owe  with  respect  to  those  who 
come  to  our  state  from  foreign  lands.  Our  duty  to  help  them  is  in  part 
to  the  newcomers,  and  in  part  to  the  commonwealth  and  to  the  nation. 

In  dealing  with  this  problem,  all  action  should  be  with  a  view  to 
encouraging  and  helping  those  of  foreign  birth,  to  acquire  a  thorough 
knowledge,  of  our  institutions,  our  laws,  our  language  and  our  history. 
They  should  be  aided  to  become  real  Americans  in  the  briefest  time 
possible. 

Large  parts  of  the  populations  of  our  big  cities  are  composed  of 
persons  of  foreign  origin.  I  urge,  that  adequate  provisions  be  made  for 
carrying  on  such  Americanization  work  on  a  broad  scale,  and  thus  help 
stamp  out  Bolshevism  and  anarchy.  As  Governor  it  will  be  my  endeavor 
to  make  the  steate  an  unhealthy  place  for  bolshevists  and  anarchists. 

EDUCATION. 

In  Ohio  State  University,  the  commonwealth  has  an  educational 
institution  which  should  become  the  largest  and  best  state  university  in 
the  United  States.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  development  of  the  institu- 
tion in  recent  years,  and  I  desire  specially  to  ask  the  co-operation  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  the  effort  which  I  propose  to  make  to  help  Ohio 
State  University  attain  that  goal  in  the  not  too  far  distant  future. 

Equal  attention  should  be  given  to  the  other  institutions  of  education 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  every  effort  made  so  to  develop  them  that 
their  facilities  will  be  constantly  improved,  and  their  benefits  made  avail- 
able to  an  ever-increasing  number.  In  that  connection,  some  provision 
should  be  made  for  library  facilities  in  rural  districts  where  they  are 
now  wholly  lacking. 

PERFORMANCE  OF   ALL    PLEDGES. 

I  specially  commend  to  the  consideration  of  the  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  the  various  pledges  embodied  in  the  Republican  State 
platform  and  ask  their  help  toward  the  fullest  compliance  with  them. 
I  deem  the  performance  of  these  party  promises  as  a  solemn  duty  to 
which  we  are  pledged,  and  the  performance  of  which  calls  for  our  best 
efforts. 

ADJOURNMENT    OF   LEGISLATURE. 

In  the  interest  of  economy,  and  in  order  that  the  benefits  of  the 
work  of  this  Legislature  may  be  available  as  soon  as  possible,  I  ask  that 
everything  be  done  to  hasten  the  work  of  this  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  to  allow  adjournment  at  the  earliest  date. 

There  appears  to  have  been  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  some  of  the 
past  Legislatures  that  a  record  could  only  be  established  by  the  enact- 
ment of  a  multiplicity  of  law.  I  am  inclined  to  the  belief  the  people  have 
the  conviction,  which  I  share,  that  enactment  of  fewer  laws,  but  with 
a  greater  consideration  of  their  value  in  meeting  specific  problems,  would 
effect  an  immensely  higher  record.  I  wish  to  urge,  therefore,  that  only 
such  laws  be  enacted  as  are  required  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  state. 

Further  I  request  the  fullest  co-operation  of  the  General  Assembly, 
and  of  every  member  personally,  in  the  plans  and  policies  upon  which 
this  administration  proposes  to  carry  forward  its  work  to  the  end  that 
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there  may  be  a  singleness  of  purpose  in  the  fulfillment  of  the  high  duty 
with  which  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  have  honored  us. 

Our  performance  of  that  duty  will  be  approached  with  the  de- 
termination, in  all  official  acts,  always  to  reflect  the  will  of  the  people 
and  carefully  to  watch  their  interests.  And  finally,  for  the  performance 
of  that  duty  in  the  most  effective  manner,  I  appeal  for  the  co-operation 
of  the  people  and  humbly  invoke  the  blessing  of  Divine  Providence.

SPECIAL  MESSAGE  OF  HARRY  L.  DAVIS, 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 

ON  THE  SUBJECT  OF  STATE  TAXATION 
To  the  84th  General  Assembly,  March  15,  1921. 

To  the  People  of  Ohio  and  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly: 

Mindful  of  the  great  shortcomings  of  the  taxation  system  of  Ohio 
in  justly  and  equitably  adjusting  the  heavy  tax  burden  which  the  people 
are  bearing,  I  conceive  it  to  be  one  of  the  highest  and  most  immediately 
urgent  duties  of  the  state  government  to  spare  no  effort  in  meeting  such 
a  serious  situation,  promptly  and  effectively. 

I  believe  that  all  possible  attention  and  effort,  together  with  the 
state's  most  expert  knowledge  should  be  centered  on  this  problem,  in 
order  that  Ohio's  taxing  difficulties  which  hace  prevailed  for  many  years, 
may  be  solved  in  a  way  that  will  give  the  people  lasting  protection  from 
the  present  evils. 

It  was  with  this  thought  that  I  appointed  a  citizen's  taxation  com- 
mittee several  weeks  ago  to  steudy  this  subjecvt  and  make  recommenda- 
tions. I  now  have  the  report  of  this  committee,  which  I  herewith  beg 
formally  to  transmit  to  the  General  Assembly  for  its  information. 

This  committee  entered  upon  its  deliberations  on  February  15th.  It 
undertook  a  most  exhaustive  study  of  the  taxation  situation  in  all  its 
aspects,  day  and  evening  sessions  being  held  almost  continuously  until 
the  completion  of  a  report  a  few  days  past. 

WORK   AND   personnel   OF   COMMITTEE. 

In  appointing  the  citizen's  taxation  committee,  it  was  considered 
that  the  extraordinary  importance  of  the  problem  at  hand  and  its  direct 
effect  upon  the  people  of  the  state,  demanded  a  study  of  the  subject  from 
the  ground  up  by  some  of  the  best  and  most  representativ  mfen  to  be 
found  in  Ohio.  I  felt  that  the  members  of  the  committee  should  be  men 
well-versed  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  taxation  and  the  Ohio  situa- 
tion and  its  causes  in  particular.     I  was  further  impressed  with  the 
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idea  that  some  of  the  committee  should  represent  the  important  separate 
elements  specially  affected  by  taxation,  namely  business  interests  and 
the  agricultural  industry,  while  the  others  should  represent  the  general 
public,  so  that  the  collective  judgment  of  the  committee  might  as  nearly 
as  possible,  be  expressive  of  all  the  taxpayers'  standpoints. 

With  this  thought  in  nrind,  the  following  committee  was  named :

These  men  performed  this  service  for  the  people  without  cost,  freely 
gave  their  time  and  paid  their  own  expenses.  In  the  course  of  their 
survey  of  the  tax  problem,  they  called  in  and  prepared  the  advice  of  the 
leading  taxation  experts  in  the  state,  in  .order  that  every  view  and  sug- 
gestion for  improvement  of  the  present  system  might  be  made  available 
and  given  consideration. 

The  result  of  their  weeks  of  study  is  embodied  in  the  accompanying 
report. 

THE  NEED  OF  TA      REFORM. 

There  has  been  a  conspicuous  lack  of  oven  an  attempt  on  the  part  of 
former  state  administrations,  to  give  the  people  a  system  of  taxation  that 
would  meet  the  test  of  the  public  interest  and  requirements.  It  is  my 
urgment  desire  that  the  84th  General  Assembly  make  an  earnest  effort 
to  provide  a  satisfactory  remedy  for  the  difficulties  which  now  attend 
our  tax  situation. 

The  matter  of  taxes  has  become  a  most  serious  problem  about  which 
I  believe  the  people  of  Ohio  are  deeply  concerned. 

One  of  the  chief  causes  of  the  existing  highly  unsatisfactory  condi- 
tions was  the  failure  when  the  Smith  one  per  cent  tax  law  was  enacted 
m  191 1,  to  have  at  the  same  time  a  law  passed,  more  rigidly  limiting  the 
creation  of  public  debt  in  any  locality.  Because  there  was  not  more 
stringent  limitation  of  debt,  various  localities  have  been  creating  large 
bonded  indebtedness.  This  compelled  those  communities  to  use  funds 
intended  under  the  Smith  law  for  operating  expenses,  for  the  payment 
of  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  on  such  indebtedness.  Having  thus 
created  a  shortage  in  their  operating  funds,  they  had  to  resort  to  further 
borrowing  by  issuance  of  short  time  notes  and  deficiency  bonds.  This 
plunged  such  communities  still  deeper  in  debt. 

Another  great  cause  for  the  shortage  in  operating  funds  was  the 
large  increase  in  cost  of  all  commodities  and  labor,  and  the  rapid  growth 
of  cities,  all  combining  to  increase  local  governmental  cost. 
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Failure  of  enforcement  of  the  uniform  rule  in  the  constitution  has 
contributed  in  no  small  part  to  the  existing  situation. 

PERMANENT  REMEDY  NEEDED. 

This  administration  has  not  failed  to  realize  the  emergency  brought 
on  by  these  conditions,  and  the  burdensome  effects  they  have  had  upon 
the  people.  But  we  have  also  realized  that  in  dealing  with  them,  the  mere 
recourse  to  stop-gap  remedies  sush  as  have  been  resorted  to  heretofore 
is  merely  postponing  the  ultimate  day  of  reckoning  and  is  simply  saddling 
upon  the  people  a  double  burden. 

Realizing  this,  this  administration  has  given  particular  consideration 
to  the  subject,  with  the  aim  of  promoting  the  establishment  of  a  system 
of  taxation  for  Ohio  that  will  embody  the  principle  of  permanency,  and 
will  have  the  elements  of  soundness,  and  justice  aid  fairness  to  the 
people. 

Continuation  of  the  existing  plan  would  mean(  in  plain  words,  our 
complete  forgetfulness  and  disregard  of  our  responsibilities  to  posterity, 
and  the  passing  on  to  our  children  as  their  heritage,  of  a  crushing  debt 
problem. 

I  feel  I  am)  not  presumptuous  when  I  say  that  the  people  of  Ohio 
wish  to  leave  no  such  legacy,  but  that  they  desire  as  quickly  as  possible 
a  correction  of  the  taxation  system  as  will  put  the  financial  affairs  of 
the  state  on  a  sound  basis,  and  distribute  the  cost  of  government  equit- 
ably among  the  people. 

Only  a  system  is  to  be  considered  that  will  assure  a  constant  ad- 
herence to  a  "pay-as-you-go"  policy  in  governmental  operation,  whether 
state,  city,  county,  or  other  subdivision,  and  that  will  effectually  safe- 
guard against  the  necessity  of  incurring  debt  for  the  ordinary  "household" 
expense  of  government. 

These  are  the  thoughts  we  have  in  mind  in  referring  to  the  General 
Assembly  the  recommendations  of  the  citizens'  taxation  committee,  for 
which  we  ask  careful  consideration  by  both  Houses.  At  the  same  time, 
we  reitterate  the  importance  to  the  public  that  legislation  be  enacted  at 
this  session  that  will  meet  the  problem.

SPECIAL  MESSAGE  OF  HARRY  L  DAVIS, 

Governor  of  Ohio, 

84th  General  Assembly,  on  the  Subject  of 

STATE  TAXATION, 
April  30TH,  192 1. 

To  the  Members  of  the  General  Asse^nhly: 

When  this  administration  came  into  office,  I  took  occasion,  in  out- 
lining to  your  Honorable  Body  the  various  State  problems  awaiting  dis- 
position, to  refer  to  the  highly  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  general 
taxation  situation  in  Ohio,  and  to  the  need  of  an  exhaustive  study  of 
the  subject  so  that  the  people  of  the  State  might  be  given  a  more  just 
and  equitable  system  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 
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Subsequent  to  this,  in  an  endeavor  to  be  of  the  utmost  assistance 
in  the  speedy  determination  of  a  sound,  permanent  taxation  program  for 
enactment  into  law,  I  named  a  committee  of  representative  citizens  to 
make  a  special  study  of  the  problem.  This  convnittee  subsequently  made 
certain  recommendations  which  were  transmitted  to  the  General  Assembly 
for  its  consideration. 

The  citizens'  committee  became  convinced  that  the  State's  best  hope 
for  permanent  improvement  in  the  taxation  situation  as  viewed  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  entire  public,  lay  in  the  adoption  of  one  of  two 
plans.  As  the  first  alternative,  they  recommended  strict  enforcement  of 
the  present  uniform  rule,  if  that  was  found  to  be  possible.  If  not,  they 
urged  amendment  of  the  constitution,  first,  to  abolish  that  rule;  second, 
to  esteablish  an  income  and  inheritance  tax,  and  third,  to  limit  definitely 
the  property  tax  to  15  mills.  They  further  advised  a  constitution^ 
amendment,  establishing  strict  debt  limitation  in  every  taxing  district. 

I  realize  that  the  efforts  of  the  General  Assembly  to  work  out  a 
solution  that  will  meet  all  contingencies  have  been  earnest  and  unceasing. 
But  with  the  present  session  nearing  its  close,  the  urgency  of  prompt 
action  on  taxation  becomes  increasingly  apparent. 

Previous  Legislatures  attempted  to  meet  the  situation  by  adopting 
makeshift  laws.  The  gross  inadequacy  and  unsatisfactoriness  of  such 
a  plan  have  been  amply  demonstrated  by  experience. 

On  the  whole,  there  is  a  situation  which  makes  the  subject  of  de- 
vising a  suitable  taxation  system  by  far  the  most  important  task  now 
awaiting  performance  by  the  General  Assembly.  Where  the  present 
system  has  broken  down,  where  it  has  proved  mequitable,  burdensome 
and  generally  unadapted  to  present  conditions,  it  must  be  changed  by 
the  adoption  of  principles  that  will  correct  these  defects. 

THE  REMEDIES. 

It  is  my  own  view  that  the  recommendations  of  the  citizens'  taxa- 
tion committee  above  reiterated  present  what  is  the  best  solution  of  the 
jroblem  and  that  their  enactment  into  law,  on  the  .basis  of  either  of  the 
two  alternative  propositions  put  forth,  would  best  meet  the  situation. 
This  citizens'  committee  of  nine  members,  it  is  to  be  remembered,  rep- 
resented every  element  affected  by  the  problem.  Notwithstanding  their 
conflicting  interests,  they  were  able  to  come  to  a  imanimous  agreement  - 
an  achievement  which  in  itself  is  a  record.  Their  ability  to  come  to  such 
an  agreement  convinces  me  that  their  plan  would  be  acceptable  to  the 
people  if  submitted  to  them  at  the  next  election. 

A  measure  which  I  believe  would  therefore  most  nearly  fit  the  State's 
requirements  because  of  its  close  conformity  with  the  citizens'  commit- 
tee proposals,  is  the  Dunn  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  10,  still  held  in 
committee.  Under  it  a  constitutional  amendment  is  called  for,  pro- 
viding for  levying  of  taxes  on  property  according  to  its  true  value  in 
money,  and  limiting  the  aggregate  rate  to  12  mills,  outside  of  municipal 
-orporations  and  to  15  mills  within  them.  Rates  in  excess  of  these  would 
have  to  be  authorized  within  a  taxing  district  for  specific  purposes,  by 
a  majority  vote  of  all  voting  at  a  regular  election.  It  would  limit  the 
State  tax  to  i  mill. 

If  the  Legislature  finds  it  impossible  to  agree  upon  a  system  based 
on  the  citizens'  committee  recommendations,  the  imperative  necessity  of 
the  enactment  at  this  session  of  effectual  tax  relief  Legislation  of  some 
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kind  demands  consideration  of  other  possible  solutions  as  proposed  in 
other  pending  measures. 

As  a  matter  of  procedure,  in  approaching  the  question  of  the  adop- 
tion of  a  definiteplan,  I  recommend  that  the  two  branches  of  the  General 
Assembly  immediately  join  in  efforts  looking  to  agreement  upon  a  fixed 
policy. 

One  of  the  pending  proposals  is  embodied  in  the  so-called  Whitte- 
more  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  31,  calling  for  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment providing  for  property  to  be  taxed  by  rules  and  methods  fijced  by 
law,  and  creating  a  maximum  of  15  mills  in  rural  districts,  and  of  18 
mills  within  municipalities.  It  provides  for  exceeding  those  rates  by 
majority  vote  of  those  voting  on  the  proposition  in  the  district. 

Another  taxation  remedy  is  proposed  in  the  so-called  Fonts  House 
Joint  Resolution  No.  33,  proposing  a  constitutional  amendment  to  estab- 
lish a  minimum  levy  rate  of  5  mills  on  moneys,  credits,  investments  in 
bonds,  stocks,  joint  stock  companies,  according  to  their  true  value  in 
money,  and  by  uniform  rule;  also  that  all  real  and  other  personal  prop- 
erty, except  as  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  taxed  by  uniform  rule  and 
according  to  its  true  value  in  money. 

While  as  stated,  I  am  most  strongly  in  favor  of  the  citizens*  com- 
mittee plan  —  if  the  Legislature  finds  itself  unable  to  take  favorable 
action  on  the  citizens'  report  as  slightly  modified  by  the  Dunn  Resolu- 
tion—  it  is  still  of  the  utmost  importance  that  a  taxation  measure  be 
enacted  as  o  as  to  obtain  what  will  be  the  next  best  possible  solution. 

I  believe  there  is  a  good  deal  of  merit  in  both  the  Whittemore  and 
Fonts  resolutions,  and  that  the  principles  underlying  them  or  the  Dunn 
resolution,  form  a  general  basis  for  a  satisfactory  taxation  system. 
While  it  may  be  found  necessary  by  the  General  Assembly  to  amend 
either  one  of  the  three  resolutions  slightly,  submission  to  the  people  for 
the  ir  approval  of  a  constitutional  amendment  based  on  either  one  or 
all  three  of  these  measures  should  be  obtained. 

I  desire  therefore  most  earnestly  to  urge  the  General  Assembly  to 
determine  definitely  to  take  such  Legislative  action  on  the  tax  question 
before  adjournment  as  will  fulfill  the  pledges  made  to  the  people.

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TALLEY  RESOLUTION. 
83rd  Assembly,  1919. 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  13,  introduced  by  Chairman  C.  F.  Talley 
of  the  House  Public  Health  committee,  is  as  follows : 

H.  J.  R.  No.  13.  —  Providing  for  a  survey  and  study  of  hospital 
facilities  by  the  State  Department  of  Health. 

Whereas,  The  recent  influenza  epidemic  indicated  in  an  alarming 
manner  the  inadequate  facilities  of  this  state  for  the  care  of  the  sick;  and 

Whereas,  Many  lives  were  lost  which  could  have  been  saved  with 
facilities  for  proper  care;  and 

Whereas,  The  state  should  be  prepared  to  meet  any  further  recur- 
rence of  such  situations;  therefore. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  State  Department  of  Health  shall  make  a  survey  and  study  of  the 
present  hospital  and  dispensary  facilities  of  the  state  and  make  recom- 
mendations for  such  legislative  action  as  is  necessary  to  bring  about  a 
closer  working  relation  between  so-called  private  hospitals  and  dispen- 
saries and  the  state ;  and  such  further  recommendations  as  are  necessary 
for  the  development  of  existing  hospital  and  dispensary  facilities  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  sick. 

This  resolution  was  introduced  January  23  and  was  passed  unani- 
mously by  both  houses. 

PRELIMINARY  STATEMENT. 

The  large  number  of  bills  introduced  in  the  82nd  General  Assembly, 
1917,  making  various  provisions  for  the  care  of  the  sick,  prompted  the 
governor  to  appoint  a  voluntary  committee  to  study  the  laws  and  statis- 
tics relating  to  the  healing  arts,  with  the  view  of  presenting  to  the  suc- 
ceeding assembly  necessary  technical  data  not  then  available  as  a  basis  of 
intelligent  action.  As  related  to  hospitals  this  committee  was  charged 
specifically  with  making  a  survey  of  "the  present  system  of  laws  relating 
to  the  incorporation,  licensing,  inspection,  supervision  and  registration 
of  public  and  private  hospitals." 

As  a  result  of  the  work  of  this  committee  the  following  recommenda- 
tions were  made  in  a  report  under  date  of  January  4,  1919: 

I.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Health  be  empowered  to  define  and 
classify  hospitals  and  dispensaries  and  that  all  hospitals  and  dispensaries 
be  required  to  register  with  and  report  annually  to  the  State  Department 
of  Health. 

II.  That  the  State  Department  of  Health  be  instructed  to  "make  a 
*  *  *  study  of  the  present  hospital  and  dispensary  facilities  of  the 
state  and  make  recommendations  for  such  legislative  action  as  is  neces- 
sary to  bring  about  a  closer  working  relation  between  *  *  *  private 
hospitals  and  dispensaries  and  the  state;    *    *    *     *" 

III.  That  a  Bureau  of  Hospitals  be  established  in  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Health  to  discharge  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  recommenda- 
tions. 
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The  first  recommendation  was  incorporated  in  the  Kryder  Bill  which 
was  passed  by  the  83rd  Assembly,  1919,  and  became  a  law.  Recommenda- 
tion II  was  incorporated  in  the  Talley  Resolution  which  was  adopted  by 
the  same  Assembly  and  a  Bureau  of  Hospitals  was  established  in  the 
State  Department  of  Health  by  the  Public  Health  Council  following  a 
favorable  action  of  the  Assembly  on  the  first  two  recommendations. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  DIGEST  OF  DISCUSSION. 

The  Talley  Resolution  specifically  requests: 

1.  A  study  of  the  hospital  and  dispensary  facilities  of  the  state,  and 

2.  Legislative  recommendations  to  bring  about  a  closer  working  re- 
lation between  private  hospitals,  dispensaries  and  the  state. 

The  following  recommendations  are  based  on  conclusions  reached 
as  a  result  of  general  contact  with  the  hospital  field  and  study  of  statistics 
developed  in  the  administration  of  the  Kryder  Act. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

I.  The  State  Department  of  Health,  through  its  Bureau  of  Hos- 
pitals, should  initiate  an  active  campaign  to  extend  the  hospital  and  dis- 
pensary facilities  of  the  state  to  those  communities  where  institutional 
medical  service  is  not  now  available  or  is  obviously  inadequate. 

■ 

DIGEST  OF  DISCUSSION. 

The  present  study  shows  that  twenty-nine  counties  with  a  total 
population  of  700,000  are  without  general  hospital  facilities,  while  the 
facilities  of  fifty  counties  containing  over  forty  per  cent  of  the  state 
population  have  a  bed  capacity  per  thousand  population  less  than  2.30, 
the  state  average,  which  must  be  low  when  many  counties  are  totally 
without  service.  The  establishment  of  county  hospitals  is  provided  for 
under  present  laws  and  should  be  encouraged  in  those  counties  which 
do  not  contain  cities  large  enough  to  justify  a  municipal  institution. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

II.  The  authority  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  to  license 
maternity  hospitals  should  be  extended  to  include  all  hospitals  and  dis- 
pensaries. 

DIGEST  OF  DISCUSSION. 

Ohio  laws  have  never  authorized  effective  public  supervision  of 
private  medical  service  institutions,  which  class  includes  practically  all 
general  hospital  service.  This  situation  has  resulted  in  a  low  average 
standard  of  service  rendered  as  evidenced  by  the  range  of  efficiency 
between  existing  institutions  and  is  attended  by  the  avoidable  loss  of 
human  life. 

Hospitals  and  dispensaries  constitute  a  class  of  institution  accurately 
described  as  public  utilities  of  highest  order  and  as  such  are  proper  sub- 
jects for  public  supervision.  Public  supervision  of  these  institutions  con- 
templates the  fixing  and  enforced  observance  of  minimum  standards  and 
regulations  through  a  system  of  licensure  and  inspection.  Progressive 
hospital  authorities  and  public  health  officials  are  agreed  that  such  pro- 
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cedure  is  necessary  if  the  public  welfare  and  hospital  interests  are  to  be 
conserved. 

The  lack  of  any  uniform  conception  of  hospital  functions  and  the 
relation  of  the  hospital  to  other  state  supervised  activities  demands  that 
supervision  be  effected    through  a  state  central  agency. 

The  inherent  relation  between  the  hospital  and  the  public  health  and 
present  existing  relations  point  to  the  State  Department  of  Health  as 
the  proper  supervising  agency. 

m 

RECOMMENDATION. 

III.  The  cost  of  the  supervision  of  existing  hospitals  and  dispen- 
saries should  be  borne  by  the  institutions  proposed  to  supervise  by  in- 
corporating in  the  law  a  differential  schedule  of  license  fees  to  be  charged. 

DIGEST  OF  DISCUSSION. 

From  the  financial  standpoint  private  hospitals  are  generally  sui>- 
ported  by  the  local  public,  through  voluntary  gifts  and  subscriptions,  and 
it  may  be  assumed  that  the  cost  of  public  supervision  which  is  designed 
to  provide  a  higher  standard  of  hospital  service  is  a  legitimate  charge 
against  only  those  communities  having  liospitals.  The  support  of  public 
supervision  of  hospitals  out  of  state  funds  raised  by  taxation  would  pre- 
suppose the  use  of  such  funds  for  the  benefit  of  the  \yhole  public,  where- 
as the  direct  benefits  to  follow  the  supervision  of  existing  medical  service 
institutions  accrue  only  to  those  localities  in  which  hospital  or  dispensary 
service  is  available.  Many  county-wide  areas  do  not  have  institutional 
medical  service. 

Statutory  limit  upon  the  license  fee  to  be  charged  is  an  advisable, 
if  not  a  necessary  provision. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

IV.  The  tuberculosis  hospital  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to 
permit  counties  having  a  population  of  50,000  or  over  to  establish  tuber- 
culosis hospitals  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Department  of  Health 
and  to  provide  that  county  tuberculosis  hospitals  shall  be  under  the  ad- 
ministration of  a  board  of  trustees. 

DIGEST  OF  DISCUSSION. 

Several  counties  have  expressed  the  desire  to  establish  county  hos- 
pitals for  tuberculosis  for  which  the  present  law  makes  no  provision. 
The  present  law  which  limits  the  establishment  of  tuberculosis  hospitals 
outside  of  municipalities  to  districts  composed  of  two  to  ten  counties 
has  resulted  in  an  increase  of  only  350  beds  for  twenty-two  counties  in 
eight  years. 

In  a  population  of  50,000  there  are  between  50  and  75  deaths  an- 
nually from  tuberculosis  with  five  to  ten  times  this  number  of  cases  always 
existing.  This  number  of  cases  for  adequate  hospitalization  requires  a 
fifty-bed  institution  which  is  believed  to  be  the  smallest  unit  that  can  be 
efficiently  maintained  with  economy. 

The  special  and  technical  knowledge  required  for  hospital  establish- 
ment and  operation  renders  administration  by  a  board  of  trustees  espe- 
cially appointed  for  the  purpose  advisable. 
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RECOM  MENDATION. 

V.  The  legislature  should  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  State 
Department  of  Health  annually  a  sum  of  $5000  to  be  used  in  carrying 
out  a  program  of  hospital  and  dispensary  extension. 

'  DIGEST  OF  DISCUSSION. 

The  State  Department  of  Health  recognizes  two  important  public 
obligations  in  the  question  of  hospitalization: 

1.  Extension  of  hospital  facilities. 

2.  Raising  the  standard  of  hospital  performance. 

.While  the  benefits  of  supervising  existing  institutions  may  be  con- 
sidered to  be  largely  limited  to  those  localities  in  which  service  now  exists, 
the  extension  of  hospital  facilities  is  for  the  whole  public  good,  and  a 
legitimate  expenditure  of  funds  originating  in  taxation.  An  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  would  be  used  in  creating  local  sentiment  favorable  to 
the  establishment  or  extension  of  public  or  private  charitable  hospitals 
and  dispensaries.  The  appropriation  recommended  is  a  modest  sum  in 
view  of  the  need  of  institutional  medical  service  in  certain  communities. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

VI.  The  incorporation  of  hospitals  should  be  contingent  upon  the 
approval  of  the  State  Department  of  Health. 

DIGEST  OF  DISCUSSION. 

Present  laws  do  not  provide  for  the  thorough  investigation  of  the 
character  of  individuals  proposing  to  incorporate  a  hospital  or  of  the 
public  need  of  additional  facilities  in  the  community  where  the  institu- 
tion is  to  be  established.  The  serious  relation  of  the  hospital  to  public 
welfare,  the  maintenance  of  desirable  hospital  standards  and  public 
economy  urge  that  such  investigations  be  made  and  that  a  certificate  of 
incorporation  depend  upon  the  outcome  .of  these  investigations.  The 
State  Department  of  Health  being  now  in  direct  contact  with  the  hospital 
field  should  conduct  the  investigations.  Precedent  for  the  legislation 
necessary  to  accomplish  this  procedure  is  found  in  section  1352-2,  General 
Code. 

DISCUSSION. 

The  following  discusses  the  hospital  only  from  the  viewpoint  of  its 
primary  function,  that  of  caring  for  the  sick.  Study  of  its  other  im- 
I>ortant,  and  scarcely  secondary,  function,  as  an  educational  institution 
for  the  medical  and  nursing  professions  was  not  deemed  essential  for 
the  purpose  of  the  Talley  Resolution. 

I.    HOSPITAL  FACILITIES. 

•  The  total  hospital  facilities  of  the  state  as  shown  by  the  Bureau  of 
Hospitals'  records  developed  in  the  administration  of  the  Kryder  Act 
are  expressed  in  the  following  table:

In  this  table  all  public  and  private  institutions  for  the  care  of  in- 
curable chronic  as  well  as  acute  conditions  are  included  under  a  broad 
tentative  definition  of  the  term  "hospital"  in  an  attempt  to  cover  what 
might  be  conceivably  regarded  as  the  whole  hospital  field. 

Of  the  thirty-eight  institutions  listed  as  active  hospitals  but  not 
registered,  some  are  believed  not  to  come  within  this  definition  while 
others  may  not  be  in  operation.  They  are  being  carried  until  their  status 
can  be  positively  determined. 

As  a  partial  index  of  public  interest  in  the  gene^l  question  of  hos- 
pitalization, Table  II  classifies  registered  hospitals  according  to  public 
or  private  administration,  giving  the  number  of  hosptals  and  beds  avail- 
able in  each  class.

It  will  be  noted  that  63.3%  of  the  registered  hospital  beds  available 
for  all  purposes  are  in  public  institutions,  that  is  in  institutions  owned 
and  operated  by  the  public  through  governmental  channels. 

This  figure  expresses  only  a  measure  of  the  general  public  interest 
in  the  hospital  as  the  private  hospitals  are  largely  supported  by  voluntary 
public  effort  and  include  practically  all  of  that  class  to  which  the  greatest 
public  interest  is  attached.  This  is  the  class  treating  acute  conditions 
which  in  turn  is  largely  composed  of  general  hospitals. 

Consideration  of  the  total  hospital  facilities  is  of  only  general  interest 
in  the  present}  study,  the  main  issue  being  with  those  institutions  devoted 
to  the  care  of  acute  conditions. 

ACUTE  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES. 

The  Talley  Resolution  very  properly  infers  that  the  principal  ques- 
tion in  hospitalization  today  has  to  do  with  that  group  of  hospitals  which 
serve  the  public  in  the  treatment  of  acute  afflictions.  The  public  is  more 
interested  in  this  class  of  hospital  institution  because  it  treats  the  greater 
number  of  individuals  and  further,  in  terms  of  life  and  death,  its  work 

do      S*  J. 
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is  of  more  serious  character.    Private  hospitals  are  especially  mentioned 
in  the  Talley  Resolution  for  two  reasons : 

1 .  The  far  greater  part  of  hospital  bed  capacity  available  for 
the  care  of  acute  cases  is  found  in  private  hospitals. 

2.  Private  hospitals  under  present  laws  are  not  subject  to 
public  regulation,  notwithstanding  their  public  character 
financially  and  the  importance  of  their  relation  to  the  pub- 
lic health. 

Hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases  may  be  general  or  special, 
general  hospitals  admitting  patients  suffering  from  a  wide  variety  of 
conditions,  while  special  hospitals  confine  their  work  to  a  limited  class 
of  diseases  or  conditions  or  possibly  only  one.  Special  hospitals  might 
also  be  considered  as  those  which  confine  their  activities  to  a  limited 
population,  group.  However,  hospitals  here  will  be  considered  as  general 
or  special  on  the  basis  of  medical  function. 

Table  HI  classifies  hospitals  and  their  bed  capacity  registered  for 
the  treatment  of  acute  cases  and  available  for  general  public  use  ac- 
cording to  public  and  private  administration  and  general  or  special 
character.

There  are  available  in  the  acute  hospitals  of  the  state  then  for  general 
public  use  in  hospitals  classified  as  acute,  13,645  beds,  82.3%  of  which  are 
under  private  management.  It  may  also  be  noted  by  reference  to  Table  II 
that  94.4%  of  hospital  capacity  under  private  management  is  for  the 
care  of  acute  cases.  Of  these  13,645  beds  a  certain  number  are  not 
available  for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases  as  some  institutions  listed  in 
the  acute  class  assign  a  number  of  beds  to  the  care  of  chronics  and  in- 
curables and  in  some  instances  for  the  care  of  those  suffering  the  in- 
firmities of  old  age.  Accurate  data  as  to  the  number  of  beds  thus 
utilized  are  not  at  hand  but  from  a  general  knowledge  of  the  situation  it 
is  believed  that  a  generous  estimate  of  the  number  of  beds  available  in 
the  state  for  the  care  of  strictly  acute  conditions  would  be  13,000. 

This  group  of  13,000  beds  then  may  be  regarded  as  the  quantitative 
expression  of  the  hospital  facilities  of  the  state  for  the  purpose  of  the 
Talley  Resolution.  It  is  the  type  of  institution  represented  by  these 
beds  that  is  commonly  regarded  as  furnishing  the  hospital  service  of 
the  local  community  and  any  consistent  study  of  the  whole  hospital  field  in

its  public  relation  must  consider  the  acute  hospitals  as  at  least  the  cen*- 
tral  feature. 

The  relative  extent  to  which  a  community  is  hospitalized  is  com- 
monly measured  by  ratio  of  beds  available  for  general  public  use  in  the 
care  of  acute  conditions  to  the  number  of  population.  For  comparative 
purposes  the  number  of  these  beds  per  thousand  population  is  used.  On 
this  basis  Ohio  has  2.30  beds  per  thousand  population.  This  figure  for 
other  state-wide  areas  is  not  available,  but  recent  studies  of  hospital 
facilities  in  New  York  City,  Cleveland  and  Boston  conclude  that  not  less 
than  five  beds  per  thousand  population  are  needed  to  furnish  adequate 
hospital  facilities  for  these  cities.  As  this  rate  is  the  result  of  urban 
studies,  it  does  not  furnish  a  definite  basis  from  which  to  estimate  the 
existing  shortage  of  hospital  facilities  of  a  state-wide  area  which  must 
consider  a  large  rural  population. 

It  may  reasonably  be  asserted,  however,  notwithstanding  the  variable 
population  composition  of  urban  and  rural  communities,  that  the  discrep- 
ancy between  2.3  and  5  beds  per  thousand  indicates  a  shortage  of  hospital 
beds  in  the  state  and  while  available  data  do  not  justify  an  estimate 
of  what  a  state  rate  should  be,  it  can  be  shown  that  a  considerable  dis- 
parity exists  in  the  distribution  of  existing  facilities  among  the  sub- 
divisions of  the  state  and  that  certain  large  areas  containing  a  goodly 
portion  of  our  population  have  even  less  acute  hospital  service  reasonably 
accessible  than  the  present  state  average  indicates. 

GEOGRAPHICAL  DISTRIBUTION  OF  ACUTE  HOSPITALS. 

The  county,  being  the  largest  commonly  recognized  subdivision  of 
the  state  containing  both  urban  and  rural  population,  forms  the  logical 
basis  for  comparing  the  existing  hospital  facilities  in  different  localities. 

Study  of  Figure  i  and  Tables  S-A  and  5-B,  Appendix  A,  reveals 
that  of  our  eighty-eight  counties  twenty-nine  are  without  a  general  hos- 
pital within  their  borders.  The  population  of  these  counties  is  700,000  or 
about  one-eighth  of  the  total  population  of  the  state. 

The  extent  to  which  our  urban  counties  are  more  adequately  hos- 
pitalized than  the  rural  is  shown  in  Table  IV.

In  the  foregoing  table  urban  counties  are  those  in  which  the  ma- 
jority of  the  county  population  has  residence  in  municipalities  of  25,000 
or  over. 

This  classification  is  based  on  the  theory  that  a  county  may  be  con- 
sidered rural  when  the  theoretical  hospital  requirements  of  its  largest 
city  do  not  warrant  a  hospital  of  sufficient  size  to  permit  of  economical 
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and  efficient  construction  and  operation  without  the  support  and  patron- 
age of  its  rural  population.  The  larger  cities  in  the  country  are  hos- 
pitalized to  the  extent  of  five  beds  per  thousand  population.  Shading  this 
rate  to  four,  a  city  of  25,000  would  require  one  hundred  beds  which  may 
be  considered  the  minimum  for  economy  and  efficiency.  Pursuing  this 
idea,  a  county  for  hospital  purposes  then  is  considered  rural  when  its 
economical  and  efficient  hospitalization  depends  upon  its  rural  population. 

CONCLUSIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

It  may  be  fairly  stated  that  there  is  a  potential  need  for  general 
hospital  facilities  in  all  counties.  This  is  equivalent  to  expressing  the 
opinion  that  rural  communities  should  have  general  hospital  service 
readily  accessible.  It  is  a  practical  certainty  however,  that  were  every 
county  furnished  immediately  with  hospital  facilities  in  a  considerably 
less  ratio  than  five  beds  per  thousand  population,  it  would  be  many  years 
before  those  facilities  would  be  utilized  to  the  extent  they  are  in  urban 
communities  today.  This  situation  calls  for  the  education  of  this  group 
of  our  population  in  the  benefits  of  hospitalization.  This  is  a  strictly 
public  health  activity  to  be  undertaken  by  public  health  organizations, 
official  and  voluntary.  Viewed  in  this  light  an  estimate  of  the  number 
of  hospital  beds  needed  in  the. state  would  be  mere  conjecture  better 
avoided  until  more  local  data  are  available. 

The  recommendation  to  be  made,  therefore,  with  respect  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  hospital  facilities  of  the  state  is  that  an  educational  program 
be  carried  out  in  those  counties  and  communities  deficient  in  hospital 
service  to  establish  or  extend  their  hospital  facilities. 

From  the  public  health  viewpoint  there  is  no.  question  but  there  is 
an  actual  need  of  extended  hospital  facilities  for  the  state.  It  would  be 
difficult  to  conceive  that  one  thousand  people  in  a  rural  community  were 
to  any  great  degree  less  in  need  of  hospital  facilities  than  the  same 
number  in  an  urban  community.  However,  as  between  the  potential 
need  and  the  recognized  need  as  expressed  by  active  interest  and  actual 
demand  there  is  a  great  difference  to  be  reconciled  by  educational 
measures 

II.    ACUTE  HOSPITAL  PERFORMANCE. 

A  comprehensive  discussion  of  hospital  performance  would  take  up 
the  number  of  patients  and  various  conditions  treated,  the  methods,  the 
scientific  scope  of  their  activities,  the  extent  of  their  charitable  work, 
the  follow  up  of  discharged  cases,  dispensary  work,  cost  of  operation 
and  other  more  or  less  important  features  of  hospital  work.  Hospital 
records,  however,  are  not  developed  to  the  point  where  they  furnish 
information  upon  which  to  base  a  discussion  of  this  breadth  for  a  state- 
wide area,  though  some  of  the  more  elementary  features  may  be  shown 
from  the  data  at  hand. 

Table  6,  Appendix  A,  shows  that  144  hospitals  containing  11,541 
beds  reported  188,549  patients  treated  in  the  calendar  year  1919.  The 
total  number  of  beds  in  this  class  is  13,645.  Assuming  that  all  beds 
were  utilized  in  the  same  proportion,  the  total  number  of  patients  treated 
in  that  year  would  be  223,000.  This  is  equal  to  about  four-tenths  of  one 
per  cent  of  the  present  population  of  the  state.

The  number  of  patients,  the  number  of  days  treatment,  the  cost  of 
operation  and  the  bed  capacity  reported  by  the  group  of  hospitals  re- 
porting all  of  these  items  is  shown  in  Table  8,  Appendix  A. 

The  number  of  patients  reported  is  156,303  and  the  nimiber  of  days 
treatment  given  these  patients  is  given  as  1,950,354.  From  this  data  the 
average  number  of  days  treatment  per  patient  is  shown  to  be  12.5. 

The  cost  of  the  156,303  days*  treatment  is  given  as  $7,156,903  or 
$3.61  per  patient  per  day.  This  figure  is  lower  than  the  actual  cost  as 
few  hospitals  include  all  of  their  operating  expenses  in  their  report,  and 
if  there  is  any  tendency  to  over-state  cost  it  is  more  than  offset  by  the 
failure  of  many  others  to  report  their  full  cost. 

The  bed  capacity  of  the  hospitals  included  in  Table  8  is  given  as 
8,635.  This  number  of  beds  offers  a  possible  3,151,775  days'  treatment 
annually,  whereas  the  number  of  days'  treatment  actually  given  is  re- 
ported as  1,950,354  or  61.9%  of  the  total  possible.  The  significance  of 
this  figure  is  that  38.1%  of  existing  acute  hospital  facilities  were  not 
utilized  in  1919.  The  fact  that  a  relatively  large  part  of  available  hos- 
pital capacity  is  unused  might  appear  to  argue  against  hospital  exten- 
sion but  in  view  of  emergencies,  seasonal  and  annual  variation  in  the 
volume  of  sickness,  it  is  impossible  to  provide  only  such  facilities  as  wiH 
be  even  approximately  in  constant  use.  It  should  be  remembered  also  in 
this  relation  that  certain  large  areas  of  the  state  are  totally  without  hos- 
pital service.  It  is  known  that  aside  from  necessary  unused  capacity 
to  care  for  the  variation  in  the  amount  of  sickness,  more  capacity  is  pro- 
vided in  certain  communities  than  might  be  advantageously  utilized. 
This  again  indicates  the  need  of  public  education  in  the  use  of  the  hos- 
pital or  it  may  suggest  that  a  higher  standard  of  service  meeting  with 
more  popular  approval  should  be  provided. 

Projecting  the  figures  given  in  Table  8  to  cover  the  state-wide 
acute  hospital  field  the  cost  of  acute  hospitalization  to  the  Ohio  public 
in  1919  was  in  excess  of  $11,300,000.  As  this  figure  is  based  on  reports 
rendered  and  as  these  do  not  express  the  full  cost,  it  is  believed  that 
$15,000,000  is  a  closer  estimate  of  the  true  cost.  To  what  extent  hos- 
pitals were  compensated  for  service  rendered  patients  cannot  be  ac- 
curately estimated  from  available  data  but  it  is  believed  that  it  would 
prove  to  be  somewhere  between  two-thirds  and  three-fourths  the  cost, 
with  inclination  toward  the  higher  figure. 

These  figures  give  some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  hospital  ques- 
tion from  the  financial  viewpoint  especially  when  it  is  remembered  that 
the  acute  class  embraces  only  42%  of  all  hospital  beds.  These,  however, 
are  the  more  costly  institutions.  The  extent  of  public  interest  in  the 
acute  hospital  is  also  emphasized  by  the  fact  that  88.3%  of  those  beds 
are  not  only  maintained  but  have  been  established  by  the  public. 

III.    TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITALS. 

The  special  tuberculosis  hospital  facilities  of  the  state  in  which  prac- 
tically all  the  care  for  tuberculosis  is  given  are  found  in  thirteen  institu- 
tions, one  state,  five  district,  three  county,  two  municipal  and  two  private 
institutions.  In  addition  to  these  there  is  a  small  number  of  beds  avail- 
able for  this  purpose  in  a  few  general  hospitals.  Altogether  there  are 
about  1,500  beds  for  the  care  of  tuberculosis  in  the  state.  District  and 
county  tuberculosis  hospitals  are  operated  under  the  supervision  of  the 
State  Department  of  Health,  the  State  Sanatorium  being  operated  by  the 
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Board  of  Administration.  Municipal  and  private  institutions  are  not 
subject  to  state  supervision,  private  institutions  having  no  public  super- 
vision. 

The  average  number  of  deaths  in  Ohio  each  year  from  tuberculosis 
for  the  past  eleven  years  is  6877.  It  is  variously  estimated  that  there 
are  from  five  to  nine  active  cases  of  tuberculosis  existing  for  every 
death  and  that  adequate  hospitalization  for  this  number  of  cases  re- 
quires at  least  a  number  of  beds  equal  to  the  annual  number  of  deaths. 
Upon  this  basis  the  deficiency  of  Ohio  hospital  facilities  for  the  care  of 
tuberculosis  may  be  noted. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  by  the  legislature  through  the  past 
twelve  or  thirteen  years  to  provisions  for  the  establishment  of  local  public 
tuberculosis  hospitals,  and  under  these  provisions  the  State  Department 
of  Health  with  some  success  has  endeavored  to  create  local  public  senti- 
ment for  the  establishment  of  this  type  of  hospital. 

Present  laws  provide  for  the  establishment  of  municipal  and  dis- 
trict tuberculosis  hospitals  only,  a  district  being  composed  of  from  two 
to  ten  counties.  In  recent  years  there  is  a  pronounced  desire  on  the  part 
of  single  counties,  particularly  the  larger  ones,  to  establish  and  operate 
county  tuberculosis  hospitals.  The  last  Assembly  took  positive  action  in 
this  direction  by  giving  Summit  County  this  privilege  under  special  legis- 
lation. It  is  recommended  that  the  present  tuberculosis  hospital  laws 
Krovide  for  the  classification  of  counties,  granting  permission  to  counties 
aving  a  population  of  50,000  and  over  to  establish  a  county' institution, 
under  the  general  provisions  now  applying  to  the  district  hospitals.  It  is 
believed  that;  this  population  is  the  smallest  that  can  economically  estab- 
lish and  maintain  a  tuberculosis  hospital  unit. 

County  hospitals  now  in  existence  and  established  before  the  au- 
thority of  counties  to  establish  these  institutions  was  repealed  in  1913, 
are  under  the  direct  administration  of  the  county  commissioners.  This 
form  of  administration  has  not  always  been  satisfactory  owing  chiefly 
to  the  lack  of  a  hospital  viewpoint  by  the  men  who  fill  the  county  com- 
missioners' office.  The  result  has  been  neglect  of  tuberculosis  hospitals 
in  some  instances  and  the  pursuit  of  wrong  policies  in  others. 

It  is  recommended  in  view  of  the  fact  that  hospitalization  of  the 
tuberculous  is  an  activity  which  county  commissioners  are  rarely  quali- 
fied to  administer,  that  the  present  law  be  amended  to  provide  for 
administration  by  an  appointed  board  of  trustees. 

IV.    PUBLIC  SUPERVISION  OF  HOSPITALS. 

PRESENT  STATUS. 

The  Talley  Resolution,  in  requiring  that  recommendations  be  made 
to  bring  about  a  closer  working  relation  between  the  state  and  hospitals, 
implies  that  a  degree  of  public  supervision  is  desirable.  Public  hospitals, 
of  course,  are  under  supervision. 

Private  hospitals,  with  the  exception  of  one  class  numerically  unim- 
portant, are  not  subject  to  any  effective  supervision  under  present  laws. 
The  exception  is  the  maternity  hospital  which,  because  of  its  inherent 
relation  to  statute  in  other  directions,  was  made  subject  to  public  super- 
vision through  the  state  administration  by  the  79th  Assembly,  1909.  The 
Kryder  Act,  1919,  requires  all  hospitals  to  register  with  and  report  to 
the  State  Department  of  Health  but  no  regulatory  powers  are  conferred. 
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For  all  practical  purposes,  however,  it  may  be  considered  that  the 
private  hospital  is  not  subject  to  supervision  or  regulation,  though 
private  hospitals  constitute  the  group  which  holds  the  greatest  public 
interest.  Greater  public  interest  in  the  private  hospital  is  founded  on 
the  fact  that  a  greater  number  of  individuals  are  treated  in  private  hos- 
pitals than  any  other  and  the  conditions  treated  are  of  a  more  serious 
nature.  The  evidence  of  public  interest  in  the  private  hospital  is  that 
70.0%  of  our  acute  private  hospital  beds  are  established  and  maintained 
by  voluntary  public  effort.  This  interest  assumes  organized  form  in  the 
Talley  Resolution  which  indicates  that  public  supervision  of  the  private 
hospital  should  be  undertaken  as  a  measure  to  further  the  public  welfare. 

PUBLIC  AND  PRIVATE  HOSPITALS. 

All  hospitals  are  legally  classified  as  public  or  private.  Public  hos- 
pitals are  directly  administered  by  a  political  subdivision  as  discharging 
a  governmental  function  and  are  generally  established  and  maintained 
out  of  governmental  funds.  All  other  hospitals  are  private,  even  thougb 
their  support  and  policies  are  distinctly  public  and  their  intention  and 
performance  is  for  the  public  good  without  private  gain.  This  type  of 
private  hospital  constitutes  a  large  part  of  the  private  hospital  group. 
Another  type  of  private  hospital  has  been  termed  the  "proprietary  hos- 
pital." The  proprietary  hospital  is  operated  by  strictly  private  interests 
for  individual  gain  resulting  from  the  operation  of  the  institution,  either 
directly  from  actual  profit  of  hospital  operation  or  indirectly  by  furnish- 
ing the  means  of  increasing  the  professional  income  of  physician  or 
nurse.  While  a  low  standard  of  service  is  sometimes  rendered  in  a 
proprietary  hospital  it  is  also  true  that  this  type  of  institution  often 
serves  its  community  very  efficiently,  filling  a  need  that  otherwise  would 
not  be  supplied  and  thereby  gaining  the  right  to  be  known  as  a  public 
service  institution. 

The  following  table  illustrates  the  distribution  of  acute  hospital 
facilities  among  the  classes  just  discussed.

It  was  shown  earlier  as  a  partial  index  of  public  interest  in  the 
general  question  of  hospitalization  that  63.3%  of  all  hospital  service  in 
Ohio  was  supported  by  the  public  out  of  taxation.  In  the  above  table 
those  institutions  classified  as  public  service  are  legally  private  but  are 
established  and  maintained  voluntarily  by  the  public  and  offer  service 
gratis  or  at  less  than  cost.  In  point  of  bed  capacity  they  constitute 
29.7%  of  the  total  hospital  facilities  of  the  state.  Adding  this  to  per- 
centage representing  public  hospitals  it  will  be  f  otmd  that  fiie  public  has 
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established  and  is  maintaining  93.0%  of  the  hospital  beds  of  the  state 
either  through  taxation  or  voluntarily.  The  extent  of  public  interest  in 
the  acute  hospital  may  be  gathered  from  the  above  table  which  shows  that 
out  of  13,645  beds  in  these  institutions  12,041,  (88.2%)  are  found  in  public 
or  private  public  service  hospitals. 

This  is  the  concrete  evidence  of  the  public  character  of  the  hospital, 
however  inadequately  it  may  reflect  the  intimate  relation  of  the  hospital 
to  the  deepest  feelings  humanity  experiences. 

THE  HOSPITAL  AS  A  PUBLIC  UTILITY. 

To  appreciate  thoroughly  the  public  character  of  the  hospital  it  must 
be  regarded  as  a  public  utility.  The  hospital  possesses  all  the  positive 
attributes  of  a  public  utility  and  where  it  varies  its  public  character  is 
strengthened. 

The  commonly  recognized  public  utility  is  a  private  corporation  fill- 
ing a  public  need  or  convenience  sometimes  only  remotely  affecting  public 
health  and  safety  and  catering  principally  to  public  comfort.  Existing 
laws*  recognize  the  propriety  of  subjecting  public  utilities  to  public  super- 
vision. 

The  hospital  is  essentially  a  private  corporation  filling  a  positive 
public  need.  Its  sole  function  is  the  protection  of  the  public  health  and 
the  difference  between  efficient  and  inefficient  hospital  performance  is 
the  difference  between  life  and  death  of  human  beings.  The  hospital  is 
rarely  operated  for  private  gain. 

Considering  the  function  of  public  utilities  and  hospitals  in  their 
relation  to  the  public  health  and  safety,  it  should  be  apparent  that  if 
public  utilities  are  properly  conducted  under  public  supervision,  hospitals 
may  be  more  consistently  placed  under  public  supervision. 

The  public  utility  is  established  by  private  capital,  being  organized 
and  operated  for  private  pecuniary  gain,  while  the  hospital  is  established 
and  operated  by  voluntary  public  funds  with  no  individual  gain  in  view. 
The  hospital  is  a  result  of  a  voluntary  public  effort  to  protect  itself  from 
untimely  death,  but  the  public  is  not  represented  in  the  actual  perform- 
ance of  hospital  functions.  The  public,  furnishing  the  iunds  to  estab- 
lish and  operate  the  hospitals,  has  clear  right  to  ^pervise  the  administra- 
tion of  those  funds,  if  the  administration  of  private  funds  rnay  be  pub- 
licly supervised.  It  is  not  only  the  right  but  the  respbnsibtlity  of  the 
public,  considering  the  fact  that  human  life  is  dependent  upon  the  stand- 
ard of  service  rendered  by  the  institution  they  establish  and  operate. 

A  minor  difference  between  the  recognized  public  utility  and  the 
hospital  may  be  mentioned.  The  ordinary  public  utilities  serve  a  con- 
siderable part  of  the  public  daily  while  the  proportion  of  the  popula- 
tion occupying  hospital  beds  at  a  given  time  is  relatively  small.  It  might 
be  argued  that  the  number  of  the, population  affected  is  not  great  enough 
to  warrant  consideration  of  the  hospital  as  a  public  utility.  It  must  be 
borne  in  mind  on  this  score,  however,  that  every  individual  is  a  potential 
hospital  patient. 

Again  the  functions  of  these  institutions  recognized  as  public 
utilities  are  executed  by  lay  individuals  while  hospital  functions  are 
largely  administered  by  a  professional  personnel,  principally  physicians 
and  nurses  who  are  licensed  or  registered  as  individuals  by  a  public 
office  upon  their  demonstration  to  meet  prescribed   qualifications.     It 
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might  be  assumed  that  this  situation  indirectly  recognizes  the  hospital  as 
a  public  utility  and  that  public  supervision  of  hospitals  is  now  effective. 

Countering  this  assumption  is  the  fact  that  physicians  and  nurses, 
as  practitioners,  are  not  finally  responsible  for  hospital  performajice, 
this  duty  devolving  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the  incorporated  in- 
stitution, which  class  constitutes  a  large  part  of  all  acute  hospital  facilities. 
In  this  light  it  is  clear  that  no  public  supervision  obtains  through  the 
medical  practice  act. 

Moreover,  hospital  functions  embrace  activities  beyond  the  scope 
of  medical  and  nursing  practice  and,  independent  of  all  medical  service 
and  the  most  accomplished  nursing  can  do,  these  additional  functions 
affect  the  patients  chances  for  recovery.  Medical  and  nursing  service 
may  be  given  in  the  home  but  the  seriousness  of  the  case  demands  re- 
moval to  the  hospital.  It  is  those  facilities  and  activities  constituting  the 
difference  between  home  and  hospital  care  that  differentiate  between 
medical  practice  and  hospital  performance.  Hospital  performance  in- 
includes  medical  service  and  the  public  is  protected  in  the  hospital  by 
medical  licensure  only  so  far  as  he  is  protected  in  his  home. 

It  would  seem  under  these  considerations  that  the  hospital  is  a 
public  utility  of  the  highest  order  and  that  supervision  of  the  hospital 
is  not  only  a  public  right  but  undeniably  a  public  duty.  The  very  fact 
that  a  patient  under  present  laws  may  enter  a  hospital  and  leave,  a  re- 
covered patient,  or  die  there,  without  any  record  of  his  admission  or 
discharge,  dead  or  alive,  why  he  was  there,  who  treated  him,  the  general 
nature  of  his  case,  whether  a  surgical  operation  was  performed,  or  in 
fact  any  record  whatever  being  made  to  indicate  that  he  was  a  patient 
there,  certainly  contributes  to  inefficient  hospital  performance,  and  with- 
out making  any  charge  of  inefficiency,  offers  a  sound  argument  for  some 
form  of  public  supervision. 

PUBLIC  SUPERVISION  AS  A  PRACTICAL  QUESTION. 

It  may  be  granted  that  an  abstract  consideration  of  the  question  of 
hospital  supervision  demands  action  on  the  positive  side.  Should  it  be 
determined  that  there  is  a  real  need  of  this  undertaking  upon  the  basis 
of  existing  hospital  performance,  and  that  such  undertaking  is  of  prac- 
tical application,  then  it  may  be  recommended .  that  public  supervision 
should  be  put  into  effect.  It  is  barely  conceivable  that  notwithstanding 
the  law  has  left  the  door  open,  the  integrity  of  all  who  have  admin- 
istered to  the  hospital  needs  of  the  commonwealth  has  contrived  to  keep 
hospital  performance  up  to  a  uniformly  high  level,  and  again  it  might 
be  assumed  that  the  public  supervision  of  hospitals  is  a  practical  im- 
possibility or  would  be  of  negative  effect.  In  the  first  case  public  super- 
vision would  be  unnecessary,  in  the  second,  inexpedient  or  positively 
detrimental.  In  either  case  public  supervision  could  not  be  consistently 
recommended. 

Any  recommendation  on  this  question  must  be  governed  by  the  an- 
swers to  two  questions: 

1 .  Is  the  average  of  existing  hospital  service  of  the  standard 
practically  possible  to  obtain  in  the  light  of  present  day 
knowledge  of  hospital  administration? 

2.  Presuming  a  low  standard  exists,  is  public  supervision  a 
practical  undertaking  as  a  means  of  raising  the  standard 
of  hospital  performance? 
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Plainly  put,  the  first  question  requires  a  statement  of  whether  or 
not  the  hospital  as  a  collective  ijistitution  is  relatively  efficient.  Con- 
sidering the  whole  field,  the  level  of  hospital  efficiency  is  the  average 
efficiency  of  the  units  composing  the  whole.  If  it  were  possible  to  ex- 
press the  efficiency  of  each,  unit  by  a  single  numerical  factor  the  answer 
would  be  very  simply  found  by  observing  whether  there  was  any  con- 
siderable variation  between  the  maximum  representing  the  institutions 
of  highest  efficiency,  and  the  minimum.  If  this  range  were  short  it 
might  be  concluded  in  general  that  hospital  efficiency  was  all  that  could 
be  expected.  At  any  rate  it  is  probable  that  public  supervision  would 
be  without  any  great  effect.  If,  however,  the  factors  covered  a  wide 
range  it  would  be  concluded  that  the  hospital  field  contained  inefficient 
units  and  if  it  were  found  that  the  greater  part  of  available  service  or 
the  greater  number  of  institutions  was  nearer  the  minimum,  the  con- 
clusion that  hospital  performance  over  the  area  taken  was  inefficient, 
could  not  be  avoided. 

There  i^  not  yet  devised  a  formula  that  will  express  hospital  effi- 
ciency in  a  single  factor,  but  assuming  that  such  figures  were  available, 
they  would  show  that  there  exists  in  Ohio  a  wide  range  of  hos- 
pital efficiency  and  while  it  cannot  be  stated  that  the  greater  number  of 
beds  available  incline  toward  the  minimum,  it  may  be  stated  as  an  ob- 
servation resulting  from  state-wide  contact  with  this  purpose  in  view, 
that  the  greater  number  of  hospitals  are  in  the  relatively  inefficient  class. 

The  generally  recognized  principle  in  organized  forms  of  human 
endeavor  that  the  larger  the  organization  within  reasonable  limits,  the 
more  efficient  and  economical  is  its  performance,  applies  to  the  hospital. 
Table  VI  which  follows  shows  the  range  of  bed  capacity  covered  by 
Ohio  hospitals.

It  will  be  noted  that  while  exactly  fifty  per  cent  of  acute  hospitals 
registered  are  of  less  than  twenty-five  bed  capacity,  they  contain  less 
than  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  beds.  While  there  are  some 
notable  exceptions  to  the  rule  in  Ohio,  it  is  still  true  that  the  size  of  a 
hospital  is  a  practical  index  of  its  efficiency.  The  existence  of  a  large 
number  of  small  hospitals  may  be  traced  to  the  lack  of  public  apprecia- 
tion of  the  value  of  hospital  service  in  the  communities  where  they  are 
found,  while  their  inefficiency  is  in  part  explained  by  the  fact  that  de- 
sirable standards  cannot  be  maintained  in  a  small  institution  with  prac- 
tical economy.  Add  to  this  the  fact  that  most  of  the  small  hospitals 
are  of  the  proprietary  class  averaging  fifteen  beds  per  hospital  and  are 
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moreover  operating  for  profit  and  it  is  explained  why  the  small  hospital 
as  a  class  may  be  considered  comparatively  inefficient.  The  establish- 
ment of  larger  hospital  units  should  be  encouraged,  while  the  utmost 
efficiency  consistent  with  practical  economy  should  be  demanded  of  the 
existing  small  hospitals.  It  should  not  be  assumed  from  this  that  effi- 
cient hospital  performance  is  altogether  a  matter  of  providing  sufficient 
funds  or  that  all  inefficient  performance  is  found  in  small  hospitals,  as 
efficient  hospital  performance  is  by  no  means  entirely  dependent  upon 
financial  considerations. 

In  the  matter  of  records,  without  which  no  institution  can  claim 
efficiency,  hospitals*  vary  from  those  in  which  absolutely  no  record  of 
patients  or  performance  is  kept,  to  those  which  keep  complete  records, 
not  only  of  the  patient's  immediate  hospital  experience,  but  all  details  of 
his  previous  medical,  social,  economic  and  occupational  history  that 
might  in  any  way  be  related  to  the  condition  that  brin^  him  to  the 
hospital,  in  addition  to  a  complete  history  of  his  present  visit,  diagnoses, 
the  measures  taken,  diagnostic  and  curative,  his  progress  and  his  re- 
covery or  death  and  autopsy,  if  held. 

Considering  personnel,  hospital  service  is  rendered  in  Ohio  today  by 
individuals  and  organizations  ranging  from  illiterate,  dangerously  igno- 
rant, criminally  inclined,  irresponsible  and  thoroughly  incapable  indi- 
viduals to  well  organized  groups  of  community  leaders  administering 
hospital  service  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  highest  type  of  medical  and 
nursing  service  the  community  affords. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  now  regarded  as  indispensable  to  accurate 
hospital  diagnoses.  Numbers  of  hospitals  in  the  state  are  totally  with- 
out such  facilities. 

These  are  facts  well  known  to  anyone  having  the  slightest  knowledge 
of  the  hospital  situation,  and  are  immediately  apparent  upon  the  slightest 
study.  They  speak  for  themselves  the  wide  range  of  hospital  standards 
and  predicate  a  lower  average  standard  of  service  than  that  possible  to 
attain. 

To  go  into  the  different  forms  of  organization,  the  various  schemes 
through  which  working  relations  exist,  or  fail  to  exist,  between  the  ad- 
ministrative, the  executive  and  the  professional  elements  of  hospital  or- 
ganization, and  their  eflfect  upon  its  efficient  performance,  would  entail 
the  description  of  many  schemes  of  hospital  administration  that  would 
add  much  weight  to  the  force  of  the  argument,  that  a  higher  standard 
of  service  than  that  prevailing  may  be  secured.  The  very  lack  of  any 
semblance  of  uniformity  in  organization  and  methods  is  strongly  sug- 
gestive of  widespread  inefficiency 

The  present  number  of  the  higher  standard  hospitals  of  all  sizes  is 
sufficient  to  demonstrate  the  practical  possibility  of  efficient  hospital  per- 
formance and  in  view  of  the  evidence  of  a  number  of  institutions  at  the 
other  extreme,  rendering  a  questionable  service  to  the  sick,  it  must  be 
concluded  that  the  existing  average  of  hospital  performance  is  not  of  a 
level  possible  to  attain. 

The  number  of  lives  this  situation  is  costing  annually  in  Ohio  cannot 
be  estimated.  It  can  only  be  said  with  a  moral  certainty  that  a  number 
of  deaths  in  certain  hospitals  would  have  been  recoveries  in  more  effi- 
cient institutions,  even  assuming  they  had  received  care  at  the  hands  of 
the  same  physicians  in  both  institutions. 

'  Such  a  situation  has  grown  out  of  failure  of  the  law  to  require  the 
observation  of  minimum  standards  in  hospital  organization  and  practice. 
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This  constitutes  effective  public  supervision,  which  may  now  be  dis- 
cussed as  a  practical  undertaking. 

There  is  no  precedent  for  the  public  supervision  of  the  entire  hos- 
pital field.  There  is  precedent,  however,  for  the  principle  of  supervis- 
ing private  hospitals.  Practically  all  the  states  of  the  United  States  as 
well  as  foreign  countries  have  laws  under  which  minimum  standards  are 
required  to  be  met  by  special  maternity  hospitals  which  are  frequently  of 
the  private  class.  These  laws  have  been  itx  force  a  number  of  years,  in 
Ohio  thirteen  years,  and  probably  in  no  case  has  their  effect  been  repealed. 
Due  to  the  peculiarly  complex  set  of  circumstances  surrounding  the 
maternity  hospital  it  may  be  reasonably  stated  that  it  offers  greater  ob- 
stacles to  supervision  than  any  other  class  of  hospitals. 

The  fact  that  maternity  .hospital  laws  after  years  of  trial  are  still 
in  force  probably  establishes  the  constitutionality  of  a  law  providing  for 
the  regulation  of  private  hospitals.  Again  if  the  hospital  may  be  con- 
sidered a  public  utility,  there  is  no  lack  of  precedent  for  supervising  the 
activities  of  a  private  corporation.  It  would  seem  that  there  is  no  legal 
barrier  to  public  supervision  of  all  hospitals,  and  though  maternity  hos- 
pital service  is  not  yet  of  a  standard  that  should  obtain  for  the  greatest 
public  safety,  it  has  unquestionably  improved  since  the  original  enactment 
of  the  law.  With  this  viewpoint  the  practicability  of  private  hospital 
supervision  in  a  limited  field  may  be  considered  a  feasible  and  progres- 
sive undertaking. 

With  no  such  experience  in  the  general  hospital  field  except  as 
relating  to  maternity  work  in  general  hospitals,  supervision  of  which 
has  been  undertaken  under  the  provisions  of  the  Kryder  Act,  1919,  the 
practicability  of  supervision  of  all  hospital  activities  may  be  said  to  rest 
to  a  great  extent  with  the  degree  of  support  afforded  by  the  public 
through  those  who  are  administering  their  hospital  service.  If  hospital 
administrations  support  a  proposal  to  publicly  supervise  hospitals  it  may 
be  assumed  that  they  will  cooperate  in  the  discharge  of  the  provisions 
of  an  act  they  endorse. 

The  question  of  the  practicability  of  public  hospital  supervision  is 
one  first  of  securing  statutory  authority  under  which  this  may  be  ac- 
complished. This  done,  the  problem  then  is  to  devise  a  plan  that  will 
result  in  a  higher  standard  of  service  rendered.  Such  a  plan  neces- 
sarily contemplates  the  setting  up  of  standards  with  which  hospital  in- 
stitutions must  comply.  It  follows  then  that  institutions  which  fall  below 
these  standards  will  be  faced  with  the  alternative  of  raising  their  stand- 
ard of  performance  or  discontinuing  operation.  It  will  be  readily  ap- 
preciated that  such  a  course  may  meet  opposition,  the  degree  of  which 
will  be  determined  by  the  height  of  the  standard  fixed.  If  the  standards 
adopted  were  such  that  a  large  number  of  hospitals  would  be  compelled 
to  spend  large  sums  of  money  for  buildings,  equipment  and  additional 
personnel  to  comply  with  the  standards,  a  large  volume  of  opposition 
from  the  hospitals  would  appear.  Such  a  course  would  not  effect  a 
raised  standard  of  performance  because  it  would  not  enlist  the  sincere 
cooperation  of  the  hospitals  either  in  the  passage  of  necessary  legislafion 
or  in  the  observance  of  standards.  Even  with  the  principle  of  public 
supervision  well  established,  the  legislature  could  not  consistently  enact 
authority  giving  rise  to  a  situation  that  might  seriously  reduce  our  already 
inadequate  hospital  facilities  or  place  an  unjust  burden  upon  existing  in- 
stitutions.    One  answer  to  this  difficulty  of  course  would  be  to  incor- 
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porate  the  standards  in  statute.  Objection  to  this  course,  aside  from  the 
impropriety  of  using  law  for  such  details,  is  its  inelasticity.  If  satis- 
factory progress  is  to  be  made,  standards  should  be  set  at  a  level  slig'htly 
above  those  now  prevailing  and  progressively  raised.  Incorporation  of 
standards  in  the  law  would  result  in  continual  legislative  debates  and 
render  such  progress  uncertain.  The  alternative  is  placing  regulatory 
authority  in  some  stable  public  office  or  department  closely  related  to  the 
hospital  and  with  which  hospital  representatives  might  be  expected  to 
cooperate.  Under  this  plan  the  legislature  should  safeguard  hospital 
interests  against  the  arbitrary  decisions  of  a  public  executive  officer  or 
bureau  by  providing  for  hearings  of  disputed  questions  before  a  quasi- 
judicial  body. 

In  the  end  the  practicability  of  hospital  supervision  both  as  a  legis- 
lative and  executive  undertaking  should  and  in  fact  does  depend  upon  the 
degree  of  cooperation  to  be  afforded  by  that  class  of  hospitals  which 
represent  the  greatest  public  interest  from  the  functional  and  financial 
standpoints.  These  are  the  acute  hospitals  of  the  public  and  private 
charitable  or  public  service  class  which  represent  88.3%  of  the  total 
acute  service  now  available.  The  degree  of  cooperation  forthcoming 
will  be  governed  by  the  confidence  these  interests  have  in  the  public  agency 
designated  to  supervise  their  activities  in  the  matter  of  fixing  standards 
and  promulgating  regulations. 

As  an  answer  to  the^e  questions  the  following  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Ohio  Hospital  Association  in  their  sixth  annual  conference  in  full 
session  May,  1920,  is  submitted : 

RESOLUTION    NO.    I. 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  this  Association  approve  the  prin- 
ciple of  state  licensing  of  hospitals,  and  that  its  officers  be  in- 
structed to  cooperate  with  the  Bureau  of  Hospitals  of  the  State 
Department  of  Health,  looking  toward  the  formulation  of  a 
definite  hospital  legislative  program  for  the  state  of  Ohio. 

The  Ohio  Hospital  Association  represents  75%  of  the  acute  hos- 
pital bed  capacity  of  the  state  and  therefore  that  proportion  of  acute 
service  available  to  the  public.  This  resolution  is  the  best  possible  ans- 
wer to  the  question  of  the  practicability  of  hospital  supervision.  It  not 
only  indicates  the  need  of  public  hospital  supervision  but  expresses  the 
desire,  suggests  the  supervising  agency  and  an  effective  plan,  and  in  so 
doing  assures  the  cooperation  of  the  far  greater  part  of  hospital  repre- 
sentation. While  it  may  be  true  that  a  large  number  of  hospitals  are 
not  included  within  the  membership  of  this  association,  it  is  still  true 
that  the  larger  number  of  these  institutions  well  known  to  be  efficient  type 
are  included,  and  they  include  the  three-fourths  of  the  bed  capacity  avail- 
able. 

INCORPORATION  OF  HOSPITALS. 

Prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  Kryder  Bill  by  the  83rd  General  As- 
sembly, 1919,  the  sole  legal  relation  of  a  general  nature  between  private 
hospitals  and  the  state  was  through  the  incorporation  laws  which  make 
direct  provision  for  the  incorporation  of  hospitals  not  for  profit.  In- 
corp>o ration  is  effected  by  the  filing  of  articles  of  incorporation  by  the 
Secretary  of  State. 
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It  does  not  appear  that  the  Secretary  of  State  is  required  to  make 
an  investigation  of  the  character  of  individuals  submitting  articles  of 
incorporation,  or  the  need  of  the  institution  proposed  to  establish,  his 
duties  being  limited  in  this  connection  to  determining  whether  the 
articles  set  forth  a  legal  purpose  and  are  in  accordance  with  the  statutes 
in  form  and  content. 

It  is  believed  that  the  public  character  of  the  hospital  and  its  im- 
portant relation  to  public  health  and  welfare  warrant  the  investigation 
of  the  charatcer  of  prospective  hospital  incorporators  and  that  decision 
in  the  filing  of  their  articles  should  rest  on  the  outcome  of  such  investiga- 
tion. For  the  sake  of  public  economy  and  efficient  hospital  performance 
the  need  of  additional  hospital  facilities  in  a  given  community  should  be 
established  before  permission  to  incorporate  is  granted. 

The  technical  questions  involved  preclude  such  an  investigation  by 
the  secretary  of  state  in  the  present  form  of  state  administrative  organiza- 
tion, while  the  State  Department  of  Health  having  within  its  organiza- 
tion a  bureau  dealing  directly  with  the  hospital  situation  might  well 
undertake  this  proposed  function. 

Precedent  for  the  legislation  necessary  to  accomplish  this  procedure 
is  found  in  section  1352-2,  General  Code,  under  which  the  Board  of  State 
Charities  must  investigate  and  approve  the  incorporation  of  child  caring 
agencies. 

CONCLUSIONS   AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  consideration  of  the  conclusions  that  no  generally  effective  public 
supervision  of  hospitals  is  now  in  force ;  that  in  the  abstract  and  in  fact 
such  supervision  is  necessary  for  the  greatest  protection  of  public  wel- 
fare; that  such  an  undertaking  is  believed  to  be  a  feasible  means  of 
providing  the  public  with  more  adequate  hospital  facilities  and  a  higher 
standard  of  service ;  it  is  recommended  that  the  State  Department  of 
Health  be  authorized  by  legislative  act  to  regulate  hospital  performance 
by  specifying  minimum  standards  and  promulgating  regulations  to  be 
enforced  through  a  plan  of  licensure,  with  the  provision  that  the  Public 
Health  Council  shall  approve  the  refusal  or  revoking  of  licenses.  It  is 
further  recommended  that  this  activity  be  rendered  self-supporting  by 
charging  differential  fees  for  license  as  specified  in  a  schedule  fixed  by 
statute. 

Relative  to  incorporation,  it  is  recommended  that  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Health  be  required  to  investigate  the  personnel  of  a  proposed 
hospital  corporation  as  well  as  the  public  need  of  the  institution  proposed 
to  establish  and,  when  satisfied  with  the  character  of  the  incorporators 
and  the  need  of  the  institution,  furnish  a  certificate  of  approval  to  the 
secretary  of  state  who  shall  not  file  articles  of  incorporation  without  such 
certificate.- 

V.     DISPENSARIES. 

Fundamentally  the  relation  of  the  dispensary  to  the  public  is  the 
same  as  the  hospital.  The  characteristic  differentiating  the  two  is  that 
the  hospital  cares  for  the  bedfast  while  the  dispensary  deals  with  the 
ambulatory  sick.  In  general  it  may  be  said  that  where  the  hospital  is 
faced  with  the  immediate  problem  of  saving  life  from  serious  affliction 
it  is  the  function  of  the  dispensary  to  give  advice  and  render  early  diag- 
noses and  treatment  that  will  prevent  a  development  of  conditions  requir- 
ing hospitalization.  From  this  angle  the  dispensary  ranks  above  the 
hospital  as  a  health  and  life  conserving  agency  and  so  warrants  a  full 
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share  of  public  attention.  As  an  institution  which  prevents  serious  ill- 
ness and  educates  the  individual  in  the  advisability  of  early  attention  to 
apparently  minor  ills,  extension  and  expansion  of  dispensary  functions 
and  facilities  are  warranted. 

In  its  early  stages  of  development  the  dispensary  was  severely  criti- 
cized as  an  establishment  which  invaded  the  field  of  private  medical 
practice.  Intensive  studies  to  determine  the  fact  in  this  matter  demon- 
strated that  dispensary  patrons  were  a  class  who  did  not  consult  the 
private  practitioner  either  because  of  their  economic  condition  or  because 
their  affliction  was  not  one  usually  met  in  private  practice.  This  was 
soon  realized  by  the  medical  profession  who  now  endorse  the  dispensary 
and  donate  not  a  little  of  their  time  to  dispensary  activities  as  their  con- 
tribution to  the  care  of  the  sick  poor  and  the  education  of  the  public  in 
the  serious  nature  of  certain  apparently  innocuous  ailments. 

As  an  independent  organization  the  dispensary  differs  from  the 
ho:3pital  in  that  the  hospital  is  a  self-contained  organization  while  the 
dispensary  is  most  often  a  part  of  a  larger  organization,  either  public  or 
private.  The  parent  organization  may  be  a  hospital,  a  public  health 
organization,  official  or  private,  an  industrial  organization  or  educational 
institution.  Industrial  establishments  probably  render  the  largest  volume 
of  dispensary  service. 

The  activities  undertaken  by  dispensaries  outside  those  maintained 
by  hospitals  may  be  described  as  special,  as  they  treat  a  particular  disease 
or  class  of  diseases  or  deal  with  a  limited  population  group.  Dispen- 
saries for  tuberculosis,  venereal  diseases,  infant  welfare,  and  those  main- 
tained by  industries  are  the  more  prominent  of  the  special  type,  the  hos- 
pital dispensaries  undertaking  a  general  class  of  work. 

In  the  total  absence  of  any  data  in  the  nature  of  a  directory  or  mail- 
ing list  of  dispensaries  at  the  outset  of  this  study,  time  has  permitted  the 
listing  of  but  a  relatively  small  number  of  the  dispensaries  being  con- 
ducted in  the  state.  A  total  of  sixty  dispensaries  have  been  listed,  fifty- 
two  having  registered,  thirty-five  of  which  are  industrial  dispensaries, 
twelve  are  general  dispensaries,  conducted  by  hospital  organizations,  and 
six  are  special  dispensaries  other  than  industrial.  Four  of  the  latter  six 
are  devoted  to  child  welfare.  In  addition  to  the  fifty-two  registered 
dispensaries  there  are  forty-one  public  venereal  disease  dispensaries  con- 
ducted under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  and 
maintained  by  federal,  state,  and  local  public  funds.  It  is  believed  that 
the  total  number  of  dispensaries  in  present  existence  will  prove  not  less 
than  two  hundred. 

Present  laws  provide  for  the  establishment  of  tuberculosis  dispen- 
saries by  county  commissioners  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health  and  venereal  disease  dispensaries  may  be  established 
by  local  boards  of  health.  The  public  regulation  of  dispensaries  main- 
tained by  private  organizations  or  individuals  is  not  provided  for. 

No  generally  applied  standards  of  dispensary  organization,  admin- 
istration or  practice  are  in  eflfect.  Records  of  performance  are  less  in 
evidence  than  in  hospitals. 

Notwithstanding  that  no  concrete  evidence  is  presented  to  support 
the  contention  that  the  dispensary  should  be  publicly  supervised,  it  is  felt 
that  every  argument  to  show  the  need  and  feasibility  of  public  supervi- 
sion of  hospitals  applies  equally  to  the  dispensaries. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  relation  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Health  to  the  dispensary  in  the  matter  of  public  supervision  be 
that  recommended  for  the  hospital.
